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4 races decided by record low turnout

A record low 12.5 percent of Newton's 
registered voters went to the polls 
Tuesday to settle four preliminary elec¬ 
tion races. 

In the two citywide races, John Stewart, 
Priscilla I-eith, Donald Budge and Sheila 
Farnese will be the candidates for two at- 
large aldermanie seats in Ward 4; and 
incumbent Gerard Byrne will be 
challenged by Michael I-eConti for the at- 


In Ward 4 itself, the vote was 567 for 
Stewart, 379 for Budge, 343 for Farnese 
and 286 for Ixiith. 

Budge was the top vote-getter in Ward 8 
with 522 votes. He was followed by 
Stewart, 475; Farnese, 376; and Leith, 302. 

The largest voter turnouts in the city 
were in Wards 4 and 8. A total of 1047 voted 
in Ward 4 and 1731 people voted in Ward 8. 

Traditionally, Ward 8 has always had a 
heavy voter turnout 

Ward 3 

In the only School Committee run-off, 


Ward 7 

In this ward race, the vote was 544 to 79. 

Incumbent David Cohen came out on 
top. 

Cohen said Wednesday he was “very 
pleased with the results.” 

“I think it was a mandate for the kind of 
representation I've been giving in the 
Ward," he said, observed. 

Daniels, his challenger, is in Chicago 
and could not be reached for comment. 

Cohen said he will continue to campaign 
in Ward 7 for the five weeks preceding the

He 
will run against Kenneth Daniels in the 
general election in November. 

In Ward 8, Robert Stiller and llhoda 
Davidow came out on top of a four-way 
race and will face each other on the 
November ballot.

Totals for the four Ward 4 challengers 
were: Stewart 2,603; I^eith, 1,597; Budge, 
1,549; Farnese, 1,529. 

Theodore Scafidi, who had announced he 
was withdrawing from the race, got 1,126 
votes. The sixth preliminary candidate, 
Nick Nardone, got 853 votes. 

Stewart came out on top in seven of 
Newton's eight wards. He ran second to 
Budge in Ward 8. 

Leith took second' place in Wards 2, 5, 6 
and 7; but was a weak fourth in her home 
ward, Ward 4 and in Ward 8. 


incumbent Gerard Byrne got 2,133 votes, 
but the combined vote against him was 
2,944. 

Byrne was beaten by LeConti in Wards 1 
and 3. The incumbent, however, made a 
strong showing in Wards 6 and 7 and came 
out on top in Ward 8, where John Keefe 
came in second and LeConti was third 

LeConti said Wednesday that he was 
"very happy" with_the results of the 
preliminary. 

"In November I am confident I can beat 
Byrne," he said. 

Byrne could not be reached for comment 
Wednesday. 

LeConti went on to point out that the 
turnout was "disappointing," for this 
election. He observed that his vote was 
weak in Wards 2 and 7, but said he felt he 
could come out on top in the other wards. 

In Ward 2, Byrne got 183 votes to 
LeConti’s 90 and in Ward 7 Byrne got 321 
votes to I^Conti’s 111.

Revaluation firm gone; job not done 


A suit and countersuit will probably be 
filed this week by the city and its 
revaluation firm, Cole-Layer-Trumble, 
after the firm failed to meet the Tuesday 
deadline for delivery of a revaluation 
program. 

The firm left its City Hall office almost 
two weeks ago without notification to 
Mayor Theodore Mann. 

Mann ordered payment of the final 
$88,000 of the $345,000 contract withheld 
until Cole-Ixtyer-Trumble fulfilled terms 
of the contract . 

The original deadline for completion of 
the revaluation program was June 30, but 
that date was extended by Judge Henry 
Chmielinski, who also made Cole-Layer- 
Trumble a party to the taxpayers' suit 


brought against the city to force 
revaluation. 

The three-month extension was never 
formally agreed to by the revaluation 
firm, according to Mayor Mann. 

Many homeowners have been left 
without notices of adjusted valuation, 
which C-I/T was to have made after more 
than 6000 hearings on the first valuations. 

Milton Manin, chairman of the Board of 
Assessors, said this week that the mailing 
will be delayed "until the present dif¬ 
ferences between the city and the 
revaluation company have been 
resolved." 

The differences will undoubtedly be 
resolved by legal action on the part of the 
city to force C-L-T to deliver the 


revaluation program and by a coun¬ 
terdemand from the firm that the city pay 
the remainder of the money due. 

The court-ordered revaluation, already 
delayed one year at the request of the city 
because of questionable performance by 
the revaluation firm, will probably not be 
delayed further by the impending 
litigation. 

Both City Solicitor Howard Levine and 
Mayor Mann have indicated that their 
prime interest is in getting the deadline, 
revaluation program done by the June, 
1976.

Mayor, police agree on contract wording 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann was ex¬ 
pected to have signed the final version of 
the police contract by Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon following a dispute with the police 
union about the language for overtime 
pay. 

About 50 off-duty officers picketed City 
Hall last Thursday to restore the language 
of the previous contract that gave them 
overtime if they had a sick day or other 
leave during the week. 

More than a month ago the city and the 
police had to accept the final and binding 
decision of an arbritrator who chose the 
city’s offer as more acceptable Ilian the 
union's. 


The settlement gave the police an 18 
percent increase over I wo years from 
May, 1974 to April, 1976, 

The top salary for officers increased 
from $1 1,884 to $14,125 under the 
agreement. 

After the arbitrator's decision the city 
drew up a final draft of the contract which 
John Quinn said he initialed last Tuesday. 

However, Quinn claims the final version 
came back without the agreed-upon 
wording for the overtime. 

Overtime will now be paid if an officer 
works more than 40 hours a week or more 


than 8‘t hours a day. If an officer works 40 
hours after taking a day off for sick leave, 
bereavement, holiday, or personal day, he 
or she will also be paid overtime for one 
day’s pay. 

Mayor Mann said Wednesday that there 
was "no dispute”' about the contract, it 
was just a problem of working out the 
language so that it was in line with the 
arbitrator's decision and acceptable to the 
union. 

There were also 24 misspelled words and 
typographical errors in the drafted ver¬ 
sion that were corrected by Personnel 
John Ritchie, Quinn said.

Police Chief William Quinn's request for 
reimbursement for $375 expenses incurred 
on a trip to the annual meeting of the 
International Association of Chiefs of 
Police was denied by the aldermanie 
Finance Committee. 

The denial led to a request by the 
committee that the mayor ask for a 
blanket appropriation for out-of-state 
travel for department heads. 

Mayor Theodore Mann deleted all out- 
of-slate travel from the budget early tills 
year, and said ttiat he would not go along 
with such requests.

The Board of Aldermen last week denied 
a request for $450 to allow City Solicitor 
Howard Irvine to g o to a professional 
meeting. 

The Finance Committee felt it would not 
be fair to allow reimbursement for Police 
Chief Quinn after denying the request for 
Irvine's travel. 

Upcoming is a $525 request for Planning 
Director Charles Thomas to attend the 
annual conference of a planning group, of 
which he is an officer. 

Thomas' trip would be reimbursed for 


$400 from the federal government. 

Aid. Wendell Bauckman told the mayor, 
“Howard (Levine) isn't going to 
Washington because of what you told us at 
budget time.” 

The committee agreed that the mayor 
should submit a request for out-of-state 
travel ttiat would be considered on a case- 
by-case basis at the discretion of the 
mayor. 

Aid. Louis Egelson suggested $1000, but 
cautioned that if the requests of Levine, 
Thomas and Quinn are approved more 
department heads will ask for travel 
expenses.

So far, the proposed historic 
district in Upper Falls has had 
smooth sailing. From now on 
there will be reefs and shoals. 

/October 23 lias been set for a 
special meeting of the City 
Planning Committee to be 
devoted entirely to the 
proposed historic district 
before the matter is referred to 
the entire Board of Aldermen. 

The final report of the 
Historic District Study Com¬ 
mittee was discussed at some 
length by the City Planning 
Committee this week, with the 
input of a representative of the 


Newton Upper Falls 
Improvement Association and 
members of the study com¬ 
mittee. 

City Planning Committee 
Chairman David Jackson had 
several reservations about 
restrictions to be imposed on 
existing houses in order to keep 
the area a historic district 
under rules of the 
Massachusetts Historical 
Commission.

The 
aim of the historic-district 
proposal is to preserve the 
character of the village, which 
Is largely mid- and early 19th 
century. 


Backman has strong words 
against politics of budget crisis

Jack H. Backman 
lashed out at the House Ways & 
Meaas Committee and the 
Committee on Taxation for 
accepting an inadequate 
budget which would “throw the 
delivery of human services in 
this Commonwealth into 
chaos.”

“leadership of both political 
parties know it, say it privately 
and are afraid to speak out 
publicly," Backman charged. 

"It is time now to take the 
budget crisis out of partisan 
politics. Because of the anger 
and the fear that the governor 
has aroused against welfare 
programs, individual 
legislators are now afraid that 
if they vote for the taxes 
required to save the human 
services programs, they will 
not be reelected. The cuts have 
spread from welfare to ser¬ 
vices for children, the elderly, 
mentally ill and the reatrded, 
as well as every other human 
service need of the Com¬ 
monwealth. Each political 
leadership has been trying to 
outdo one another in false 
budget cuts that will actually 
hurt the people of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts in 
the long run,” Backman said. 

“It is time now for a 
bipartisan approach to this 
serious crisis. The Republican 
party leadership, the 
Democratic party leadership, 
the House Ways & Means 
Committee and the Senate 
Ways & Means Committee 
know that these cuts are 
wrong. They have painted 
themselves into a comer and 
can’t get out. It is time for a 
meeting of the leadership of 
both parties to establish first, 
the size of the deficit, and 
second, what we are going to do 
about it” 

It is both fantastic and tragic 
that there is a stated difference 
of opinion of over a half-billion 
dollars in different estimates 
by people who are paid by the 
Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to know the 
facts. It is outrageous that we 
are passing budgets like blind 
men trying to find the tail of a 
donkey. 

"The year 1972 was labeled 
as the year of the child; 1975 
might be labeled as the year of 
the ostrich.

million dollars in new taxes, 
each day wasted by the 
governor and the legislation 
denies the people of 
Massachusetts $2 million in tax 
revenues. Had a proper tax 
plan been submitted and acted 
upon in January, as mandated 
by law, the state would have 
some $550 million more in its 
coffers today." 

"Misguided individuals have 
deluded the public into 
channeling its anger against 
the most helpless victims of the 
recession, the unemployed, the 
children of the poor, the elderly 
and the recipients of financial 
or medical assistance at the 
survival level." 

"Instead of blaming the 
victims," said Backman, "we 
must resolve to provide the 
services required by the 
weakest members of society.” 

Backman also submitted an 
outline of a $750 million tax 
program to the Taxation 
Committee. In speaking on his 
proposal, Senator Backman 
stated to the Taxation Com¬ 
mittee; 

"During the war, we had a 23 
percent surtax. In this time of 
economic war, a 20 percent 
surtax would raise $400 million. 
The increase on income tax 
would yield $225 million, even 
with the exemptions for 
families earning under $12,000 
annually. The braodening of 
the base of the sales tax to 
include business services 
would net an additional $100 
million. The three together 
would give us well over the $700 
million that is the minimum 
needed to save the state. 
However, other plans might be 
adopted and I do not claim to 
have evolved the perfect tax." 

“At the same time that we 
initiate a tax program to pay 
for services, we must join with 
other states and force federal 
legislation for a federal 
takeover of health and welfare. 
Such a federal program would 
alleviate the financial burden 
of industrial states such as 
Massachusetts," said Sen. 
Backman.

At last the city will be 
receiving state funds for the 
completion of Newton North 
High School. 

The state School Buildings 
Advisory Board approved 
paying 40 percent of the $19.8- 
million building, which will be 
$7,905,600. 

The city has already 
received four payments of 
$670,000, and will be receiving 
more payments over the length 
of the bond which paid for the 
school. 

Tbe total cost figure for the 
two-year-old school was 
previously $15 million by state 
records, but the state Board of 


Education approved reim¬ 
bursement for the athletic 
fields at a cost of $1.2 million 
The money will also be used for 
the new parking lot and the 
reconstruction of Elm Road. 

Public Buildings Com¬ 
missioner Gene Larson said 
the state did not approve 
$156,050 for landtaking. 
$150,000 for heating, ven¬ 
tilation, and air conditioning, 
and $208,000 for covering 
asbestos. 

Larson said he may reapply 
for these funds. 

The city’s cost for the 
building exceeded $20 million, 
not including interest on the 
bond.

No decision yet 
on Barkin job 

In a six-page opinion, the 
state attorney general’s offide 
has thrown the decision on Aid. 
Alan Barkin’s position at the 
Milk Control Commission back _ 
to the commission. 

A spokesman for the at¬ 
torney general this week said 
it’s still unclear as to whether 
the veterans’ tenure law ap¬ 
plies to Barkin's position as 
director of the Milk Control 
Commission. 

Barkin refused the com¬ 
mission's request to resign in 
August after he was convicted 
of failure to file federal income 
tax returns. 

Barkin claimed that the 
veterans' tenure law protects 
him as would Civil Service. 

He said at the August 
hearing that he has appealed 
his conviction on failure to file 
and that the conviction and 
penalty were punishment 
enough. 

The Milk Control Com¬ 
mission members want Barkin 
discharged because they feel 
his presence is detrimental to 
public confidence in govern¬ 
ment. 

Barkin was hired by the 
commission with the approval 
of the then governor, and the 
attorney general’s office says 
he can be discharged only 
under the same terms. 

A hearing was held by the 
commission Sept. 18, but no 
decision is expected until its 
Oct. 14 meeting.

Voting to put the project 
before the Board of Aldermen 
were Thomas Concannon and 
Richard Bullwinkle. 

Andrew 
Magni, I,ouis Egelson, and 
Wendell Bauckman, who was 
asked by Small to chair 
Thursday night’s meeting. 

The Finance Committee 
asked Clerk of the Board 
Edward English to put the item 
on second call for Oct. 6 Board 
meeting, allowing debate with 
Small during recess before the 
full Board considers it 

Aid. Egelson questioned 
whether the plans were 
complete, or whether the 
School Committee might ask 
for more money after the 
project was done. 

He noted tliat on the plans he 
saw there was no electricity for 
the desks in the middle of a 
subdivided room. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink said Friday, 
"Whatever they’re doing is the 
total project," referring to the 
plans Gene Larson has. Fink 
also stress.*! that the project is 
the bare minimum of what is 
needed to move from the three 
current buildings into the one, 
and said, "I don’t give a damn 


Committee have been haggling 
over the cost of renovation 
since 1972, 

The firm of Haldeman and 
G.oransson estimated the 
project would cost $1.2 million 
in April, 1972. 

In March, 1973, the Public 
Buildings Committee and the 
Finance Committee told the 
School Committee to keep the 
cost of the conversion to within 
$500,000. 

Since then, the Design 
Review Committee recom¬ 
mended $130,000 worth of site 
work be done, most of which 
would be for improving the 
parking lot. 

The Public Buildings 
Committee later decided that 
only $20,000 was absolutely 
necessary to improve the 
drainage in the parking lot to 
prevent damage to computers. 

The Finance Committee also 
approved $800 for the in¬ 
stallation of an electrically 
powered movie screen at 
Weeks Junior High. 

The money will come from 
Building Commissioner Gene 
Larson’s capital outlay ac¬ 
count for schools, which has a 
$4,000 surplus after installing 
deluge showers and other 
work. 

The Finance Committee 
added a resolution by Louis 
Egelson to request that the 
School Committee inform the 


Board of any capital outlay 
expenses that may be needed 
for new equipment. 

I .arson pointed out that the 
city departments have also 
bought new equipment without 
telling his department about 
the installation needs. 

Aid. Egelson moved to deny 
the approval but received no 
second. He said, “I’m not 
trying to pick a fight with 
them, but . . . we're leaving 
ourselves open to having this 
screen installed at 25 schools.” 

Plumbing work for the in¬ 
stallation of two sinks for the 
new art room at Ward School 
was approved by the Finance 
Committee after being 
reported out from the Public 
Buildings Committee the Same 
night. 

Both committees also ap¬ 
proved $7,000 for renovation of 
the ventilation system at 
Underwood School. 

The Public Buildings 
Committee voted to hold ap¬ 
proval of the $2,000 project to 
install sinks in the art rooms at 
Newton North High. 

The art room was originally 
in the basement, but conditions 
were crowded and lighting was 
poor, Director of Support 
Services John Gilleland 
reported, and has moved to 
another floor. 

Members of the Public 
Building Committee will in¬ 
spect the rooms to see if the 
move was really necessary. 

If approved, this will be the 
first capital improvement 
expense for the new school 
related to program of the 
students.

Freeport, Towers approved 


The I .and Use Committee 
approved two controversial 
matters last week for action by 
the full Board of Aldermen Oct. 
6. 

Police Department and Fire 
Department reports did not 
bear out complaints aired by 
-neighbors of Freeport House, a 
residence for high-school youth 
a4 361 Commonwealth Ave., so 
the committee approved a 
petition for extension of per¬ 
missive use until October, 1976. 

Permission to include 
residents of Wellesley and 
Weston was also approved. At 
the public hearing last month, 
directors of Freeport had 
explained that in order to 
qualify for more state funding, 
the house must be open to 
young people from the three 
communities in the Newton- 
Wellesley-Wcston • state-org¬ 


anized mental health area. 

Freeport House may now 
house up to 12 young people. 

The vote in Land Use 
Committee was 6-1 in favor of 
the extension of permissive 
use. Aid. Joseph McDonnell, 
Alan Barkin, Terry Morris, 
Matthew Jefferson, Richard 
McGrath, and David Cohen 
voted in favor. Aid. Michael 
Antonellis was opposed, and 
Aid. Michael Lipof was absent. 

A petition from the new 
owners of the Chestnut Hill 
towers land for extension of 
permissive use was approved 
5-0. 

The Towers land, now owned 
by the First Pennsylvania 
Bank, after a mortgage default 
and auction, is up for sale at an 
asking price of $2.7 million. 

Bank representatives ex¬ 
plained that sale of the land is

hindered by the imminent 
expiration of permissive use. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said 
at a press conference this week 
that bank officials had told him 
that the bank wants to see 
apartments built on the land, 
preferably within the outline of 
the two buildings already given 
permissive use. 

A representative of the bank 
has reportedly said that 
whoever buys the land will also 
have to honor the agreement 
between the Towers and the 
Newton Community 
Development Foundation to 
assist the latter financially 
with its 50-unit housing 
development. 

The agreement, which 
obligated the Towers to 
provide $162,000 in aid to the 
low- and moderate-income 
housing in exchange for not 
having to lease 10 percent of its 
400-plus units to the Newton 
Housing Authority, as other 
developers have been required 
to do by an unwritten policy of 
the Board of Aldermen. 


City encounters 
problems finishing 
school additions 


Additions to the Lincoln-Eliot 
and Davis schools have been in 
use since the beginning of 
September, but the city is 
having problems getting the 
brick additions completed 
according to specifications. 

The contract with Paone 
Construction Co. of Winchester 
for the addition to Davis School 
was terminated by the city on 
Aug. 28, with some work yet to 
be completed. 

Public Buildings Com¬ 
missioner Gene Larson said 
the contractor was five months 
behind the completion date the 
aldermanic Finance Com¬ 
mittee approved the transfer of 
$20,000 from the Lincoln-Eliot 
bonded account to the Davis 
account so his department 
could finish installing the 
heating, emergency exit 
devices, and an emergency 
electric generator. 

Anthony Paone, Sr., owner of 
the construction firm, said 


Tuesday the termination of the 
contract was an "irresponsible 
action of the architect and the 
owner.” 

Larson told the Finance 
Committee that the $70,000 left 
in the Davis account has been 
encumbered until the city 
finishes the work and pays the 
contractor some of the money 
held as a retainer until the 
structure is complete. 

Paone said he has been 
talking with City Solicitor 
Howard Levine to try to get the 
disagreements over the con¬ 
tract ironed out. 

At Lincoln-Eliot in Newton, 
all that is needed for com¬ 
pletion is $7,000 worth of 
demountable petitions for 
some classrooms, which Ron 
Rich, project manager of Rich 
Construction Co. in Boston, 
said are “in the process of 
shipping." His firm and the 
city are investigating the 
delay.

Striking teachers make it a point to say 
they do not want to hurt the children, but 
want to provide them with a better educa¬ 
tion.

Enough crowd diving for the President

WASHINGTON — "Did you have a nice Umc?" Mrs. Ford 
cheerily asked her husband as she greeted him at the air¬ 
port. Well, actually he did, that is until he stepped out in 
front of the St. Francis Hotel in San Francisco, when his day 
sort of went all to hell. 

It was then that for the second time in 17 days, a female 
left-wing revolutionary drew a gun and tried to blow Mr. 
Ford's head off. 

Now, it's a simple truism that the possibility of 
assassination is, to a certain extent, an occupational hazard 
that comes with the Job of being president. And it is a fact 
that any potential assassin who doesn't care about putting 
his or her own life on the line has a good chance of taking the 
president’s life. 

After the shooting of George Wallace, the Secret Service 
reenacted the assassination attempt and, even though they 
knew the agent playing Arthur Bremer's role was in the 
crowd, he still managed to pump four shots into "the 
principal.” 

But what is so crazy about this whole thing is the 
President's bull-headed insistence that he's going to keep 
"pressing the flesh" as he always has. What is so 
distressing are some of the remarks from some of the 
President's men. that Mr. Ford just has to keep doing what 
he's been doing and take his chances. 

Even before his plane landed in Washington, a statement 
was issued in the President's name saying he believes “it is 
vitally important for the leadership of our country to be free 
to communicate with the people they serve.” 

Arriving at the White House, Mr. Ford vowed not to 
"capitulate,” saying he would "stand tall and strong" and 
had "no intention of allowing the government of the people 
to be held hostage at the point of a gun." He refused to

"cower” in the face of those few individuals who want to 
take the law into their own hands. 

When he heard of the second assassination attempt, Vice 
President Rockefeller likened Mr. Ford’s job to that of a 


soldier in combat. He cited the fighting men who risk their 
lives overseas "all the time to defend their country.” 

When asked if he was philosophical about the attempt to 
kill the President, he replied: "TotaUy. U. you.« going to 

serve your country, you do everything you can. 

White House Counsel Philip Buchen was "flabbergasted" 
by what had almost happened, but observed: You ve got to 

^l^estdentS photographer David Kennerly went so far as 
to say of the President that he looked "startled when fired 
upon, "but, Jesus, he’s getting used to it. 

Rut this kind of talk is absurd. 

SS one ha! suggested, as the President has, that he 
barricade himself in the Oval Office and look only at opinion 
poUs to gain a sense of what is on the people’s mmds. No one 
has proposed that he become a hermit and move to a cave in 
Crete or that he relocate the White House at Fort Knox and 
sleep'in an armored personnel carrier. 

But President Ford should give serious consideration to 
substantially altering the way he campaigns. There just are 
no compelling reasons for him diving into every crowd 
within diving distance. 

So he meets face to face with people and as the 
President saw, he listens to what they have to say But how 
much can you really learn in just a few seconds while 
shaking hands with somebody at an airport fmee? 

And is what you learn really worth risking getting shot? 
Obviously, the answer is no. . .. t 

What President Ford seems to have forgotten te that 
when you're dead, you don’t communicate with anybody I 
for one hope that the President will think again about the 
way he’s been campaigning, or at least lay low a while to let 
things cool off. . , ...... 

This is not cowering or capitulation, but just plain, old 
common sense. C'mon, Betty, I think it's time for a little of 
that persuasive "pillow talk" of yours. 


The question before the court: Douglas' health 


No one can deny any group the right to 
strike. It is part and parcel of our system, 
but, because of the consequences of a 
teachers’ strike, such as Boston has seen 
for the past week, we think that their point 
can be made in another way. 

Teachers could disrupt the system and 
make their presence felt, if they continued 
to teach and keep records, but refuse to 
turn the records into the administration. 
The quickest way to bring a bureaucratic 
system to it’s knees, and to a grinding halt 
is to jam up their record keeping 
capabilities. And the process of teaching 
and learning could continue while the 
teachers union did battle with the ad¬ 
ministrators.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court begins work on its 1975-76 term 
Monday, shadowed by concern about the 
health of its oldest and longestserving 
member, William 0. Douglas. 

Whether Douglas is capable of resuming 
the complete duties of a Supreme Court 
justice could be subject to more debate 
than most of the cases the court decides. 

The issue is more than a personal one. 
Questions of public policy are involved: 
Who should decide whether a justice has 
become mentally or physically unable to 
handle one of the highest jobs in the land? 
And on what basis? 

Douglas, who turns 77 Oct. 16, suffered a 
stroke last New Year’s Eve. He was 
hospitalized for all but a few days in 
March. He was released in August and 
went to his beloved mountain home near 
Yakima, Wash. 

His left side was partially paralyzed. At 
last report, Douglas mostly is confined to a 
wheelchair, although he can walk short 


distances with difficulty. His Washington 
doctor will not comment on his health. 

Douglas has met the press twice since 
his illness, once in March and again two 
weeks ago. Reporters cautiously described 
him as appearing distant during moments 
of uneasy silence. 

They said he sometimes ignored or did 
not hear questions, but at other points his 
answers were quick and showed some of 
the vigor expected from a man who 
conquered a case of polio and made 50- 
mile hikes along the C&O Canal near 
Washington a popular pastime. 

Douglas has been adamant that he will 
return to the court and carry his full load. 

It was not yet clear whether he would be 
back for the court’s first working day in 
the new term Monday. The justices will 
begin with a week-long private conference 
to decide which of more than 800 cases that 
have piled up over the summer recess they 
will decide and which they will reject. 
Public sessions begin Oct. 6. 

The conference is one of the most critical 
procedures at the court. It determines 
what will be on the docket, shaping the 
issues the court will face. 


Douglas traditionally has been the last 
justice to return in October. 

The effect of Douglas' illness on his work 
was clear last term. Before his stroke, 
Douglas wrote 105 pages of opinions and 
dissents, typical for so early in the term 
when few opinions are issued. 

He resumed work part time, but from 
January through the end of the term in 
June wrote only 57 pages in decided cases, 
not counting items only a paragraph or 
sentence long. 

The more significant effect was on those 
cases raising difficult constitutional issues 
which might closely divide the court. None 
of the 20 cases in which Douglas did not 
vote were decided in such a way that the 
missing justice would have made a dif¬ 
ference. 

But 11 cases argued last term — in¬ 
cluding the constitutionality of capital 
punishment — were set for rehearing this 
term, an indication that the eight other 
justices are closely divided and want to 
delay a ruling until Douglas is par¬ 
ticipating fully. 


Justices are appointed for life under the 
Constitution, and neither Congress nor the 
President can force a resignation except 
by threat of impeachment. But in the past 
the court itself has been able to get rid of 
justices who can no longer carry their 
burdens. 

Felix Frankfurter and Charles Evans 
Hughes resigned without pressure, 
realizing their active days were over. 

In other cases, fellow justices have 
suggested to a member that he resign. 
Hughes conveyed that message to Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. Stephen Field conveyed 
it to Robert C. Grier. Later, it fell to John 
Marshall Harlan to tell Field that he 
should retire. 

“A dirtier day’s work I never did in my 
life," Harlan said later. 

But Douglas always has been an in¬ 
dependent on the bench, and might ignore 
advice from other justices, especially 
while Gerald Ford is in the White House 
with power to appoint his successor. As 
GOP minority leader in the House, Ford 
attempted to impeach Douglas in 1969. 


Self-styled reformers and power 


Oh how self-styled reformers do speak in 
dulcet tones about power and prestige - 
almost like buttons and bows - and about how 
those who have power do not want to 
relinquish it. But the reformers are often 
among the power holders; yet the power they 
wish to have relinquished is someone else’s! 

Reformers are frequently absorbed by self- 
serving theories, to wit: it matters not how a 


aloof and untouched by their own posturing 
only fuel the fires of resistance. Wc see it over 
and over. It is so elementary a concept. 

Yet reformers could light fires of change u 
only they would set personal examples of the 
principles they espouse. Then they could form 
a base around which others might rally. 
Without that example, they become subject to

person acts, as long as he or she speaks 
reform-ese. The reformers may live insulated 
and isolated, shielded from all that they 
propose. Yet we hail the heroes. Words 
forgive the emotions. 

Some people justify the concept this way: 
one who talks reform but acts otherwise is 
more of a reformer than one who does 
neither! Pretty cheap this reform business! It 
costs only words, and everyone has plenty of 
those! 

When reformers are not willing to put 
themselves where their words are, their 
moral absolutes perish. Those who remain 


If, in the Massachusetts State House, as in 
the Canadian Parliament, those running for 
office had to submit to financial disclosure, 
corruption would take a big step backward. 
Disclosure might lose some good people in the 
process, but there would be equally good 
candidates to take their places; those who 
would not be embarrassed by their own ways 
and means. 

Yet even legislators who speak of refor¬ 
ming the political process remain silent on 
this issue. 

Our state legislature is well supplied with 
those who call out for change. Newton itself 


tends to elect su, h representation. Yet we do 
not hear those voices calling out for an end to 
lawyer-legislators who practice before the 
same judiciary whose salaries they deter- 


Tax reform is another conversational pet. 
Reformdrs say that there should be 
redistribution of our American bounty. But 
scratch an upper middle-class reformer 
where l,.at pet personal loophole lingers and 
see how fast he yells, "Cheap shot!” 

The reformer sometimes becomes ex¬ 
ceedingly defensive and replies with the 
ultimate cop-out. Says he, “My own lifestyle 
has nothing to do with the value of my 
reform!" True, but who then is to carry out 
another's evangelistic spirit? When example 
is not the reformer's mentor, he hurts his own 
cause. 

Two years ago politicians who considered 
themselves reformers spoke with reason and 
passion for the establishment of a district 
which would elect a black state senator. 
However, when one senator proposed a 
redistricting plan that did not so provide, all 
the reform senators, by then worried about 
their own seats, responded with silence. The 
plan was ultimately vetoed by Gov. Francis 
Sargent and the veto was sustained in the 
House. 

How then do we create a reform ethic? How 


do we handle the response that says, "Help 
the unfortunate without touching me.” 

In Newton now there are rumblings about 
low and middle income housing. 

Housing reformers must not live apart from 
their own ideas or they make a mockery of 
their visions. Reformers’ styles must mirror 
their words if they wish to be taken seriously. 

A handful of poor children swimming in upper 
middle-class pools is not the path to 
righteousness. Neither is daytime capitalism 
and evening socialism the combination that 
stimulates change. 

So let those who speak so generously about 
tax reform be sure that they have included 
their own trusts, estates, foundations and 
incomes on their master plans. Let those who 
speak so ardently for new housing be sure 
that their own neighborhoods are targets of 
their proposals. Let those who live graciously 
be the first to indulge in the cup of sharing. If 
not they, then who? 

When reforming zeal becomes as visible as 
it Ls loud, things will start moving. When 
reformers have the grace and the guts and the 
good sense to demonstrate that reform is not 
just in the mouth, they will convince the 
reluctant. 

Only then will reformers lead their people 
out of the wilderness of acquisition and into 
the promised land of a more selfless society.

Rewriting the law for forced busing 
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Commentary by J. J. Smith 

Underscored by the cancer-like growth of race hate, 
Boston's busing agonies are highlighted by children at¬ 
tending schools which are little more than armed camps— 
all in support of a forced busing concept that has no proven 
educational or social value. 

This is a matter of grave concern not only to the parents 
and school children of Boston, Detroit and other cities 
where forced busing has become a new, and unacceptable, 
way of life — but it should concern, too, those Americans in 
other cities which may see busing expanded from the cities 
to the suburbs via cross-busing. 

The U. S. Supreme Court and certain Federal judges have 
been the major cause of forced busing, a new factor in 
education that was spawned initially in the concept of 
"racial balance" in the mid-fifties. The fact that it is at odds 
with the original purpose of school desegregation has been 
conveniently ignored by these jurists. 

As conceived u ‘.tally, school desegregation was intended 
to allow all children to attend the school nearest them, 
regardless of race or color. Instead, the concept of "racial 
balance" took hold and mushroomed enormously in the 
sixties and to the present day. 

In human terms, the costs have been appalling. It has 
turned neighbor against neighbor, even family against 
family, and introduced children to an education process 
marked by the wail of sirens, the stomping of heavily ar¬ 
med police, and eyes blazing with hate. 

Worse, it has sparked something perilously close to race 
war in most if not all of the integrated high schools of 


America. In Boston, for example, many parents, black and 
white alike, would balk completely at sending their children 
into these schools if the large numbers of police con¬ 
tinuously stationed at tee schools were removed. This is 
true in other major American cities, too. 

The accelerating incidents of race hate, epitomized by the 
black-white confrontation at South Boston's Carson Beach 
in late summer, is not a Boston problem alone, nor a 
southern problem...it is a national problem — and an 
inevitable by-product of the "racial balance" concept. It is 
a concept whose opponents include not only white America 
but blacks, Chinese, Indians and Spanish-speaking people 
as welL 

Why has forced busing stirred such widespread, even 
vitriolic, opposition? The boycott and conflict has stemmed, 
in large measure, from the desire of most parents, 
regardless of race, to send their children to the schools of 
their choide - to maintain, if you will, the neighborhood 
school concept. The added fear for their children's safety in 
this disruption of their normal educational process is a 
factor, too. 

Not all judges, of course, go along. In Atlanta, Ga., in 
1971, U.S. District Judges Sidney 0. Smith Jr. and Albert J. 
Henderson Jr. ruled that "wholesale busing is neither 
necessary, feasible nor workable." Other jurists have 
echoed this view. 

A supreme irony, and one which enrages most busing 
opponents, is that forced busing is actually forbidden by the 
U.S. Civil Rights Law. 


During debate in the U.S. Senate on June 4,1964, Senator 
Robert C. Byrd of West Virginia asked Senator Hubert 
Humphrey: "Can the Senator from Minnesota assure the 
Senator from West Virginia that under Title VI (of the 
proposed Civil Rights Law) school children may not be 
bused from one end of tee community to another end of the 
community at the taxpayers expense to relieve so-called 
racial unbalance in the schools?" Senator Humphrey 
replied, "I tki". 

Then, at Byrd’s request, Senator Humphrey read the 
language of the law which gave such assurance. It said: 
"Provided that nothing herein shall empower any official or 
court of the United States to issue any order seeking to 
achieve a racial balance in any school by requiring the 
transportation of pupils or students from one school to 
another or one school district to another in order to achieve 
such racial balance..." 

This was essentially the language that went into the Civil 
Rights Law, and the understanding upon which that 
measure was enacted into law in the United States Senate. 

Is it any wonder then, that anti-busing foes feel betrayed 
when this understanding and this law have been con¬ 
veniently ignored by Federal judges in a seemingly con¬ 
certed drive for establishment and retention of forced 
busing? They are outraged that Federal judges have 
rewritten the Constitution and say tliat somehow "racial 
unbalance" is a violation of the Constitution."

Foreign and out-of-state 
students are exchanged with 


burdened. 

2. SCHOOL BUDGET - The 
current budget is more than we 
can afford and reductions can 
be mdde by starting with ad¬ 
ministration. Cost savings and 
a more efficient school system 
can be achieved, without af¬ 
fecting quality education, by 
establishing priorities; cutting 
or combining functions, 
programs, and reports where 
feasible; revising budget and 
accounting procedures; 
tightening purchasing policies; 
and replacing any inefficient 
personnel. 

Does that sound like con¬ 
structive suggestions or 
destructive rhetoric? If Ms. 
Sicurella is looking for a 
scapegoat to relieve any 
frustrations she may have, she 
is “barking up the wrong tree."

To the Editor: 

There has been a "Battle of 
the Books" going on in many 
communities throughout the 
United States, sometimes with 
serious consequences equally 
injurious to domestic 
tranquility and the conduct of 
good education. It should be a 
source of no small concern to 
most people that a variation on 
this issue should now be 
associated with Newton, once 
proud of its nation-wide 
prominence for the excellence 
of its school system. 

Because my information is 
limited to the letters already 
published, I will have to rely on 
the validity of their basic 
allegations. Thus I understand 
that a majority of the Newton 
School Committee voted not to 
comply with a State law 
because of a conscientious 
belief that the law is un¬ 
constitutional. The practical 
effect of this action was to deny 
to private school students the 
use of textbooks that could 
have been loaned to them 
without requiring any ad¬ 
ditional expenditure of pubc 
funds. This the Committee 
found unconstitutional. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
information as to what section 
of the Constitution is believed 
to have been violated. It's 


elementary, however, that 
when one protests against a 
tampering with the Con¬ 
stitution, there is an implied 
obligation to cite the specific 
section that may have suffered 
this transgression. In the 
absence of such particulars, I 
am forced to guess that, 
perhaps, the clause in question 
may be found in that portion of 
the First Amendment which 
prohibits the making of a "law 
respecting an establishment of 
religion." 

If that is so, then I must 
admit that I am impressed by 
the realization that public- 
spirited citizens, properly 
elected to the School Com¬ 
mittee but without legal 
training, are able to resolve a 
matter of such complexity that 
can still tax the accumulated 
learning and judicial ex¬ 
perience of the members of the 
highest court in the land. 

You might take note of the 
followng from Corwin's 
commentaries on the Con¬ 
stitution: "The Court continues 
to wrestle with the problem of 
where to draw the line between 
constitutionally permissible 
and impermissible financial 
aid to religious schools. In one 
recent case, the Court held that 
a New York statute authorizing 
the loans of textbooks to 


students attending parochial 
schools did not offend the 
establishment clause." 

Maybe the Supreme Court 
still finds it necessary to 
“wrestle" with this kind of 
problem, but there appears to 
be no equal burden afflicting 
the carefree spirits of a 
majority of the School Com¬ 
mittee. They have, somehow, 
absorbed an instinctive grasp 
of the legal intricacies 
surrounding this question that 
has left them endowed with a 
superior degree of agility. 
They do not have to wrestle - 
they can fly through the air 
with the greatest of ease, 
soaring aloft on their legal 
trapeze. 

This do-it-yourself brand of 
adjudication should help to 
establish an exemplary 
precedent for the young people 
of this community. It may even 
encourage some, who would 
otherwise seek entry to Har¬ 
vard law School, to shortcut 
such arduous and expensive 
training by securing an ap¬ 
prenticeship with the Newton 
School Committee. What a 
source of pleasure and profit to 
their hard-pressed parents!

Textbooks 


To the Editor: 

When is a law not a law? 
When the Newton School 
Commitcee so decrees! At its 
meeting of Sept. 8, acting on 
information presented by Supt. 
Fink in response to a request 
from parents of children at¬ 
tending private schools the 
School Committee took the 
position that it does not have to 
uphold the law of the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

With the exception of 
Committeeman A. Mandell, J. 
Needleman, and H. Delicata, 
the Mayor and remaining five 
members determined that 
Chapter 1196 of the Acts of 
1973—"an ACT making text 
books used in public schools 
available to pupils in private 
schools"—should be ignored. 
Their attitude—“let them sue 
us!" 

On Nov. 29, 1973, the 
Massachussetts House of 
Representatives and the 
Senate enacted the following 
bill, which was signed into law 
by Governor Francis Sargent 
on December 11, 1973: 

"Be it enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, 
and by the authority of the 
same as follows: 

"Section 48 of Chapter 71 of 
the General Laws, as ap¬ 
pearing in the Tercentenary 
Edition, is hearby amended by 
adding the following 
paragraph: 

"The committee, at the in¬ 
dividual request of a pupil in a 
private school which has been 
approved under section one of 
chapter seventy-six, shall lend 
free of charge to him text books 
which shall be the same as 
those purchased by the com¬ 
mittee for use in the public 
schools. Such text books shall 
be loaned free to such pupils 
subject to such regulations as 
the committee may 
prescribe " 

On June 12. Attorney General 
Francis X. Bellotti affirmed 
the constitutionality of Chapter 
1196. Furthermore, in May 1975 
the United States Supreme 


Court upheld the text book loan 
program established in the 
Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

There are approximately 
2,400 children of Newton 
taxpayers who attend private 
school. These children, under 
the law of the Commonwealth, 
are entitled to a free loan of 
text books. Why should they 
have to incur the double ex¬ 
pense of a law suit (once to 
bring it and again to have a 
portion of their tax dollars pay 
for the School Committee’s 
defense in the same action) to 
press for what has already 
been legislated to them? 

There is a less costly 
alternative available—to 
unseat in the upcoming elec¬ 
tion these people who hold 
themselves above the law. 
Individuals should be elected 
who will respect and uphold the 
laws of the Commonwealth and 
serve the needs of all the 
taxpayers of the City of 
Newton.

The program 
frankly attempts to capitalize 
on the pronounced shortage of 
trained office personnel in 
Greater Boston. 

The CETA-Middlesex plan 
involves two days of classroom 
training in office skills, then, 
three days of practical work 
experience at such nonprofit 
work sites as town halls, Y’s 
and social service agencies. 

All CETA programs, in¬ 
cluding on-the-job training, 
English as a second language, 
adult job-readiness workshops 
and youth work-experience 
programs, are designed to 
improve occupational chances 
of unemployed, economically 
disadvantaged persons. 

Office and business skills 
students in the CETA- 
Middlesex program exhibited 
an age range from 17 to 45-plus. 
Three students were men, 14 
were wome. Three are entering 
or returning to college, one is. 
planning to complete high 
school, and 13 are planning to 
enter the job market. CETA 
job placement specialists are 
working closely with newly 


trained graduates to assist 
them in securing permanent, 
unsubsidized jobs. 

Specific job fields in which 
the new graduates have ex¬ 
pressed interest include sales 
and marketing, recreational 
leadership, communications, 
bilingual secretarial work and 
social service. 

Target groups for CETA 
programs, recently redefined 
at the federal level, are special 
and recently discharged 
veterans, welfare recipients, 
handicapped persons, mem¬ 
bers of minority groups, older 
workers over 45, female heads 
of households, offenders, 
school drop-outs under 22, 
persons of limited English 
speaking ability, mployed 
male heads of households, and 
economically disadvantaged 
youths in school. Preference 
goes to eligible persons 
unemployed for significant 
lengths of time.

Almost 4,000 Newton college 
students may have to fork out a 
tax of either 5 percent or 8 
percent of their board fees to 
the Commonwealth. 

According to State 
Representative Lois Pines, the 
state legislature will probably 
take no action on the 
educational institutions' 
proposal to exempt college 
students, as are students in 
grades K-12, from the meals 
tax. 

The tax is described as an 
"unfair burden on students and 
another case in which the 
middle class pays,” by Mt. Ida 
Junior College Treasurer I. 
Ray Hopkins. 

Administrators are urging 
students at Mount Ida, Boston 
College, Iasell Junior College 
and Andover-Newton 
Theological School to appeal to 
congressmen for exemption. 
Tax bills will probably average 
from $40 to $65, depending upon 
each college's board fee and 
the determined tax rate. 

The present 8 percent tax on 
meals over $1 may be sub¬ 
stituted by the 5 percent sales 
tax on all meals. 

The question of the tax's 
legality is also disturbing to 
some college administrators. 
They believe that since 
colleges are non-profit and tax- 
exempt institutions, taxing 
board fees is not justified. 


Dr. Bryan Carlson, assistant 
to the president of Mount Ida, 
commented: "Because of the 
tax-exempt status of non-profit 
educational institutions, some 
of us are questioning the 
legality of the meals or sales 
taxes imposed in any form 
upon our students and their 
already heavily taxed parents. 
Should it go into effect, 
ultimately some of the other 
colleges may become involved 
in litigation to resolve the 
issue.’ 

Carlson also sees the meals I 
tax as “an erosion of the tax- 
exempt status on non-profit | 
educational institutions. 

If this erosion continues, it I 
could result in many private 
institutions no longer being I 
able to provide educational 1 
services at anywhere near a 
reasonable cost. Should more 
state-supported colleges 
become necessary, the costs of 
building and operating them 
will create more burdens for 
Massachusetts taxpayers," 
Carlson continued. 

Representative Pines 
commented on Carlson’s 
stand: 

"Feeding students is not 
equivalent to providing for 
their educations. Meals are 
completely voluntary. We tax 
institutions on their non- 1 
academic activities.

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John Weitz trademark: 
Fashion is an every-day affair 



This Palm Beach suit is designed by John Weitz, and features two-button, 
single breasted styling with wide lapels and deep center vent. Price: 
about $115. 


Once a designer of women's fashions, 
John Weitz had been responsible for jeans 
with front zippers and tight fitting seats. 
Both were considered immoral. Car coats, 
peacoats, fatigues as well as shirt dresses 
bore the original Weitz label. 

In 1964 Weitz turned to men's designs in 
an attempt to free men from the con¬ 
strictions of their button-down uniforms 
and Ivy League attitudes. One by one, he 
effected change: 

Clothing: Soft, soft, without padding and 
wadding and heavy canvas, contoured to 
the body, fully lined to hold the shape, 
diagonally slashed pockets and one single 
front button; a deep opening to show lots of 
tie and shirt, side vents to ease the jacket, 
short-rise trousers with contoured 
waistband, looser at the knee and wider at 
the bottom, touching the shoe, not flapping 
around the ankle. (At that time American 
men wore sack coats and pegged trousers 
at half-mast). 

Shirts: His were shockingly "free” 
patterns from gingham checks to polka 
dots or in strong bright plain colors, with 
square tails so they could be worn for 
business or leisure, with double button 
cuffs so that they would fit better at the 
wrist. 

Slacks: Cut like jeans, with curved 
waistbands and tighter seats in canvas and 
gingham, dots and velveteens and prints. 

Why have Weit's designs become, ac¬ 
cording to the New York Times, the 
largest men’s fashion design firm in the 
world? The tall, handsome Weitz smiles 
and explains. 

"Yes there is a reason we've been 
successful and it's because an awful lot of 
men have found cut that fashion is not that 
wierd thing you see in slick magaines and 
photographs, but a daily way of expressing 
yourself it's the level at which you express 
yourself that makes good or bad fashion- 
it’s the suitability of what you wear. 

"There are no startling trends in men's 
wear because, unlike women’s fashions 
where you see skirts going up and down, 
men's fashions do not change every year.. 
. men very slowly evolve a new look. If I 
were to peg myself with regards to 
‘something new’ I'd say that we’re going to 
see men’s ears once again. A great many 
fat young men are going to find they will 
look thinner if they cut their hair and 
elderly men who have grown all kinds of 
bushes on their faces are going to start 
shaving and will begin to look their age 


instead of appearing like Moses giving the 
commandments. 

"Figures are the deciding factor in 
clothes and if the body is bad there's only 
one thing to do. . . go on a diet and then 
wear the safari suit and wild west suits 
that arc available. I don't think a man 
should attend a business meeting looking 
as though he was going to hunt lion, nor 
should he look as though he was going to 
ride a horse into the corral. Intelligent 
accountants should give the image of being 
bright, concerned, active men and not visit 
a client wearing gold alligator teeth on a 
gold chain.” 

The colored shirt is here to stay, ac¬ 
cording to Weitz, for two reasons. First, 
white shirts look messy at the end of the 
day and second men have become ac¬ 
customed to strong colors and enjoy 
wearing them. 

"Wc will be seeing the disappearance of 
5 inch heels worn by grown men tottering 
around like debutantes on their way to a 
grand ball," said Weitz, adding, "It’s 
dangerous and makes driving a car 
dangerous. 

"Combining patterns does take know¬ 
how and the average man really doesn't 
know how to put together a combination of , 
patterns and so he shouldn't. I feel that it 
doesn't always work for me-when you'lc 
uncertain, don't do it. Stick to what you 
feel comfortable with and you'll never be 
wrong." 

John Weitz is negative on double- 
breasted suits. Though all collections 
showed them, John’s answer is quick and 
said with some heat. "Nonsense! Those 
suits are not coming back because they 
don’t ‘work’ in modern life. Most of our 
lives are spent sitting in cars, taxis and 
planes and this style is cumbersome and 
uncomfortable." 

Wide lapels, according to Weitz, are here 
to stay. “Fashions really don’t change 
quickly and who would want a return of 
those tiny 'unborn lapels’. Even when 
others were wearing them, men with good 
taste rejected them. You'll note that men 
who know clothes never go to trends. They 
establish a style and expand their war¬ 
drobes as they grow older. 

"I’m 52 years old and can't wear the 
clothes I wore at 32. Obviously my figure 
has changed as well as my hair color, so I 
calm down a bit. You won’t see me 


wearing a pair of jeans and a cowboy 
jacket because my rear side prohibits it.” 

Price lias a great deal to do the success 
of Weitz’s designs. He explains: "I've 
always felt that men do not have to spend a 
lot of money for their clothes. The pants 
I'm wearing now cost $16 and the shirt is 
$ 12 . 


"Affordable prices are extremely im¬ 
portant today. Men need not spend more 
than $135 for a winter business suit and 
$110 in the summer. 

"If I were to sum up the future of men's 
fashions, I’d say that a discipline is coming 
and I find it a very healthy and happy 
thought."

Across the kitchen counter

yellow not to mention the apple's natural 
sweet or sprightly tart flavor and crispy 
fresh texture. 

If you've never taken the family to an 
apple orchard to pick apples, you're 
missing out on one of life's great 
pleasures! Walking among the heavily 
laden fruit trees reaching up to gently 
pluck an apple is great fun for adult as well 
as child. Please be careful not to break 


branches; obey signs that insist you do not 
climb into the trees.

The International Apple Instutute has 
some interesting facts on apples: Have 
you ever wondered what the difference 
was between apple cider and apple juice? 


ierva a happy braakfast of apple sausage coffaecake. made from pancake 
nix and served with fresh applesauce. 


AppleMce is natural apple juice that has 
been filtered and pasteurized. It's 
available vacuum packed cans or in 
glass containers. Sweet apple cider is 
natural unferritonted apple juice, with less 
filtering and no pasteurization; it will stay 
sweet and unfermanted for two to three 
weeks under refrigstation. Hard cider is 
well fermented applemuice. 

What is the role ofopples in dental 
health? Eating an applatfoes provide a 
great assistant for refcoving foods 
clinging to teeth. The mild ffcrous texture 
provides delergentaction;its jflee content, 
aroma and appeal induce saVary ac¬ 
tivity. It all adds up to makl^pples 
"nature's toothbrush". 

What is the caloric content of an av3 
size apple and what are the nutritio 
claims for the apple? There are around I 
90 calories in the average apple. Apples^ 
provide bulk in the diet for proper func- 
lioning r of the body's digestive and 
regulatory systems. They also contribute 
to fighting body toxins, aiding digestion, 
and pepping up the entire system. An 
excellent source of pectin which is 
associated with helping keep cholesterol 
levels in balance. The relatively high 
potassium and low sodium ratio in apples 
is also significant in some cardiac and 
renal problems as well as in the diets of 
overweight persons. They contain modest 
amounts of a number of vitamins and 
minerals. 

No doubt you already have a file full of 
apple recipes; here are a few new ideas 
you might like to try soon: 

APPLE SAUSAGE COFFEECAKK 
For Breakfast 

8 link sausages 

2 large tart apples, peeled, cored and 
sliced 

2 tablespoons brown sugar 

I teaspoon cinnamon 

I I -j cups pancake batter 

1 tablespoon butter 

Place broiler rack 5-6 inches below heat, 
Turn broiler to high. Saute sausages in a 
large skillet, about 5 minutes, until well 
browned. Drain and keep warm. Pour off 
fat from skillet; add apples sliced inch 
thick. Sprinkle with sugar and cinnamon. 
Saute 1-2 minutes until apples lose their 
crispness but still are firm. Set aside, 
uncovered. Place the butter in a well 
seaasoned 9-inch skillet and heat. (Test 
with a drop of water. When water "dan¬ 
ces” before evaporating, pan is ready.) 
Pour in enough batter to cover the bottom 
of the pan about V« inch. Cook 3-4 minutes 


over moderate heat until batter sets and 
top is dry. Do not turn. Arrange sausages 
on pancake and cover them with apples. 
Pour remaining batter over the apples and 
place under the broiler until nicely 
browned, about 8-10 minutes. Test center 
for dryness with tester. If cake browns too 
fast, before center is done, lower heat and 
continue cooking. Remove from broiler, 
loosen edges with spatula, serve in pie 
shaped wedges. Serve with butter, ap¬ 
plesauce or apple butter. Serves 6. 

APPLE CIDER APPLESAUCE 
8 tart apples 
'2 cup apple cider 
one-third to V 2 cup sugar 
V» teaspoon salt 
L i teaspoon ginger 

Pare, core and slice apples, place in 
saucepan with cider. Simmer until apples 
are tender (20-30 minutes). Stir in sugar, 
salt and ginger. Cook 1 minute longer. 

Serves 6. 

TROPICAL APPLE DATE BREAD 
cups sifted all purpose flour 
cup sugar 
l'^uhlespooii baking powder 
1‘i^easpoons salt 
1 cupKlakcd coconut, toasted 
l ‘,2 cujfc milk 
1 egg, btiaten 
1 teaspoofcyanilla 
1 cup datenwllccd 

1 cup applesWnely chopped 

Mix and sift flo^r, sugar, baking powder 
and salt. Stir in coconut. Combine milk, 
egg and vanilla; stint); blend well. Stir in 
dates and apples. Spre'htJ into greased and 
floured loaf pan 9x5x3-inobes. Bake at 350 
degrees for 1 hour and 15 minutes. Cool on 
rack. 

TO TOAST COCONUT: Spread flaked 
coconut in shallow pan. Place in 375 degree 
oven for 8-10 minutes, stirring often for 
even toasting. Cool before using. 

APPLESTUFFED ACORN SQUASH 

2 acorn squash 

3 tart apples 

1 cup broken nutmeats 
■2 cup maple syrup 
*i cup melted butter or margarine 
Cut acorn squash in half lengthwise; 
scoop out seeds and stringy substance. 
Core and dice unpeeled apples; combine 
with remaining ingredients. Fill squash 
with apple mixture; brush surfaces of 
squash with additional melted butter or 
margarine. Set in baking pan. Pour hot 
water in pan to depth of Ms inch. Cover pan 
with foil. Bake at 400 degrees for 45 min. 
Makes 4 servings.

It’s Ida Somers' MAN- 
DEL BREAD (Translation, nut bread-actually it’s a sliced 
nut cookie.) 


MANDELBREAD 
l 2 cup Spry or other shortening 
1 cup sugar 
3 eggs 
3 cups flour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 
Mi teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
Mr cup chopped white raisins 
Me cup nuts 

Me cup maraschino cherries 
Mi cup sugar & cinnamon mixture 


Directions: Cream shortening and sugar. Add 3 eggs and 
beat. Sift flour with baking powder and salt. Add to 
creamed mixture. Add vanilla and lemon juice. Add 
raisins, nuts and cherries. Refrigerate about 1 hour. Grease 
two cookie sheets. Form five loaves about 8 inches long by 3 
inches wide. Sprinkle with sugar and cinnamon mixture. 
Bake for approximately 30 minutes in a 350 degree oven; 
slice on an angle while still warm. Makes about 50 pieces. 
Keeps for weeks in a tin container.

Combine sugars, flour and spices (Vi cups sugai^V4 cup 
brown sugar). Place half the apples in the pie shell, s|N»kle 
with half of the spice mixture. Repeat with remaining 
apples and spice mixture. Dot with butter. Cut a double 
circle of aluminum foil to cover filling only. Bake at 375 
degrees for 30 minutes. Remove foil. Cover with topping 
made of combined remaining ingredients and return to 
oven for 30 minutes.

JOHNNY HARRIS SPARERIBS 
3-4 pounds spareribs (Use only small meaty good quality 
ribs) 

2 cups white vinegar 
1 cup water 

4 oz. Worcestershire sauce 

salt 

pepper 


Mix vinegar, water and Worcestershire; pour into 
roasting pan. Liberally salt and pepper both sides of ribs. 
Place ribs in pan so that ribs are partially submerged in 
cooking liquid. Bake in 400 degree oven for 30 minutes. Pour 
off all cooking liquid and continue baking for 45 minutes or 
until done. Turn ribs every 15 minutes. Heat Johnny Harris 
barbecue sauce or the best quality barbecue sauce found in 
your area and pour over ribs during last five minutes of 
cooking. Remove from oven and cut into serving portions. 
Again, ladle barbecue sauce over ribs. If you choose to cook 
over charcoal be sure that you still bake the ribs in the 
mixture for 30 minutes before transferring to the grill.

Having sat in this past week on both a Troop meeting for 
Boy Scouts and a Pack meeting for Cubs, one significant 
factor was continually being brought to attention - 
TRAINING.

Used 
wisely in conjunction with common sense and the vast store 
of wisdom of our years, this training FULLY qualifies us to 
help shape, in some small way, the minds and bodies of our 
children.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Threats against President 
Ford's life since the recent 
assassination attempts have 
tripled, including one from a 
mentally troubled man who 
offerer! an undercover agent 
f|||| $25,000 to kill Ford, govcm- 
mcnt officials said. 

In testimony Tuesday before 
a Senate appropriations sub- 
1 committee reviewing 
protection for the President, 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon said 320 threats were 
made against Ford in the first 
20 days of September. He said 
such threats had averaged 100 
Ip to 110 during a similar period 
before the two assassination 
attempts in California. 

He blamed the increase on 
massive publicity. 

"All this publicity seems to 
invite these deranged human 


beings to come out,' 1 Simon 
said. 

Director Rex Davis of the 
Rureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms revealed one 
threat involving an offer of 
"$25,000, a .357 magnum and a 
hiding place" to an undercover 
ATF agent in Belleville, Ill., if 
he would kill the President. 

Davis said Roger Rates, 37, a 
former mental patient, had a 
"chance encounter" with the 
ATF undercover agent in a 
Relleville bar on Sept. 10. 
Bates, described by the Secret 
Service as a "chronic al¬ 
coholic," offered a $1,000 down 
for killing Ford, with $24,000 to 
be paid upon completion of the 
"hit," Davis said. 

Davis said it was "doubtful" 
Bates could have paid, but the 
Secret Service was notified and 
Bates was arrested the next 


day. Bates was charged with 
making a threat against the 
President but not prosecuted 
when he agreed to recommit 
himself to a mental institution. 

In other developments: 

— Ford asked Congress for 
an additional $11 million to hire 
150 more Secret Service 
agents. 

— Secret Service Director H. 
Stuart Knight and his 
assistant, James T. Burke, 
said they "agree wholehear¬ 
tedly" with the decision of two 
agents not to place Sara Jane 
Moore under protective sur¬ 
veillance after an interview the 
night before she allegedly fired 
a shot that missed President 
Ford. They said her release 
was partially the result of her 
previous work as an informant. 
Knight conceded the Secret 


Service interview "might have 
been the triggering factor" 
that caused her to shoot at 
Ford.

SAN FRANCISCO i UPI) — All three were shaped by San 
Francisco's counter-cultures of drugs and radical politics. 

All three picked up the gun and tried to change history. 

All three failed. 

All three gained the attention of the world. 

All three could spend the rest of their Ives in jail. 

All three are women — reflecting the confusions and 
stresses of a decade of social change. 

But there the similarities end for: 

—Patty Hearst, a wealthy heiress converted by kid¬ 
napers, either voluntarily or by brainwashing, into an 
"urban guerrilla." 

—Lynette “Squeaky" Fromme, a drug-dazed dropout 
following a guru of "helter skelter,” sex and death. 

—Sara Jane Moore, a middleaged misfit finding a place 
and a profit on the fringe of the left wing. 

In 17 short days of September —in cities less than 100 
miles apart in northern California—a 19-month chase ended 
with Miss Hearst's capture and Miss Fromme and Miss 
Moore allegedly tried to assassinate President Ford. 

A year and a half after she was dragged half-naked from 
her Berkeley, Calif., apartment, Patty Hearst was captured 
10 miles away in a San Francisco apartment by FBI agents. 

During the interval, the 21-year-old granddaughter of 
lyjwspaper magnate William Randolph Hearst took part in 
one of the most bizarre conversions in the annals of 
American crime. 

Miss Hearst joined her abductors in a bank robbery and 
kidnaping, adopted the name “Tania” and spouted 
revolutionary clliches in taperecorded manifestos to her 
parents, who gave away $2 million in groceries to poor 
people in an effort to win her freedom. 

She faces three federal charges and 19 state charges in 
California. Among them are kidnaping during two days of 
flight after she was identified as the woman who sparayed 
machine-gun bullets at a sporting goods store. 

Miss Hearst, who had a pistol in her purse when arrested, 
gave her occupation as “selfemployed urban guerrilla" 
when she was booked into jail. But that later was changed to 
"no occupation." 

I,ess than a week later, she claimed in a court affidavit 
that she was terrorized, drugged and driven nearly insane 
by her radical captors, forced to join in a San Francisco 
bank robbery and couldn't remember the rest of the crime 
spree. 

The affidavit filed by her lawyers said Miss Hearst was 
slipping into insanity and brainwashed to the point that her 
criminal actions during her 19 months of flight were beyond 
her control. 

She said she first returned to the real world when she 
hugged her ather, mother and sisters in jail. In the affidavit 
she said she wanted to go home with her parents and was 
"completely convinced of the love and affection of her 
family and that she will find safety and comfort in its 
midst." 

But during a tape-recorded jail conversation with a girl 
friend, she told a different story, saying she didn't want to 
be "a prisoner in my parents' home." 

She also told the old friend, Patricia Tobin, that she now 
had a "revolutionary feminist perspective." She also 
disclosed in the conversation that she had been living in the 
San Francisco hideout where she was captured with a 27- 
year-old house painter named Steven Soliah. 

Lynette "Squeaky" Fromme, 26, a member of the 
murderous Charles Manson Family, pointed a .45-caliber 
Colt automatic at President Ford Sept. 5, as he walked 
across the California Capitol grounds at Sacramento. The 
gun, although loaded, failed to fire. 

Miss Fromme, indicted on a federal charge of attempting 
to assassinate the President, was ruled capable last week of 
aiding in her own defense and given permission to act as her 
own attorney. 

After her arrest, she told a jailer she had to try to 
assassinate Ford because nobody paid attention to what she 
was saying. 

The liny, red-haired woman was thrown out of her home 
bv her father at 16, and migrated to San Francisco's 
HaighlAshbury dstrict during its drugdrenched heyday 
with a young drifter named Charles Manson. She later 
estimated taking at least 1,000 trips on LSD and other 
drugs. 

Manson was convictted of masterminding seven murders 
in Los Angeles in 1969, includingg that of movie starlet 
Sharon Tate, as part of a "helter skelter” terror plot that he 
expected to lead to a race was that would eventually 
catapault him into a ruling position in the United States. 

During the two trials, Miss Fromme - whose high- 
pitched voice won her the sobriquet "Squeaky"-acted as 
the Manson Family spokesman. 

She settled with another Manson Family alumnus in 
Sacramento while Manson was held in nearby Folsom 
Prison. 

Miss Fromme and roommate Sandra Good, 31, agonized 
over environmental damage, prepared lists of corporate 


targets in the family's war against polluters and presented 
the news medial with rambling broadsides. 

"Well, you know, when people around you treat you like a 
child and pay no attention to the things you say, you have to 
do something," she told the jailer. 

Seventeen days after the attempt to assassinate Presi¬ 
dent Ford in Sacramento, Sara Jean Moore, 45, fired a shot 
at the President from a crowd outside the St. Francis Hotel 
in San Francisco. 

It missed. 

A former Marine knocked Miss Moore’s gunhand down 
and a city policeman wrestled the .38-caliber pistol away 
from her before she could shoot again. 

Miss Moore, reported to be a mother of at least five 
joungsters, who was treated for mental problems in 1950, 
was ordered to undergo psychiatric tests to determine 
whether she was competent to stand trial on attempted 
assassination charges. 

In an interview, Miss Moore linked her act with the arrest 
of Miss Hearst, which she said “made a tremendous impact 
on me." 

From her jail cell she asked to see Ellen Hume, of the Los 
Angeles Times. The two had become acquainted when the 
reporter was doing a story on radicals in California. 

"There comes a point when the only way you can make a 
statement is to pick up a gun," Miss Moore said in the in¬ 
terview. 

But she added that she was glad the President did not die. 
"It was a kind of ultimate protest against the system," 
she said. 

Although she told West Coast acquaintances about an 
aristocratic background, she actually is the daughter of a 
chemical company maintenance engineer and drew up in a 
blue-collar neighborhood outside Charleston, W.Va. 

She abandoned four children, from an early marriage, 
with her parents during the 1950s. At the time of the 
assassination attempt, her 9-year-old son was attending 
school in San Francisco. 

Miss Moore surfaced in the Bay area during the Hearst 
food giveaway, working as a volunteer leader in the hastily 
created "People in Need" program. 

Her contacts during that period led her into left-wing 
politics and a role as an FBI informant. She was involved 
with Wilbur “Popeye" Jackson, a leader of the United 
Prisoners Union, who was shot dead in a parked car on a 
city street earlier this summer. 

Miss Moore telephoned a San Francisco police inspector 
Satuiday and warned she might pose a danger to Ford. 

“I'd like to test the system to see if it works the same for 
the left and right," she told Inspector Jack O’Shea. 

On Sunday, she was stopped outside her San Francisco 
apartment and cited for carrying a .44-caliber pistol in her 
purse. Later, the Secret Service questioned her, but she re¬ 
mained free. On Monday morning, she traveled to suburban 
Danville, bought a .38-caliber pistol, then returned to take a 
shot at President Ford. 

"Squeaky Fromme showed Sara the way to get back on 
the center-stage," suggests a private detective, Jack 
Palladino, who tried—with little success— to check her 
background early last year during the food giveaway. 

Dr. Rita James Simon, a sociologist, who is an authority 
in the field of women and crime, said both Miss Moore and 
Miss Fromme seem to match the social profiles of earlier 
assassins. 

"It seems to me that if you look at the social profiles of 
many of these people, the kings of people they were, their 
social backgrounds, you find they are very similar to the 
situation of Sara Moore," she said in a telephone interview. 

"They’re loners. They are reallly not trusted by some of 
the people or causes to which they claim association," Dr. 
Simon said. “They are not integrated members of those 
movements. They are not integrated members of anything. 
That's part of the problem." 

She is professor of sociology at the University of Illinois, 
Urbana, and author of "The Contemporary Woman and 
Crime,” published earlier this year by the National 
Institute of Mental Health. 

Dr. Simon said Miss Moore particularly fits the patterns 
set by some of the assassins of earlier presidents, par¬ 
ticularly Leon Czolgosz, who fatally wounded William 
Mckinley and Charles Guiteau, who shot James Garfield. 
"She fits in closely, it's eerie, really," Dr. Simon said. 
As far as Miss Fromme is concerned, the sociologist said, 
"Here, too, we find someone who is attached to all kinds of 
radical groups, but who really is not perceived as a reliable 
member of those groups." She also said that the influence of 
Manson on Miss Fronune might her case unique. 

Simon said there lias been a large increase recently in the 
number of women who participate in criminal activities, 
but she said these are mostly property offenses—larceny, 
embezzlement, fraud and forgery. She said women 
generally are not going into crimes of violence. 

She said she does not think the cases of Miss Moore and 
Miss Fromme indicate a trend. "I don’t attach much im¬ 
portance to the fact that they are women," she said.

Serious crime epidemic spreads 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
epidemic of serious crime — 
murders, rapes, robberies, as¬ 
saults and thefts — is still 
spreading, according to the 
latest FBI count made June 30. 

FBI figures made public 
Tuesday showed a 13 per cent 
increase over mid-1974 in 
reports of serious crime during 
the first six months of this 
year. 

The rate of increase was 
down from June 30,1974, when 
a 16 per cent rise above mid- 
1973 statistics was recorded. 

But Attorney General 
Edward Levi said, "We can 
claim no great solace in the 
fact that the rate in the rise of 
serious crime has lessened 
somewhat. 

"Crime remains an enor¬ 
mous national problem and 
current levels are — and must 
be — seen as unacceptable." 

The FBI said crime reports 
actually shot up more sharply 
— by 18 per cent — in the first 


three months of 1975, and rose 8 
per cent in the second quarter 
when compared to the same 
periods of 1974. 

The new figures for January 
to June of this year showed 
robbery led all serious crimes 
in rate of increase at 17 per 
cent. Murder and rape rose 4 
per cent each, while aggravat¬ 
ed assault jumped by 9 per 
cent. 

As a group, these violent 
crimes rose by 12 per cent. 

Property crimes — burglary, 
theft and car theft — were up 13 
per cent. 

Rural and suburban areas 
reported slightly bigger in¬ 
creases in serious crime than 
cities of 100,000 or more 
inhabitants. The urban crime 
rate was up 12 per cent, 
compared to 13 per cent in 
rural areas and 14 per cent in 
suburbs. 

The South showed a 16 per 
cent overall increase, while 
northeastern states registered 


13 per cent, north central states 
12 per cent and western states 
10 per cent. 

All the increases were com¬ 
parisons between crime levels 


tabulated at mid year in 1976 „ 
and 1974 and did not show, for 
example, how much the daily, 
number of crimes increased 
during either six-month period. 


On mushroom 
poisoning 


With warm fall weather and 
a lot of rain, mushrooms 
replace dandelions as the most 
common lawn and woodland 
decoration. The umbrella¬ 
shaped fungi has given rise to 
many tales—mostly false—and 
not infrequent toxic symptoms, 
and even some deaths. 

"All those mushrooms 
growing wild should be treated 
with suspicion unless the 
picker is very familiar with the 
species sought or has a good 
knowledge of those mushrooms 
that grow in a particular en¬ 
vironment,” says Dr. Leonard 


Worthen, a professor of 
pharmacognosy for the 
University of Rhode Island. On 
occasion, he identifies 
mushrooms for physicians and 
health agencies in cases of 
possible or probable poisoning. 

He anticipates an increase in 
mushroom poisonings if the 
uninformed try to live off the 
land this year. "There is no 
foolproof test for a poisonous 
mushroom," he said. “They 
will not always turn a silver 
coin black if the coin is cooked 
with them. And the tops often 
peel as easily as safe 
mushrooms. 


Computer on crime may be scuttled 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
More and more women are 
being arrested for serious 
crimes, but an authority on the 
subject says the increase 
comes from property offenses 
such as forgery, fraud and 
embezzlement — not from 
violence. 

Dr. Rita James Simon, 
professor of sociology at the 
University of Illinois, said 
statistics show that the per¬ 
centage of women arrested for 
.■rimes of violence lias fluc- 
luated between 10 and 13 per 


cent for llie past 20 years. 

“But the picture for property 
offenses is markedly dif¬ 
ferent," she wrote in a report 
published recently by the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health. In 1953, one in every 12 
persons arrested for a property 
crime was a woman. In 1973, 
one in every’ five was a woman. 

As a result of the stability of 
the percentage of women 
linked to violent crimes, Dr. 
Simon said in a telephone in¬ 
terview site did not think it was 
significant that women were 


involved in the two recent 
presidential assassination at¬ 
tempts. 

Dr. Simon said in the report, 
The Contemporary Woman and 
Crime, it would be reasonable 
to assume tliat the women's 
movement has had "some 
effect on the psyche, the 
consciousness and the self 
perceptions of many women in 
American society. 

"But the extent to which it 
lias motivated those women to 
act outside the law in order to 
gain financial rewards, ven¬ 


geance, or power is still too 
early to assess,” she said. 

Dr. Simon said the major 
hypothesis is that increased 
participation in the labor force 
in recent years has given 
women more opportunities to 
conunit larceny, fraud, embez¬ 
zlement and other financial 
and white collar crimes. 

"If present trends continue, 
in 20 years women will 
probably be involved in white 
collar crimes in a proportion 
coiiunensurate with their re¬ 
presentation in the society," 


BOSTON (UPI) - A unified 
computer system to store 
Massachusetts's criminal of¬ 
fender records is in danger of 
being scuttled because of 
renewed opposition from the 
state Probation Department. 

Plans for the system are 
favored by privacy advocates 
and have been approved by the 
Criminal History Systems 
Board. 

Because of the dispute which 
surfaced last month within the 
CHSB, Massachusetts may 
lose nearly $600,000 in federal 
funds for the computer project. 

Another $2.2 million in 
federal funds spent already in 
implementing the computer 
contract with the Burroughs 
Corp. would be lost forever, 
board sources confirmed Tues¬ 
day. 

Probation and the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety 
originally opposed the project 
but were won over when they 
were assured their agencies 
would not surrender necessary 
power. 

However, a wrench was 
thrown into the planning works 
for the Criminal Justice Infor¬ 
mation System Sept. 18 when 
Probation Commissioner C. 
Eliot Sands balked at having 
his agenc join CJIS, saying it 
would violate the state con¬ 
stitution separation of powers 
clause. 

The Probation Department is 
under the jurisdiction of the 


judiciary. The CHSB is under 
the jurisdiction of the 
executive branch but the state 
law establishing the board 
mandates court and probation 
participation. 

"It has clearly become a 
power and turf issue,” said a 
CHSB source. "Arguments 
that probation is concerned 
about separation of powers are 
just a smoke screen." 

"Information is power," said 
another source involved in the 
dispute. "But the principal 
mission of probation is not in 
information; it's in aftercare of 
people who have been ad¬ 
judicated." 

"It looks right now like it’s 
not going to go and frankly, if 
it's going to be another year of 
game-playing with the Proba¬ 
tion Department, I think we 
ought to get out now and cut 
our losses. That would be 
better than sinking another 
$600,000 into a program that’s 
never going anywhere," said a 
third source. 

All of the sources have been 
involved in development of the 
CJIS program from its begin¬ 
ning. None wished to be 
identified. 

The dispute between the 
board and Probation must be 
settled before Oct. 31, Uie date 
the slate’s Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration 
grant comes up for renewal. 

George Campbell, regional 
head of IJ-IAA, the Justice 


Department arm that filters 
federal crime-fighting funds 
into the state, has informed the 
board all federal Computer 
Data Systems grants would be 
forfeited unless the dispute is 
resolved 

"There Ls some feeling that 
the feds really mean it this 
lime," a board source said. 

However, Campbell said he 
"was more encouraged about a 
potential resolution than I was 
a month ago. If we see some 
things happening that could 
lead to resolution, that 10-31 
deadline could be extended." 


Recently promulgated 
regulations governing LEAA 
grants to state computerized 
criminal information systems 
require that courts participate 
in the program, as well as 
correction departments, parole 
boards, and law enforcement 
agencies. 

"You really can't have 
someone's privacy rights pro¬ 
tected if all you have in the

duta,” Campbell said. "It’s 
imperative that you know 
whether the person was con¬ 
victed, sentenced, paroled or 
pul on probation."

'The Tempest’ inaugurates 
new Shakespeare company

An evening of enjoyable entertainment 
is in store for Shakespeare buffs as the 
Boston Shakespeare Company presents 
“The Tempest." 

"The Tempest," although far from 
lacking dramatic or human interest, has 
something in its spirit of the nature of a 
clear and solemn vision. 

It expresses Shakespeare’s highest and 
serenes! view of life. Prospero, the great 
enchanter, is altogether the opposite of the 
vulgar magician. With command over the 
elemental powers, which study has 
brought him, he possesses moral grandeur 
and a command over himself, in spite of 
occasional fits of involuntary abstraction 
and of intellectual impatience; he looks 
down on life and sees through it, yet will 
not refuse to take part in it. 

In Shakespeare's earlier play of 
supernatural agencies, “A Midsummer 
Night's Dream," the human mortals were 
made the sport of the frolic-loving elves; 
here, the supernatural powers attend on 
and obey their ruler, man. 

It has been suggested that Prospero, the 
great enchanter, is Shakespeare himself, 
and that when he breaks his staff, drowns 
his book, and dismisses his airy spirits, 
going back to the duties of his dukedom, 
Shakespeare was thinking of resigning of 
his powers of imaginative enchantment 
("The Tempest" was his final play), his 
parting from the theater, where his at¬ 
tendant spirits had played their parts, and 
his return to Stratford. 

The persons in this play, while 
remaining real and living, are conceived 
in the highest wisdom and moral at¬ 
tainment: Gonzalo, and honest old 
Counsellor, is humorous common sense 


incarnated; all that is meanest and most 
despicable appears in the wretched 
conspirators; Prospero's daughter, 
Miranda, whose name seems to suggest 
wonder, is almost an elemental being, 
framed in the purest and simplest type of 
womanoood, yet made substantial by 
contrast with Ariel, Prospero's attendant 
spirit, who is an unbodied joy, too much a 
creature of light and air to know human 
affection or sorrow; Caliban (the name 
perhaps formed from “cannibal"?) stands 
at the other extreme, with all the elements 
in him (appetites, intellect, and even 
imagination) out of which man emerges 
into early civilization but with a moral 
nature that is still gross and malignant. 

Prospero presides over all like a 
providence, in what he embodies the spirit 
of reconcilation, of forgiveness, and 
harmonizing the contentions of man. 

The Boston Shakespeare Company’s 
production of “The Tempest" is ar¬ 
tistically excellent. Beginning with James 
Kitendaugh as Prospero, the right Duke of 
Milan, the company has a fine actor who is 
extremely impressive to the minutest 
detail. 

Paul O’Brien as Alonzo, the King of 
Naples, has tremendous stage presence 
and an acute air of authority. Kevin Bradt 
is quite amusing as the unpretentious old 
Counsellor, Gonzalo. Anita Barzman, a 
fine actress, spritely brings life to the 
production with innocent exuberance as 
Ariel, an airy spirit. 

Caliban, a savage slave, is admirably 
played by Robert Desiderio who presents 
the character in a simple manner, that of 
the evolving social animal; susceptible to 
human emotions while trying to improve 
his present state. Camilla Brooks, as 
Miranda, and Steven B. Aveson, as Fer¬ 
dinand (son to the King of Naples), are 


pleasantly suited as the young and 
beautiful lovers. 

Chuck Weiss as Stephano, the butler, 
offers perhaps the brightest and funniest 
moments of the show in his drunken en¬ 
trance in the first act, but from there his 
performance is uneven and at times 
during the second act he is unintelligible. 
Lynn Torgove is cute as Trinculo, a page, 
but isn’t convincing in her childishness. 
Peter Strong as Sebastian, brother to the 
King of Naples, and Neil Armstrong as 
Antonio, the usurping Duke of Milan 
(Prospero’s brother), are un¬ 
distinguished. 

One will be impressed with the set, 
designed by Michael Anania. The lighting 
of George Holley also enhanced the 
production, though there is occasionally 
an unintentional shadow on the face of a 
player on certain spots on the stage. Mary 
Harkins' costumes are fine. Bill Cain is to 
be commended for establishing and 
organizing the company, as well as for 
being a first-rate director. 

The Boston Shakespeare Company is 
Boston's newest professional repertory 
theatre. In establishing a new classical 
repertory troupe in the area, the BSC has 
brought together actors, designers, 
musicians and-technicians from across the 
country. Beginning this month, the 
Company will strive to present colorful 
and contemporary productions of the 
world's greatest plays to the full range of 
Boston's theater-going public. 

"The Tempest” will be performed every 
Thursday, Friday, and Saturday evening 
at 8 p.m. at the Boston Shakespeare 
Company Theatre, located at the corner of 
Berkeley and Marlborough Streets in the 
Back Bay.

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Norumbega 
land sold 


The long controversy over what should 
be built on the old Norumbega Park land 
in Suburndale, instead of drawing to a 
close, may be starting anew. 

The 3.5-acre parcel of old Norembega 
land on the south side of Commonwealth 
Avenue, plus the 2-acre parcel known as 
the Little league land on the north side, 
are in process of being sold to Michael 
Iodice, an apartment developer, by the 
Perini Corp. 

Perini has been trying for the past year 
to come up with plans acceptable to the 
neighborhood and the city for develop¬ 
ment of the two residentiary zoned pieces 
of land, but has been unsuccessful. 

Aid. David Jackson scolded the Board 
of Aldermen, to whom the announcement

was made Monday night, for not acting on 
the Perini proposal. 

"This board ought to learn,” he said, 
"that when a reasonable proposal comes 
we ought to take advantage of it.” 

Jackson went on to say that the 
withdrawal "marks the demise of the 
possibility of acquisition of the north 
side," but Aid. Richard McGrath and 
I-and Use Committee Chairman Joseph 
McDonnell disagreed. 

McGrath said, “It only means the end 
of the office building," and McDonnell 
acknowledged that "there are those that 
think eminent domain will cost more 
money than with the Perini negotiation.” 

The latest proposal, which would have 
required rezoning, was a 60,000-sq. ft. 
Perini office building on the south-side 
parcel. 

Perini would have sold the 13-acre main 
portion of Norumbega to the city for 
$700,000 in exchange for the rezoning and 
permissive use. 

Iodice is not interested in the large 
parcel, according to Charles H. STone, 
treasurer of Iodice's firm, Chatham 
Development Co. Tuesday. 

Conal Doyle, assistant to the president 
of Perini Land & Development Corp., 
confirmed the negotiations between 
Iodice and Perini and added that Perini 
and the city are still dickering on a price 
for the 13-acre piece, which the city hopes 
to turn into parkland. 

Doyle would make no comment on 
Mayor Mann's statement some time ago 
that the city might be able to purchase

Newton Jr. College 
teachers win suit

The School Committee failed to follow 
the law when it decided not to rehire 
seven junior college teachers, a Superior 
Court judge ruled last Thursday, and said 
the termination is "null and of no con¬ 
sequence and effect." 

City Solicitor Howard Levine, who 
defended the School Committee's action 
of not rehiring the teachers last April 15, 
said he will meet with Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink and Assistant 
Superintendent for Personnel Hope 
Danielson to decide if he will appeal parts 
of the'judgment and to discuss how the 
teachers will be paid. 

The seven tenured teachers made a 
combined salary of $103,711 last year at 
the college, but Judge John T. Ronan’s 
six-page decision did not specify how the 
teachers should be paid. 

Judge Ronan, sitting in Superior Court 
last Thursday, ruled that the School 


Committee does have the right to dose 
Newton Junior College and eliminate the 
poitions the teachers had, but shoudl have 
first offered the teachers any positions in 
secondary schools they were qualified for 
that were not held by other tenured 
teachers. 

The judge ruled, "The School Com¬ 
mittee failed to comply with the 
provisions of Chapter 71, Section 42.” 

This law, which the judge summarized 
as the “fair dismissal law,” states that 
tenured teachers must be given 30 days 
notice before the School Committee votes 
to fire them and these tenured teachers 
must be offered positions they are 
qualified to teach in secondary schools. 

To make space for tenured teachers, 
the law says nontenured teachers must be 
dismissed. 

Jeffrey Freedman, lawyer for the 
teachers, said the teachers were not 
given 30 days notice before the School

Injunction sought 
over BC parking lot 


In unusually strong action, the Con¬ 
servation Commission has requested the 
law department to seek an injunction 
against Boston College to stop them from 
continuing work, illegally begun, on the 
construction of a parking lot. The lot is on 
the college's Centre Street site. This is the 
first time that the Conservation Com¬ 
mission has asked the law department for 
an injunction. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine said 
Tuesday that the request was "under 
advisement” since the law department 
has received a letter from Boston College 
indicating willingness to comply with city 
regulations. Levine said the site is being 
inspected daily to prevent further in¬ 
fractions from occurring. 

The construction was discovered when 
Donald Quinn, of the Newton Engineering 
Department passed the area and noted 
construction equipment. Upon in¬ 
vestigation he found the college had in¬ 
stalled a parking lot. 

However, Boston College, hard-pressed 
for parking, had neglected to obtain 
aldermanic approval, engineering 
department approval or Conservation 
Commission approval. The Conservation 
Commission issued a request for a “cease 
and desist” order. It is this order that it 
the college has indicated will comply 
with. 

So far, the college has not produced any 
plans of what was accomplished and what 
remains to be done. According to a letter 
. to the mayor by Nunzio Piselli, acting 
public works director, there were 
numerous items "contrury to good 
engineering practices." The portion of 
the parking lot finished is presently in 
use. 

Ihe college will have to submit plans to 
the enguieering department and plan to 
go over preliminary site plans Friday, 


Oct. 10. Also it must come before the 
Conservation Commission for a wetlands 
hearing. 

The wetlands hearing is necessary 
because the lot is next to Edmands Brook. 
The commission is seeking a feasible way 
to impose conditions on the construction 
of the parking lot to avoid improper 
drainage or8 grading which could cause 
water to wash down and fill the brook 
with mud. 

If this happens, 

according to Commissioner Debby 
Howard could the brook overflow and 
vegetation could be destroyed by ensuing 
silt buildup. Also, since there is no 
drainage scheme now or storm drains, 
water could wash down the slope into 
Edmands Park. Another problem con¬ 
nected to a silt buildup is that if it occurs 
around trees, it could destroy them. 

For Boston College, another unsettled 
question is the right of access from Colby 
Street to Rochester Road 

A group of residents claim that an 
aldermanic order preventing access on 
these streets will deprive residents of 
their right to use Colby Street. The group 
is headed up by Harold Cherner, 
representative for the residents of 
Rochester Road. 

Cherner backs up his argument by 
pointing to an agreement between the 
owners of Colby Estate and Towle Estate 
made in 1925. In his letter to the Board of 
Aldermen, Cherner states this agreement 
"provides that Colby Street, a private 
way, is to be used in accordance with the 
terms of the agreement for the benefit of 
the owners and any parties deriving 
ownership under them of any portion to of 
their said lands." This is being in¬ 
vestigated by the law department and 
I-evine will present his findings to the 
board within a week.

Police contract 
signed Monday 


The contract with the Police Depart¬ 
ment was finally signed Monday af¬ 
ternoon by Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
after police picketed City Hall the second 
time in as many weeks. 

One snag in the contract was agreed 
upon early last week by Police Union 
President John Quinn, concerning 
overtime, and the mayor was expected to 
sign it last Wednesday afternoon. 

Monday the two sides agreed that the 
police will receive $9.20 per hour for 
working "paid detail" for city business, 
including directing traffic at sports 
events and when public works crews are 
on the street. 

Police regularly receive $6.71 per hour, 
and earn the $9.20 rate when working paid 
detail for a private construction firm or 
whenever hired to assist at stores or 
parties 

Last week the mayor agreed that police 
would receive overtime of time-and-one- 
half when they work more than 8** hours 
a day or 40 hours a week on their regular 
shift. 

The mayor said after the contract was 
signed, "It was unfortunate that this 
matter got out of hand as it did." 

The paid detail allowance will be 


retroactive to April 1, and the city ap¬ 
parently has enough money in budget 
reserve to account for it. 

City asks court help 
to get revaluation data 

The city has asked the assistance of the 
court to get the revaluation report from 
Colc-Layer-Trumble, the city's reap¬ 
praisal firm. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine went to 
court last week to ask Judge Henry 
Chmielinski for aid in prying the results 
of two years’ work out of the company, 
which is withholding its report because 
Mayor Theodore Mann is withholding the 
final $88,000 payment. 

Mann and Levine claim that the work 
done by the firm does not meet contract 
requirements for a variety of reasons. 

Chmielinski did not act on Levine’s 
motion and took the matter "under ad¬ 
visement." That phrase means that he 
will give a ruling later. 

Irvine is to report by letter to 
Chmielinski by Oct. 15 as to what 
progress the City has made toward 
solving the legal impasse between the 
city and the revaluation firm. 


Japanese teacher 
assesses schooling

While observing that education takes 
place in an "undisciplined" atmosphere, 
Osami Terai, a visiting English teacher 
from Japan, found Newton students 
"happier" than their Japanese coun¬ 
terparts. He was also surprised to find 
high school students had so much more 
homework., more than he expected or 
had heard. Osami made these ob¬ 
servations after spending some time in 
Newton recently as the house guest of Dr. 
Bertram Krassin and his wife, Marilyn. 

Osami teaches in Shiga, a district near 
Kyoto, and decided to come to America 
"to gain experience in the language and 
see how others are thinking." The young 
teacher, who is married and has two 
small daughters, came alone and paid for 
his own trip. Osami has been teaching for 
eight years and earns $400 a month. 

Arrangements for his trip were made 
through the Council of International 
Educational Exchange. In the Boston 
area, homes for the educators to stay in 
were solicited through the Campfire Girls 
which is how Osami came to the 
Krassins. Marilyn, a highly active 
community member, is or. the Campfire 
Girls board, children, a dog, rehearsals 
for the 

Despite three Newton Country Flayers 
and a host of activities which would take 
up more room than allotted to this story, 
Marilyn welcomed Osami. 

She was joined ui giving the Japanese 
teacher a cordial reception by Edward 
Lerner, coordinator of social studies. 


whom Osami visited at the Division of 
Instruction. lerner showed him the 
various educational materials used in the 
school system. Also, Ernest Van- 
Seasholes, Newton South High School 
principal, invited Osami to dinner at his 
home one evening. 

Osami found it difficult to compare the 
two systems of education since in Japan 
there are only nine years of compulsory 
schoolinq. Students wishing to attend 
senior high school must take an 
examination which Osami said was 
difficult. He said children here are 
"fortunate” not to have to take such an 
exam. 

Finding junior high school students 
"relaxed”, Osami noted that "bad 
manners” prevailed not only at the junior 
high level but on up to college students. 
He was astonished to find children run¬ 
ning around desks in one elementary 
school. 

The informal manner of dress for 
students and teachers also surprised him 
In Japan he said students wear uniforms 
which their parents pay for and teachers 
must wear suits to school. 

However, while the students attitude 
towards clothing is casual, their attitude 
towards work is not. Osanu was surprised 
to find high school students had tliree to 
four hours or of homework. He observed 
that it was easy, in a classroom, to spot 
those students who did not do me work for 
they could not participate in the class 
discussioa

Teachers ratify contract 


by nearly 2-1 margin

Mayor Theodore Mann reportedly fired 
his chief administrative officer, James 
Salter, last Friday, after Salter failed to 
return on time from vacation. 

Negotiations were continuing on 
Wednesday, however, for Salter's staying 
on the job. 

On Tuesday Salter said he had had no 
formal notification of discharge and was 
waiting for the mayor to decide whether 
his job would be terminated. 

Asked whether he had not verbally 
fired Salter last week, Mann replied, 
"You said that, I didn't.” Reminded that 
the report of Salter's firing was carried in 
a local daily newspaper, the mayor said, 
"I don't give a damn what the paper 
said.” 

Reports of the firing and the 
background to Salter’s discharge were 
widely circulated among political ob¬ 
servers and municipal employees by 
Monday night, 

Mann said Wednesday, "Jim Salter is 
one of the finest young men I have ever 
known. 1 would feel very badly if he did 
not come back." 

Salter cleaned out his desk on Monday 
and has not worked at City Hall since 
then. 

The mayor said he had expected him 
back at work Wednesday, but that Salter 
had some personal things “to work out" 
he had told the mayor about. 


The Newton Teachers Association 
ratified its new contract by a 487-280 vote 
Tuesday afternoon which gives teachers 
a 7.5 percent 8 pay increase by the end of 
this school year 

The School Committee approved the 
contract by a 6-2-1 vote last Wednesday 
night, with 8members Alvin Mandell and 
Henry Delicata voting against, and 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann abstaining. 

The contract, decided on Sept. 24, gives 
teachers a 5 percent raise retroactive to 
Sept. 1, an additional 2 5 percent in 
February, 1976, and a cost-of-living in¬ 
crease not exceeding 7 percent in Sep¬ 
tember, 1976. 

Three teachers and three School 
Committee members will be meeting to 


settle wording for a reduction in force 
section that will outline how the School 
Committee will cut back on the number of 
teachers. School Committee 

negotiating member Dorothy Reichard 
said the Committee has already agreed to 
begin the section stating no high-paid 
teachers will be fired in order to hire 
teachers lower on the pay scale. 

The 1000 teachers represented by NTA 
reportedly consider that phrase a 
significant beginning to the final wording 
that must be agreed upon by March 1, 
1976. 

Assistant Superintendent for Personnel 
Hope Danielson said she hopes the 
teachers will get their retroactive pay on 
Oct. 30.

The mayor reportedly asked Salter to 
return under conditions that he would 
spend his full energies on his job at City 
Hall and that he would agree to remain 
with the Mann administration until the 
end of Mann's term as mayor, which runs 
out at the end of 1977. 

Seeds of the conflict between the mayor 
and Salter have been germinating for 
some time, according to sources close to 
both men.

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Fiscal autonomy of schools 
challenged by 'Mass. Ten'

Another effort Ls being made to limit 
absolute fiscal autonomy of school 
committees. 

The Massachusetts Ten, Inc., which 
evolved from an organization active 
before the 1973 election, called The Ten 
Men of Massachusetts, ls circulating two 
petitions, one to amend the laws at the 
1976 election and one to amend the state 
constitution in 1978. 

The proposed new law would require 
every school budget to be divided into five 
personnelscrvices categories and into 
five to ten other categories. Each could 
be changed by a twothirds vote of a city 
council or a town meeting. 

Teacher s’ contracts would no longer 
be binding when signed but only when the 
funds are appropriated. 

Massachusetts is one of only four of the 
United States which has full school 


committee autonomy, achieved largely 
through court interpretation in this 
century. 

Forty-six states give schools special 
appropriating power but with various 
types of public controls, not complete 
power in a more school committee. 

John W. Agnew of Orleans, Is president 
of The Massachusetts Ten, Inc. Its name 
refers to the line In the operetta ‘New 
Moon’: "Give me some men who are 
stouthearted men and I’ll soon give you 
10,000 more!" He said the name was 
chosen to emphasize the grassroots 
nature of the organization. 

The group believes that school com¬ 
mittees are elected to operate good school 
systems but that some degree of control 
has to be placed In municipalities to 
prevent large, well financed school 
unions and dedicated school com¬ 
mitteemen from obtaining more money 


for schools than municipalities can af¬ 
ford. Teacher strikes and municipal 
bankruptcies point up the need for 
change. He said that teachers would be 
less likely to challenge the taxpayers 
than a fiveman school committee. 

The Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court has ruled that im!portant state 
programs have to be carried out by cities 
and towns whether or not the funds are 
appropriated. School operations such as 
kindergartens and Chapter 766 special 
education would not be eliminated even 
by a two-thirds vote. 

Agnew added that the proposed change 
will require a school committee to ex¬ 
plain and sell its plans and programs. 
Education takes over 50 percent of the 
budgets of many towns.

School headquarters money 
delayed; Freeport extended 


Absentee ballots 
may be applied for 


The School Committee’s request for 
money to convert the old F. A. Day Junior 
High School into the new School 
Department headquarters was sent back 
to the Finance Committee Monday night, 
with a recommendation that Buildings 
Commissioner Gene Larson go out to bid 
on the conversion before the Board of 
Aldermen appropriates any money. 

The item has been under consideration 
for about four years. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
claims that moving the School Depart¬ 
ment out of the three locations it now 
occupies woould save the city $90,000 per 
year, aldermanic Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small said. 

Small said the superintendent, not 
Small or the Board of Aldermen, is at 
fault for not saving the money. 

The School Department could have 
moved into Day four years ago and then 
had the building renovated, Small said. 

The Finance Committee moved the 
request for appropriation out to the full 
Board of Aldermen last week during 
Small's absence from the city. 

Small refused to attend the recess 
meeting of the Board Monday night at 
which other matters w ere discussed. It 
appeared to many observers that Small 


was miffed with the action of his com¬ 
mittee during his absence. 

Aid. David Cohen commented that he 
wOuld vote for recommittal "with the 
clear understanding to move ahead so 
that the city can save $90,000 a year." 

In other business, the Board voted 21-2 
to grant an extension cf permissive use to 
Freeport .House, an altemativeresidence 
for high-school-age youth at 361 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave., and to allow no more 
than three residents from Wellesley and 
Weston. 

The house previously has been given 
permission by the Board to house up to 12 
ycung people; it has never been fully 
occupied. 

In a move to reevaluate the position of 
the mayor and the Board of Aldermen on 
denying all out-of-state travel to 
municipal employees, the Board voted to 
allow City Solicitor Howard Levine and 
Planning Director Charles Thomas $450 
and $125, respectively, for travel and 
lodging at professional meetings . 

Mayor Theodore Mann at budget 
hearings had said that he wanted no out- 
of-state travel allowances for City Hall 
personnel.

High court sets aside 
murder conviction 


The murder conviction of 
George W. Mahnke, who was 
found guilty of killing Rhonda 
Bomstein of Newton Centre, 
has been set aside by the 
Supreme Judicial Court. 

Malinke, 22, was convicted of 
second-degree murder in June, 
1973, for the slaying of Miss 
Bomstein in September, 1970. 

She was the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Manuel Bomstein of 
34 Steams St. 

The high court, voting 4-3, 
reduced the conviction to 
manslaughter, which carries a 


maximum 29-year sentence. 

Mahnke is currently serving 
a life sentance for the second- 
degree murder conviction. 

The Supreme Judicial Court 
ruled that there was no evid¬ 
ence Mahnke intended to kill 
Miss Bomstein, whom he 
struck during an arguement 
with her on Sept. 15, 1970. She 
fell and hit her head on a 
concrete curb. 

Mahnke then dug a shallow 
grave near the Boston and 
Albany Railroad tracks and 
buried her body.

Phase 1 of reorganization 
gets through Board 


The first phase of the 
mayor’s reorganization of the 
city's operating departments 
was approved by the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night. 

The first phase of the 
reorganization plan does little 
more than establish the 
position of commissioner of 
public works and gives him the 
duties of the present street 
commissioner. 

The position of director of 
public works, which was in 
reality an advisory job, has 
now been abolished. 

Other phases of the 
reorganization include the 
establishment of five divisions 
within the Department of 
Public Works — parks and 
ground maintenance, highway 
and sanitation maintenance, 
water and sewage main- 
t8enance, equipment and 
vehicle maintenance, and 
engineering. 

Eventually the plan would 
have the Builid8ng Department 
incorporated into the Depart¬ 


ment of Public Works, with the 
inspection functions of the 
former incorporated into the 
recently approved new 
Department of Planning and 
Community Development. 

The new department has 
been approved by the Board of 
Aldermen but not yet put into 
effect. i 

The mayor's request for a 
$3000 appropriation to search 
for a commissioner of public 
works was not voted on. 

Sources at City Hall feel that 
sentiment in the Board of 
Aldermen is strong toward 
moving the present building

In a confusing set of cir¬ 
cumstances, the Conservation 
Commission, encountered an 
embarassing moment at their 
Oct. 1 meeting. 

Some of the commissioners 
have expressed concern about 
motorcycles going through the 
Webster Conservation area. 
This activity has been borne 
out by Association Com¬ 
missioner, Grace Taglienti, 
who lives on Madoc Street. 

To stop motorcycles from 
going on conservation 
property, the commissioners 
voted to erect two fences, one 
on Madoc Street and one on 
Warren Street. 

There seemed to be no ob¬ 
jection to the gate, which who 
would be a wooden barricade 
with a pedestrian passage, 
being installed on Madoc 
Street. 

However, at the Oct. 1 
meeting, residents from 
Warren Street appeared to 
protest the gates. The residents 
had been notified because, 
according to Commission 
Secretary Helen Heyn, the 
gates could not be installed 
until residents signed a right of 
passage permit. Mrs. Heyn 
explained that the law 
department felt this was 
necessary. 

Not only did the residents 


indicate displeasure with the 
gate’ they indicated it was 
unnecessary because there 
was no motorcycle activity 
going through their street to 
the conservation area. 

The gates would cost ap¬ 
proximately $1300 each. The 
issue is not closed yet since 
some feel they would like to see 
where the residents of Warren 
Street live in relation to the 
Vale and determine whether or 
not they are in a position to 
know what is really going on in 
the Vale. 

The fact that some activity 
goes on in the area is noted by 
observers who have seen 
motorcycle tracks in the Vale, 
by a barricade put up by some 
residents including one at the 
entrance at Warren Street. In 
addition some would like to see 
better signs erected to notify 
the public that this is con¬ 
servation property. 

In other action, the com¬ 
missioners also signed 
preliminary applications for 
financial assistance to aid the 
city in purchasing 13.27 acres 
of what was formerly 
Norumbega Park and 1.05 
acres next to Allison 
playground, Nonantum. The 
smaller site is owned by the 
Society Antina de San Marco. 
Construction costs to improve 
that site have been estimated 
at $60,000.

How budget cuts affect Office for Children 


The free press 


"Newspapers shouldn’t be allowed to 
print things like that." We’re sure you 
have heard statements similar to that in 
recent years. Perhaps you have said it 
yourself. 

What things? Maybe an editorial that 
supports a philosophy that differs from 
yours. Perhaps a news story that makes 
you uncomfortable. Or a statement that 
you feel is misleading or even untrue. 

The fact is. however, that newspapers 
must be allowed to print anything they 
wish to, subject to libel and slander laws. 
This is what the First Amendment to the 
Constitution is all about. 

The First Amendment guarantees that 
the United States shall have a free press It 
does not guarantee a fair press, or a 
responsible press only a free press For 
nearly two hundred years the First Amend¬ 
ment has protected big newspapers and 
small newspapers ... good newspapers and 
bad ones . . . responsible journalists and 
irresponsible hacks 

During this period of time, the 
American press has had . and does have 
.. an overwhelming majority of competent 
and responsible members To be sure, the 
dissidents, and rabble rousers. the kooks, 
have been around and have had the oppor¬ 
tunity to be heard. But the voices of reason, 
of responsibility and good judgement have 
prevailed . . . and will continue to prevail 
so long as the press is free. 

They have prevailed because the 
citizens have been informed, because vital 
issues have had full public examination and 
discussion. Perhaps Benjamin Franklin 
expressed it best with these words: 

“ ‘Tis my belief . . . that when men 
t differ in opinion, both sides ought equally 
to have the advantage of being heard in 
public. When the truth and error have fair 
play—truth is always an overmatch." 

During this Bicentennial year, it will 
be well for all of us to remember that the 
. free discussion of public business is the 
prerequisite of liberty. We must keep in 
mind that any limitation placed on the 
fc right of free expression of any person or 
, group ... no matter how repugnant their 
cause may be ... is an infringement on the 
rights of all of us. 

Freedom of speech and of the press 
have made us a free people. May we. as a 
* nation, have the wisdom to recognize and 
! perpetuate that truth

The budget, as passed by the House, 
although it has some restorations, still does 
not restore the money for the Office for 
Children, the Department of Mental Health, 
and the Department of Public Welfare, to 
even last year’s level. 

The situation continues to be criUcal for 
most of the human services agencies serving 
Newton, Wellesley and Weston. 

Freeport will probably have to close; Multi- 
Service Center will lose anywhere from 
i lO'OOO to $20,000 and have to cut services by 
at least one-third, 


As a result, there will be no long-term 
residential program and no foster care 
placement service for adolescents in the area. 

Multi's emergency housing program will 
have to be curtailed just when it has invested 
thousands of dollars in larger facilities in 
order to expand. 

Beginnings will have to reduce its hours by 
one-third, giving 40 teenagers no services 
three nights a week.

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The day care centers in Newton and 
Wellesley may lose scholarship money for 
more than 50 children with profound affect 
upen their total programs currently serving. 
180 children. 

Six after-school programs give ap¬ 
proximately 44 scholarships funded by the 
Office for Children and the Department of 
Welfare. 

The scholarships in the day care and after 
school programs enable mothers to return 
work or return to school. 

Each program may lose 10 to 20 percent of 
its income, therefore lowering the q uality of 
the programs for all children involved. 

The $20,000 individual kid money, which 
would have provided emergency services to 
400 children and their families, is wiped out. 

The Newton Guidance Clinic has lost $33,000 
worth of staff positions, or three persons, 
because of the freeze on hiring The ever- 
increasing caseload means that time 
available to each patient will decrease. 

The Community Clinical Nursery School 
was phased out because of cuts in the 
Department of Mental Health budget. This 


sum, $10,000 per year, had to be absorbed this 
fall by the Newton Public Schools. 

The Charles River Workshop serves 22 
retarded Newton citizens. They are in danger 
of losing about $50,000 from Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation and the Department of Mental 
Health. A total of 25 percent of its enrollment 
is from Newton and the city will lose at least 
$ 10,000 worth of services. 

Loss of Medicaid eligibility means that 
more low income people will be unable to pay 
hospital bills, forcing hospitals to raise their 
rates for regular patients. 

Nursing homes, because of the loss of state 
money, are unable to take additional patients, 
forcing these elderly people to stay in 
hospitals at a far greater cost to the state. 

Below is a summary of the losses in the 
children's services portion of the human 
services budget that Newton, Wellesley and 
Weston and their citizens will sustain even 
with a partial restoration of funds for human 
services. Office for Children: Program 
money (adolescent services, day care, family 
counseling, infant tracking I, $60,000; 
Individual Kid Money. $20,000 Dept, of Public 
Welfare: Residential and Foster Care, 
$50,000; Day Care and After-School Care, 
$30,000. Dept, of Mental Health: Division of 
Drug Rehabilitation. $10,000; Community 
Clinical Nursery, $10,000; Court Clinic Social 


Worker, $12,000; Flexible Children's Money, 
$2,500; Newton Guidance Ginic, $33,000; 
Charles River Workshop. $10,000. 

The total is $237,500. 

The ever increasing need for these services 
does not go away. In many cases the costs for 
these services will be shifted to the local 
community and school department and will 
be reflected in increased property taxes. In 
other cases, the lack of preventive service 
leads to imprisonment or institutionalization 
at a far greater cost to the taxpayer. The 
state, because of the budget cuts, could lose 
millions of dollars in federal reim¬ 
bursements. 

Besides bringing about an untold amount of 
human suffering, the budget cuts do not, in 
the long run, save the state or the taxpayer 
money. 

The budget is now being considered by the 
Senate, which will hopefully restore some of 
the cuts made by the House 

Differences between the House and Senate 
budgets are then ironed out by a conference 
committee before final enactment by both 
branches of the legislature. 

Continued contact with your local 
legislators must be maintained. 



Will Hirohito step down when he returns home?

TOKYO (UPI) — Emperor Hirohito’s first 
state visit to America fulfills a promise he 
made 54 years ago. But the question facing 
Japan is whether the 74-year-old ruler will 
give up the Chrysanthemum throne when he 
returns. 

Some Japanese have said that Hirohito 
should abdicate in favor of his son, Crown 
Prince Akihito, because of his age. 

Others, including a prominent leader from 
the country’s rightwing, a traditional pillar of 
support for the monarchy, has said Hirohito 
should have abdicated long ago and assumed 
responsibility for leading Japan into World 
War II. 

Hirohito will departed Tuesday on his 
historic two-week journey to America, a long- 
desired trip frustrated by war and the 
nuances of Japanese imperial protocol. 

A 26-year-old Crown Prince Hirohito first 
promised to visit the United States during a 
1921 European tour. 

A U.S. naval commander in Gibraltar told 
him that thenPresident Warren G. Harding 
considered it "very regrettable that you 
(Hirohito) could not come to America on your 
way home from Europe.” 

"Unfortunately, I cannot stop off in 
America at this time because of lack of time," 
the prince, replied. 

"However, since the United States is very 
close to Japan, I would like to find an op¬ 
portunity after my return home and visit the 
United States." 

Hirohito’s father, the Emperor Taisho, died 
in 1926. Hirohito succeeded to the throne, but, 
since there was no precedent for a reigning 
emperor to leave Japan, he had to postpone 
the U.S. visit. 

In the next 15 years, Japan conquered 
Manchuria and launched a long war against 
China, evaporating convivial relations bet¬ 
ween Tokyo and Washington. Then came the 
surprise attack on Pearl Harbor and World 
War D. 

After war’s end, Hirohito stayed at home 
while his country rebuilt an industrial empire 
from the ruins of American air raids. Once 
regarded as a "living god" by his coun¬ 
trymen, Hirohito’s status was reduced to that 
of a symbol of state. 

The possibility of an American trip cropped 
up again in 1971 during a "sentimental 
journey" to Europe by Hirohito and his wife, 

Empress Nagako. 

The trip was made possible when a change 
in Japan’s imperial law allowed Crown 
Prince Akihito to perform the duties of 
meeting foreign dignitaries and approving 
government papers while the emperor was 
out of the country. 

Former President Richard Nixon met the 
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imperial couple at Anchorage, Alaska, during 
a stopover and invited them to America. 

But Hirohito could not accept Nixon’s offer 
because opposition parties had attacked 
former Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka’s 
government for its alleged attempts to use the 
emperor for political purposes. 

The emperor, as a symbol of state, cannot 
get involved in politics. His approval on 
government documents is regarded as 
merely ceremonial. 

There appears to be little objection to his 
1975 trip. Most Japanese seem to feel that 
Hirohito should go to America to return 
President Ford’s 1974 visit to Japan. 

The major issue at home is whether 
Hirohito should remain on the throne. 

Despite his own claims to the contrary, 
Hirohito appears weak. He walks slowly 


whenever he makes a public appearance. His 
hand shakes when he raises his glass to toast 
a guest at a state dinner. 

"I have had enough rest this summer in 
Nasu (the imperial villa north of Tokyo," 
Hirohito said earlier this year. 

“I walked as much as I could to keep in 
good health. I am confident I can carry out all 
my schedule (in America)." 

Those who call for his abdication do so 
either because of his age or because they hold 
him responsible for Japan’s 30-year-old 
defeat at the hands of the Allies. 

Kisaku Otsuka, a resident of Saitama 
prefecture, said in a letter to the editor of a 
local newspaper that "the emperor has had 
his life in a state of unprecedented 
upheaval...(and now) he should become free 
•and enjoy the rest of his life with the em¬ 


press." 

Rightist leader Yoshio Kodama and others 
say Hirohito should have abdicated the throne 
long ago and assumed responsibility for the 
war. 

Takeshi Yasuda, a critic, said that the 
upcoming trip "should not be a simple 
journey (to America)." Hirohito, he said, 
"should be aware deeply of (his) respon¬ 
sibility for the war and should immediately 
abdicate upon completion of the trip and give 
the throne to the crown prince." 

Imperial law makes no provision for 
Hirohito's “retirement." And he has not in¬ 
dicated his willingness or unwillingness to 
step down. 

But Japanese political parties have not 
openly broached the subject, apparently 
believing that it would be better for everyone 
to leave it untouched.

WASHINGTON - Once again, in a tale 
reminiscent of Watergate, we are being 
asked to indulge in the kind of gullibility 
the Queen spoke about to Alice in Won¬ 
derland when she bragged that with 
enough practice she was able sometimes 
to. believe "as many as six impossible 
things before breakfast." 

With Richard Nixon, it was an 18^ 
minute gap in one of his tapes; with Patty 
Hearst, it is a 19‘v month erasure in her 
life. 

Miss Hearst, jve are being told by her 
parents and her lawyers, is not respon¬ 
sible for anything she did because she 
was simply out of her gourd But like Mr 
Nixon, the arguments being offered by 
Miss Hearst and hei defenders are, as 
Abraham Lincoln once said of the 
sophistry of an opponent, "as thin as the 
boiled shadow of a homeopathic pigeon." 

In her sworn affidavit, Miss Hearst 


says she was "in a perpetual state of 
terror" which resulted in her mind 
"clouding" and "everything" appearing 
"distorted" and •terrible." She feared 
she was losing her sanity with "weird 
concepts and images’ r appearing before 
her, making her "unable to distinguish 
between what was real and what was 
imaginary." 

Mrs Hearst maintains her daughter 
was "rescued," not captured, since, she 
reminds us, Patty was kidnaped and 
“never went off on anything of her own 
free will." Mr Hearst agrees with Mrs. 
Hearst that their darling daughter was 
duped. 

Patty's lawyer, Terry Hallinan, works 
on >ur tear ducts In a classic appeal to 
pity, argument um ad misericordiam- 
found in most lugu books ui the chapter 
on informal fallacies-he says of Miss 
Hearst, after watching her complete 
three hours of psychological tests: 

"When she described the ink blots - oh. 


my God, everything was tragedy Every 
interpretation was sad. She was so blue, I 
was crying." 

But if all this is true, if Miss Hearst did 
all the things she allegedly did because, 
as she says in her affidavit, she "ex¬ 
pected to be murdered at any minute by 
her captors," then why did she do some of 
the things she did after such a threat was 
no longer credible? 

Why, four days after her capture, did 
Miss Hearst list her occupation as "urban 
guerilla" and then later change this to 
"not employed"? Why, after her capture, 
the clenched-fist salutes and the 
greetings to all the "sisters and brothers 
out there" if, as her mother says, she’s 
less "spaced out" now and beginning to 
‘come around"? 

Federal District Judge Oliver Carter 
says of the Hearst case: "Legally it boils 
down to a question of whether you believe 
her and how much you believe her."

for their purchase. If this study 
is to evaluate alternatives why 
hasn't the box trap been in¬ 
cluded? 

This is just a ploy to put back 
on land, more traps than were 
used prior to Sen. James 
Kelly’s law went into effect on 
July 1. The curelty of the trap 
has been documented many 
times by veterinarians all over 
the world, many films show the 
agony suffered by the animals 
caught within the traps, and 
the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court in 1931 found the leghold 
trap to cause continued suf¬ 
fering and it's use constituting 
cruel treatment. 

At this point I want to tell 
everyone in Newton that Rep. 
Richard J. McGrath was the 
only Representative on the 
Natural Resources Committee 
who voted against the use of 
the traps in this study. He has 
constantly voted all year to 
uphold this particular law, and 
I want to express my ap¬ 
preciation for his support.

The response was over¬ 
whelming, and Newton 
residents were pleased with the 
courses offered and Newton 
senior citizens delighted that 
these courses were also offered 
to them free of charge. 

Because of the tremendous 
response, both parking lots 
were filled to capacity and 
drivers in cars circled around 
the area looking for parking 
spaces. 

Many drivers, out of 
desperation, finally parked 
their cars on Lowell Avenue, 
even though there were signs 
that read "No parking, 4 to 10 
p.m." 

There were no regular 
' classes or activities at the high 
school those evenings. A few 
people who live on Lowell 
Avenue complained to the 


police that cars were parked 
illegally in front of their 
homes. The people who parked 
their cars so that they could go 
into the school to register were 
quiet, orderly, avoided walking 
on lawns and did not block 
driveways. 

But when they returned to 
their cars, they found $5 
parking tickets attached. 

Almost 100 cars were tagged 
that evening within a four or 
five block area.

To the Editor: 

The article on forced busing 
by J.J. Smith in your issue of 
Oct. 2 suffers from a burden of 
vehemence. 

It ls not possible to be truly 
persuasive on this issue if one 
abandons an attitude of 
analytical detachment to speak 
in terms of "something 
perilously close to race war" 
and to inveigh against busing 
as something evil conjured up 
by the U.S. Supreme Court and 
certain federal judges. 

It is time for all parties to 
confront the reality that the 
problem is not with the buses 
and neither, in most cases, is it 
an issue related to the sanctity 
of “neighborhood schools." 
The real problem is integration 
itself, as it has evolved since 
Warren's 1954 landmark 
decision in Brown vs. Topeka. 

What Warren said very 
simply was that blacks must be 
allowed to attend white 
schools, so that you could not 
write into law provisions for 
separate systems. Fancy 
language will not change that 
basic fact. Acting in good fath, 
Warren threw in some 
sociological verbiage, current 
at that time, to back up his 
lawmaking. Little did he know 
how flimsy was the foundation 
on which he was erecting a 
humanitarian superstructure 
with great good will, but also 
with a profound lack of social 


insight. 

When white people at¬ 
tempted to evade the con¬ 
sequences of the Warren ruling 
over many years, the Burger 
court came up with a new 
wrinkle. 

Yes, it was the Burger court, 
acting unanimously that came 
up with the 1971 guidelines that 
included busing and which 
were cited in Judge Garrity's 
1974 decision. 

It must have struck Burger 
and his conservative 
associates that it was a con¬ 
stitutional imperative tha they 
should adopt this busing 
concept. 

The trouble we have had 
since was a consequence of 
forcing people to resolve im¬ 
portant problems in terms of 
abstractions that allow no 
graduations or middle ground 
between extremes. 

The yellow school bus has 
become aprime symbol of such 
an ideological box. It was in 
widespread use long before 
Warren left California to take 
up a new job in Washington. 

It is difficult to keep ex¬ 
coriating the bus without 
eventually being made to feel 
ridiculous and put on the 
defensive with endless ex¬ 
planations that clarify nothing. 
This alleged hatred of buses 
cannot be maintained as a 
credible posture. 

"Integration" is another 


word or ceoncept that puts 
people into a box. For example, 
if integration means that your 
white child attends a class with 
15 percent blacks, that is just 
great and causes you to bask in 
that warm glow of racial 
brotherhood for which nice 
people get awards. 

Suppose, however, that same 
child is sent to a 60 percent 
black class. That is a different 
experience entirely. 

After all, blacks have as 
much racial pride as anybody; 
and lately many of them have 
been identifying with a 
grouping of nations known as 
the Third World, which seems 
to exclude most whites. 

In such surroundings, most 
while children are not liekly to 
get the kind of education that 
their parents would consider 
essential to their best interests. 

This is the real problem, and 
this is what Judge Garrity and 
his well-meaning associates 
will never be able to overcome. 
There must be some con¬ 
stitutional basis to support a 
petition to protect a white child 
against being thrust into an 
environment that he finds alien 
and segregates him from his 
fellows. 

Ethnic pride is the reverse 
face of racial bigotry; the first 
is praiseworthy, and the latter 
is to be condemned. 

A school system cannot 
survive that ignores such a 


variety by playing games with 
buses and computers. That is 
not what education is about. 

There arc those who have 
said, "Let's integrate the 
children first, then we’ll take 
care of their education." 

Never has there been greater 
nonsense uttered on the face of 
this earth. God only can fathom 
what education means to such 
people and where they devised 
such a program.

To the Editor: 

Some of your readers have 
misunderstood the vote of the 
School Committee on Sept. 8 on 
the matter of Chapter 71, 
Section 48, "An Act making 
textbooks used in the schools 
available to pupils in private 
schools.” 

Far from taking this action 
without legal advice, the 
School Committee consulted 
the city solicitor, who advised 
them in May, 1974, that 
although it was, of course, the 
School Committee’s decision, a 
strong case could be made 
against the constitutionality of 
the statute. In August' 1975, 
Mr. Levine reiterate that his 
opinion remained unchanged. 

At the time the School 
Committee action was taken, it 
was clearly stated that it was 
on the basis of Article 46, 
Section 2 of the General Laws 
of Massachusetts which 
provides: "no grant, ap¬ 
propriation or use of public 


money or property or lean of 
public credit shall be made or 
authorized by the com¬ 
monwealth or any political 
division thereof for the purpose 
of founding, maintaining or 
aiding any school or institution 
of learning, whether under 
public control or otherwise , 
wherein any denominational 
doctrine is inculcated, or any 
other school, or any. college, 
infirmary, hospital, institution, 
or educational, charitable or 
religious undertaking which is 
not publicly owned and under 
the exclusive control, order 
and superintendence of public 
officers or public agents 
authorized by the com- 
monweath or federal authority 
or both...” 

It was pointed out during the 
School Committee's discussion 
of Chapter 71, Section 48 that 
the attorney general's opinion 
was advisory only and was not 
a court decision. There have 
also been some references to 


reimbursement for any ex¬ 
penditures which would be 
necessary. Chapter 71, Section 
48 makes no provision for any 
such reimbursement. The 
textbooks to be loaned would 
have to be included in the 
school budget and purchased 
with public monies, a sum, 
which, on the basis on of 2217 
private school students could 
conceivably amount to sizeable 
proportions.

Newton South "unique" and was in¬ 
trigued that the students were "free to do 
anything between classes,..go to the 
library or visit in the community." Osami 
was impreased by the system and felt it 
was "good" for "young students". 
However, he felt it would be impossible to 
implement such a system in Japan 
becaase of "traditional thinking." 

Smoking is a serlouB offense in Japan 
and students found smoking can be 
suspended for seven to ten days. Osami 
said that drugs are not a problem in his 
district. The city where he works has a 
population of 50,000, 

Most of the students come to Osami's 
school by train or bicycle... and he found 
it astonishing that so many Newton high 


school students drive to school. He said he 
would have expected as many cars in a 
university or college, not a high school. 

Osami's school is a vocational school 
and there are 850 boys and one girl. 
Women's lib? He said the movement is 
"gaining gradually" in Japan but "the 
position of women is still lower" and he 
admits that he himself maintains 
"control" over his wife...even though she 
also works as a teacher. 

The size of classes was still another 
surprise for Osami. He said that classes 
in his district have 40-45 students in one 
classroom. Here he saw 10-15 students in 
one classroom allowing for a "great 
amount of discussion and enthusiastic 
exchange of opinions." 

While the salaries of Japanese teachers 


are significantly lower, their hours are 
longer. Osami said that teachers must be 
in school 8:20 a.m. and classes begin at 9 
a.m. Classes end at 3:30 p.m., but the 
teacher’s day ends at 5:20 p.m. Also, 
Osami coaches athletic teams until 8 p.m. 
and is not paid extra for this. 

Japanese teachers are not happy with 
this kind of situation and there are three 
different teacher's unions in existence in 
Japan. The largest one has a membership 
of 500,000 teachers, They are not per¬ 
mitted to go on strike, yet every year 
Osami said there is an "illegal" strike. 
The length of time for a strike has been 
extended from 29 minutes before or after 
school to one full day this year. The 
teachers hoped to cut their working hours 
and have succeeded in eliminating eight 
hours from a work month.

Committee vote, they were not given a 
hearing, and the School Committee did 
not acknowledge that the teachers had a 
right to teach in the rest of the school 
system. 

Freedman said the decision by Judge 
Itonan "helps to resolve a serious 
problem in Newton.”

the land for $275,000, except to say that 
the figure is "probably not accurate." 

Neither Doyle nor Stone would reveal 
the price of the two parcels being bought 
by Iodice. 

Iodice is interested in building only 
apartments on both pieces of land, Stone 
said. He is the developer of a 54-unit 
apartment complex that adjoins the south 
side parcel. 

The Residence D zoning allows garden 
apartments to be built with permission of 
the Board of Aldermen and two-family 
houses by right. 


On the south-side parcel Iodice could, 
with permission, build up to 78 apart¬ 
ments, and on the stalled Little league 
land he could build up to 54 units. 

Stone emphasized that Iodice will be 
working closely with the neighborhood to 
develop an acceptable plan. 

Any apartment complex will have to go 
before the Board of Aldermen for per¬ 
missive use and sit-plan approval.

This action 
is necessary to be considered for reim¬ 
bursement and puts into motion the 
acquisition process. 

If Perini will not sell to the city, the city 
may take the land by eminent domain.

only brought matters to a head, friends 
say. 

The mayor depends heavily on Salter 
during times of crisis, such as the recent 
dispute with the police over the contract, 
and apparently felt let down by Salter 
being absent. 

' It also has been no secret that Salter 
somtimes feels restive under the 
financial constraint of his position. 
Before coming to work for the mayor he 
had owned an electronics marketing and 
service organization, which he disposed 
of when entering municipal employment. 

Salter reportedly told Mayor Mann that 
he would like to leave sometime during 
1977 to reestablish himseli in business 


and would be investigating possibilities 
before then. 

One highly placed source attributes 
Salter's difficulties to a "power play" at 
City Hall. He believes that Salter has 
been losing influence and favor with the 
mayor commensurate with the increase 
in staff and power of the Planning 
Department and its director, Charles 
Thomas.

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Now is best time to clean the 
garden; save work in the spring 


A record 95,550 New Englanders 
have trained under G.l. Bill 


Everyone thinks of spring 
cleaning, but fall Is an ex¬ 
cellent time to clean up your 
garden and property, ac¬ 
cording to the Mass. Hor¬ 
ticultural Society. 

The gardening experts claim 
that a fall clean-up will not only 
keep the garden neat, but it will 
also make your outdoor work a 
lot easier in the Spring. 

Here are some tips from the 
society to prepare your 
backyard for the long, cold 
New England winter: 

—Try to remove all late 
season weeds from the gar¬ 
dens. If they are allowed to go 
to seed, your crop of weeds will 
be multiplied next season. 

—Give a lawn a final 
mowing. To curb insects, 
disease and prevent matting, 
do not let it go into the winter 
long. 

—Do not permit leaves to 


accumulate in any amount on 
the lawn. If they become wet 
and freeze, they will smother 
your lawn. 

—Plant your spring- 
blooming bulbs now—anytime 
up until the ground freezes. 

—All evergreens should be 
thoroughly watered in the late 
fall right down to their roots, if 
nature doesn't do it. 

—Any tender shrubs or 
newly planted trees should be 
staked or have wind screens 
for winter protection. Broad¬ 
leaved evergreens are 
especially vulnerbale. 

A fall cleaning is much more 
than just making the garden 
look attractive—it is a 
necessary part of garden 
maintenance. 

If anyone has any specific 
questions, they can call the 
Horticultural Society in Boston 
at 617-536-9280. The society has 


a free garden information 
service to answer any in¬ 
dividual questions. 

In addition, the society also 
publishes a "Gardener's 
Almanac," which gives month- 
by-month hints for home 
gardeners. It is available by 
sending $3.95 to ALMANAC, 
Mass. Horticultural Society, 
300 Mass. Avenue, Boston, Ma. 
02115. 

The Horticultural Society 
also has the largest gardening 
library in the country at their 
offices in Horticultural Hall, 
directly across from Sym¬ 
phony Hall, on Mass.

FOOD GRANT 

HYDE PARK, N.Y. (UPI) - 
A $10,000 federal grant to The 
Culinary Institute of America 
here will enable the chefs' 
training school to establish a 
laboratory for studying proper 
hygienic maintenance of work 
areas where food is prepared. 

The grant from the U.S. 
Department of Health, Educa¬ 
tion and Welfare also will be 
used to develop additional 
sanitary methods of handling 
food. 

The grant will be matched 
with Institute funds. 


A record 95,550 New 
Englanders trained under the 
GI Bill during fiscal year 1975 
and projections indicate the 
number will exceed 106,000 
persons in this fiscal year, the 
Veterans Administration 
reported today at Boston. The 
FY 1975 figures represented a 
11 percent increase over FY 
1971. 

The current GI Bill entered 
its 10th year June 1. Par¬ 
ticipation rates have exceeded 
those under either of its two 
predecessors. Some 159,700 of 
the 277,500 eligible Victnam- 
era veterans have used GI BID 
benefits, about 60 per cent 

The participation rate was 
13.1 per cent under 13 years of 
the Korean Conflict bill and 


50.5 per cent under 12 years of 
the original World War II bill. 

The FY 1975 total included 
nearly 10,000 New England 
men and women still on active 
military duty. Of the 
remaining 85,500 veterans 
from the six-state area, almost 
70,000 saw service during the 
Vietnam era. Two out of three 
persons trained in 1975 were at 
the college level. 

Preliminary reports 
received by VA of fall 
enrollment across the nation 
indicate the FY 1975 record will 
be short-lived. "Our best 
forecast at this time is for 
3,077,000 trainees in fiscal year 
1976," a VA spokesman said 

The FY 1975 national figures 
included 890.000 persons en¬ 


tering training for the first 
time. This is almost 100,000 
more than entered training In 
FY 1974. Of the new trainees, 67 
per cent entered at college 
level, exclusive of 
correspondence courses. 

VA officials attribute the 
current surge in participation 
to increased educational 
assistance allowances enacted 
under the Vietnam Era 
Readjustment Act of 1974. 

Single veterans attending 
school full time receive $270 
monthly. A veteran with one 
dependent draws $321 monthly, 
$366 with two dependents and 
an additional $22 monthly for 
each dependent over two. 

A special outreach effort has 
been started by the VA to urge 


more than 3,300 eligible women 
veterans around New England 
who have not used their GI Bill 
benefits. Deadline for com¬ 
pletion of training is May 31„ 
1976, or 10 years from the 
veteran's date of discharge, 
whichever Is later. 

Among those 2,800 women 
veterans who were married 
Oct. 24, 1972, may be eligible 
for about $30 for each month 
they were in training while 
married. 

The special payment 
equalizes benefits with those 
received by married male 
veterans who trained under the 
GI Bill during this period. 
Women veterans may file 
claims for the money at any V A 
regional office before July 1.

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No-fault divorce awaiting approval 


The Massachusetts senate 
has given final approval to 
legislation providing for '8no 
fault' Divorce In 

Massachusetts. 

The bill, which establishes an 
irretrievable breakdown' of 
the marriage as grounds for 
divorce is based on legislation 
filed this year by Sen. Jack H. 
Backman and other 

legislators. 

Under the new legislation, an 
action for divorce on the 
ground of irretrievable 
breakdown may be com¬ 
menced with the filing of the 
complaint, a notarized 
statement signed by both 
parties, stating that they agree 
to a divorce on such ground, 
and a notarized dissolution 
agreement executed by the 
parties. 

After a hearing on a 
dissolution agreement which 
has been presented to the 
court, the court approves the 


terms of the agreement within 
30 days if it finds that there are 
proper provisions for custody, 
support and maintenance, 
alimony and for the disposition 
of marital property. 

In the event the court does 
not approve such an 
agreement, it is null and void 
and the action is dismissed 
without prejudice. 

Following approval by the 
court, but prior to the entry of 
judgment, the agreement may 
be modified at any time by 
agreement of the parties and 
with the approval of the court 
or by the court upon the 
petition of one of the parties, 
after a showing of a substantial 
change of circumstances. 

Ten months from the time 
that the court has given its 
initial approval to a dissolution 
agreement of the parties which 
makes the proper provisions 
for custody, support and 


maintenance, alimony and 
disposition of marital property, 
as well as any modifications 
which may have been made, 
the court may give final 
agreement. 

When Bgiven final approval 
in the House and signed by the 
Governor, the law would go 
into effect Jan. 1, 1976. 

Backman also fought to more 
comprehensive inrthe filing of 
a complaint reto provisions in 
the law which wouldlow on the 
grounds of ‘irretrievable 
breakdown' of the marriage 
unaccompanied by an 
agreement between the par¬ 
ties. Under that provision, 18 
months after such a complaint 
is filed, the court would have 
the power to make a final 
judgment. 

Sen. Backman stated, "Even 
with the deletion of this section, 


this bill is a first step toward a 
reasonable divorce law in 
Massachusetts. It removes the 
stigma that one of the parties 
must be at fault in a divorce. It 
will allow for amicable 
dissolutions, with settlements 
as to support payments for the 
family that have been agreed 
to by both parties, as well as 
the court. I am hopeful that the 
new law will make the divorce 
procedure a less traumatic 
experience."

Mofenson criticizes cuts in 
home services for elderly 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), ad¬ 
dressing the Legislative 
Council for Older Americans in 
Gardner Auditorium at the 
State House last week, 
criticized cuts in the Home 
Care Corporation program as 
"false economy." 

"The Home Care program is 
at the heart of the Department 
of Elder Affairs," said 
Mofenson, House chairman of 
the Committee on Human 
Services. "It emerged in 
response to the growing need 
for community-based sup¬ 
portive services to elders as a 
viable alternative to in¬ 
stitutionalization. While the 
Home Care Corporation itself 
provides no direct services 
except information and 
referral, the agency sub¬ 
contracts with existing com¬ 
munity service providers for 
service delivery and further 
acts as a focal point within the 
community for elder con¬ 
cerns." 

At present, 17 of the 
projected 27 Home Care 
Corporations are fully funded 
and operating in 120 com¬ 
munities throughout the state. 
Each Home Care Corporation 
is centered around 
homemaker, chore, and 
transportation services. The 
'proposed cuts mean that the 
programs cannot be expanded 
and the* number of elderly 
served by home care cannot be 
increased. 

Homemaker services Include 
personal and food shopping, 


personal errands, light 
housekeeping, meal 
preparation as necessary, and 
related activities. 

Chore services help in home 
mainte8nance by providing 
such assistance as heavy 
household cleaning, minor 
repair services, snow removal, 
and relocation preparation. 

Transportation services 
provide mobility and in¬ 
dependence through tran¬ 
sportation to central meal 
facilities, medical ap¬ 
pointments, community ser¬ 
vice agencies, and other 
locations. 

In addition to the three core 
services, Home Care Cor¬ 
porations provide other ser¬ 
vices that vary from location to 
location. Among these are 
housing, preventive health 
maintenance and 
rehabilitation, nutrition, legal 
and advocacy assistance, and 
emergency crisis care. 

"The proposed budget cuts 
seriously undermine this 
program," Mofenson said. It is 
important to note that while it 
is claimed that the state will be 
saving $3 million by cutting the 
Home Care budget, in reality, 
75 percent of this item is 
federally reimbursable under 
Title XX of the Older 
Americans Act. The actual 
saving to the state is, in fact, 
only $750,000. And, if this act 
goes through, $2,250,000 of 
federal monies will be lost by 
this budget cut." 

Mofenson also noted the 
problem for the elderly in the

Department of Public Welfare 
elderly social services budget. 

"With cuts in both the 
Department of Public Welfare 
and Elder Affairs, Elder 
Affairs will be unable to pick 
up the slack that it has done in 
the past," Mofenson said. 

"Because of the proposed 
budget cuts," he continued, 
"there will be no funds 
available to cover the ad¬ 
ministration’s costs of tran¬ 
sferring certain elderly 
agencies from the Department 
of Public Welfare to the 
Department of Elder Affairs. 
Thus, ultimately costs to the 
state, will rise because of dual 
administration expenditures.” 

"This penny-wise, pound- 
foolish, false economizing must 
be stopped,” Mofenson said. 
“For too long, the elderly have 
been treated as second-class 
citizens and they should not 
bear the brunt of the state's 
economic crisis."

Mrs. H. V. W„ Canton, writes: I have two recipes I would 
like to offer: one is for a rather unusual cheese-noodle 
casserole and the other is for a relish made with red cab¬ 
bage. I hope you like them. (Thank you!) 


RED CABBAGE RELISH 

3 lbs. red cabbage, shredded 

4 cup salt 

1 cup cider vinegar 
1 cup water 

4 cup mixed pickling spices 


Shred the cabbage very thin, or chop finely. Put into a 
glass or pottery bowl (metal may discolor the cabbage) and 
mix well with the salt. Let stand for 12 hours, or overnight. 
In a saucepan combine vinegar, water and spices. Bring to 
a boil, then cool. Drain the cabbage fairly free of brine and 
pack into scalded glass Jars, alternating with some of the 
spices and vinegar. The relish may be used after an hour. It 
keeps well in the refrigerator without sealing. Makes 2 
quarts (you can easily cut the recipe in half if you want to 
make just 1 quart.)

Across the kitchen counter 


1 cup cottage cheese 
1 cup wheat germ, divided 

1 cup sour cream 

4 cup chopped onion 

2 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 
4 cup milk 

8 oz. medium noodles, cooked 
4 cup shredded sharp American cheese 


Combine cottage cheese, 4 cup of the wheat germ, sour 
cream, onion, seasonings and milk. Arrange alternate 
layers of noodles and the cottage cheese mixture in a 
greased 14 quart baking dish. Sprinkle remaining wheat 
germ over top and sprinkle with shreaded cheese. Bake in 
350 degree oven 45 minutes. 


Splashy gourmet cooking, for most 
people, is a sometime thing-but family 
cooking is every day. And starting off the 
day with hot buttered muffins can turn a 
dull breakfast into a happy, hearty send- 
off for Dad and the kids. 

Perfect muffins, tender and slightly 
pebbled within, rounded on top, are among 
the easiest hot breads to prepare...they 
can be mixed in minutes, and in fact, one 
of the secrets of success is a minimum of 
mixing. Be careful to mix just enough to 
incorporate and moisten ingredients, do 
not overmix or the muffins will be riddled 
with tunnels, on the tough side and peaked. 
Don’t despair that the batter is lumpy, it’s- 
supposed to be. 

Nearly anything can be added to muffin 
batter, such as: Fruits, nuts, herbs, 
cheese, chopped meats, spices. Combine 
these "add-ons" with the dry ingredients 
before mixing with the liquid to prevent 
them sinking to the bottom. 

We offer these new muffin recipes for all 
the readers who have written asking for 
them: 


SUNDAY BARBECUE MUFFINS 
2 cups enriched flour 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon seasoned pepper 
1 egg, beaten 
4 cup milk 
4 cup barbecue sauce 

1 teaspoon prepared mustard 
4 cup sliced scallions 

2 tablespoons oil 

Stir together dry ingredients. Combine 
remaining ingredients, blending well. Add 
liquid all at once to flour mixture, stirring 
only until flour is moistened. Fill greased 
muffin cups two-thirds full. Bake in 
preheated 425 degree oven 20-25 minutes, 
or until golden brown. Spoon flour into 
dry measuring cup; level. Do not scoop. 
Note: If self-rising flour is used, omit 
baking powder and salt. Yield: 12 muffins. 

"INSTANT" LEMON MUFFINS 
2 cups flour 

1 tablespoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 pkg. (34 oz.) Instant lemon pudding 



Serve up these hot. spicy Sunday barbecue muffins 
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2 tablespoons sugar ' 

4 cup oil 

1 and one-third cups milk 
Confectioners' sugar, optional 
Stir together flour, baking powder, salt, 
instant lemon pudding and sugar. Combine 
oil and milk. Add liquid all at once to flour 
mixture, stirring only until flour is 
moistened. Fill greased muffin cups two- 
thirds full. Bake in 425 degree oven 20-25 
minutes, or until done. Remove from pans. 
Sprinkle with confectioners' sugar, if 
desired. (Spoon flour into measuring cup, 
level, do not scoop. If self-rising flour is 
used, omit baking powder and salt.) Yield: 
12 


CRUNCHY BRUNCH MUFFINS 
2 cups all purpose flour 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
4 teaspoon salt 

1 can (104 oz.) condensed cream of 
chicken soup 
1 egg, beaten 

4 cup salad oil or melted shortening 
crumbled 

1 can (34 oz.) French fried onions, 
crumbled 

4 cup crushed potato chips 
4 cup grated cheddar cheese 
In mixing bowl combine flour, sugar, 
baking powder and salt. In another bowl 
combine soup, egg and oil; add all at once 
to dry ingredients. Stir quickly just until 
all ingredients are moistend; stir in 
onions. Fill greased muffin cups two-thirds 
full. Combine potato chips and cheese; 
sprinkle over muffins. Bake in preheated 
400 degree oven for 18-20 minutes until 
golden. Makes 12 

APRICOT MUFFINS 

2 cups sifted flour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon ginger 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon nutmeg 
1 egg, beaten 

4 eup sugar 
1 cup milk 
4 cup oil 

4 cup snipped dried apricots 

Sift together flour, baking powder, salt, 
ginger, cinnamon and nutmeg. Combine 
egg, sugar, milk and oil and mix 
thoroughly. Add the liquid mixture to dry 
ingredients and stir only until dry 
ingredients are moistened thoroughly. Stir 
in apricots, mixing lightly. Spoon into 
greased or paper lined muffin cups. Bake 
at 425 degrees 20;25 minutes. Yield: 12 


ORANGE MUFFINS 
2 cups sifted all purpose flour 
4 teaspoons baking powder 
4 teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons sugar 
1 egg slightly beaten 
1 cup milk 

4 cup melted shortening 
12 fresh orange sections 
1 tablespoon sugar 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees. Sift 
together flour, baking powder, salt and the 
2 tablespoons sugar.

Fry bacon slowly until crisps. Drain on absorbent paper.

RAISIN CASSEROLE BREAD 
44 to 44 cups flour 

4 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
1 cup milk 

4 cup water 

4 cup (4 stick) margarine 
1 

1 cup raisins 

In large bowl mix 14 cups flour, sugar, salt and yeast. 
Combine milk, water and margarine in a saucepan. Heat 
over low heat until liquids are warm. Margaine does not 
need to melt. Gradually add to dry ingredients and beat 2 
minutes at medium speed of electric mixer, scraping bowl 
occasionally. Add egg and 1 cup flour or enough flour to 
make a thick batter. Beat at high speed 2 minutes, scraping 
bowl occasionally. Stir in enough additional flour to make a 
stiff batter. Cover; let rise in a warm place, free from draft, 
until doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. Stir batter down. Beat in 
raisins. Turn into 2 greased 1-quart casseroles. Bake in 350 
degree oven about 40-45 minutes or until done. Remove 
from casseroles and cool on wire racks. Yield: 2 loaves.

Thanks to Mrs. O'Leary's 
cow, the nation is observing 
Fire Prevention Week (Oct. 5- 
11 ) in an attempt to reduce the 
terrible toll in lives and 
property taken each year by 
fire. 

The week is chosen, says the 
American Insurance 
Association, because, ac¬ 
cording to legend, it was on 
Oct. 8, 1871, that Mrs. 
O'Leary's cow kicked over a 
lantern and started the Great 
Chicago Fire—taking 250 lives 
and destroying property 
valued at J175 million. In one of 
the great coincidences of 
history, it was on the very 
same day that 1,152 persons 
lost their lives in a fire in and 
around Peshtigo, Wise. 

In 1974 alone, fires in the 
United States killed ap¬ 
proximately 11,700 persons and 
caused well over $3 billion in 
damage. The most tragic fire 
of 1974, in terms of loss of life, 
occurred when 24 persons lost 
their lives in a discotheque fire 
In Port Chester, N. Y. 

Every day in 1974, on the 
average, 7,400 fires occurred in 
the U.S. Every 39 seconds, on 
the average, fire broke out in a 
home. Every 45 minutes, fire 
claimed a life. 

It is against this background 


of tragic and unnecessary loss 
that fire officials, state and 
municipal authorities, fire 
prevention engineers and 
safety organizations prepare 
for the observance of Fire 
Prevention Week. 

Unfortunately, major fires 
are not a thing of the past. 
During 1974, according to the 
American Insurance 
Association, there were 18 fires 
which caused damage to in¬ 
surable property of $5 million 
or more each. 

Nevertheless, it is in the 
home where most fires occur— 
62 per cent of the overall total 


last year—and thus it is in the 
home where fire prevention 
should begin. 

The single most important 
element In fire prevention, 
suggests the Association, is 
common sence. For instance, It 
docs not take a fire prevention 
engineer to realize that such 
things as faulty electrical 
wiring and smoking in bed are 
the leading causes of fires. 

In 1973, (the latest year for 
which figures are available), 
the leading cause of fire was 
electricity, which caused 
170,700, or 18.2 per cent, of the 
more than one million building 


fires In the United States. 
Other leading causes included 
heating and cooking. 165,800, or 
17.7 per cent, and smoking and 
matches, 115,200, or 12.3 per 
cent. 

The growing number of in¬ 
cendiary or suspicious fires 
has caused increasing concern 
among law enforcement of¬ 
ficials, fire departments and 
insurers. In 1966, such (ires 
caused 37,400, or 4.24 per cent 
of the total building fires. In 
1973, this number jumped to 
94,300, or 10.1 per cent. 

The Association offers a 
number of steps that can be 


taken to help save lives and 
protect property not only 
during Fire Prevention week 
but throughout the year: 

—Develop and rehearse a 
family escape plan to be used 
in case of fire in your home. A 
difference of only a few 
seconds in the time it takes to 
leave a burning building can be 
the difference between life and 
death. 

—Never leave children alone 
at home without responsible 
supervision. 

—Clear debris from every 
nook and cranny of your home 
or business establishment. 


-Avoid the use of flammable 
liquids. Use them only when 
absolutely necessary and then 
only under carefully controlled 
conditions. 

—Always discard kerosene M 
and gas-soaked rags 
Immediately after a do-it- 
yourself job at home. 

—Check stoves, heaters, 
furnaces and electrical ap¬ 
pliances for unsafe conditions 
such as faulty wiring and 
accumulation of soot. 

—Keep matches well out of 
the reach of children. 

—Never—never—smoke in 
bed.

No excuses for South showing

It is not fair nor right to write off a team after three 
Raines. Schoolboy football has a fairly long season and a 
team can rebound even if does lose two out of its first three 
names by lopsided scores. Newton South has played its two 
last names like a team of marshmallows, very soft and 
beinn run over by both of its opponents. Althounh this 
week’s foe, Cambridge latin, ia a division two team who 
was undefeated,that that still is no reason for South's very 
lackadaisical showing. 

They played a sloppy game coughing up four fumbles and 
having three passes intercepted by the alert Cambridge 
I^tin team.

Seven 
turnovers in one game is a disgrace. ” he South rushing 
attack, the previous two weeks a relatively strong point for 
South was horrendous, making only forty-six yards in 
thirty-one carries for an average of less than two yards a 
carry! 

The defensive line, supposedly the strong point after the 
first game of the season, gave up two-hundred and three 
yards! They were controlled by the Cambridge 1-atln line 
throughout the whole game. And the final part of the 
collapse during the first part of South's season ia the 
passing attack. The first game it was a strong weapon of 
surprise, making key completions and bringing South a 
most important weapon, the element of surprise. But 
during the last two games the South passing attack has been 
non-existent. It has had very little success, turning over as 
many interceptions as completions and the only surprise it 
has given to the other team is Joy when they see it. 

Matt Sabctti, Greg McKinney and John Amicangloli, 
three potentially fine runners, have really had their 
problems in their past two games. In the last game both 
Sabetti and Amicangoli failed to gain even thirty yards. 
Although they may be lacking in blocking, there really is no 
excuse for that kind of production (or lack of it). 

It would seem that with the talented runners South has 
you could expect a rushing game of at least one hundred 
yards per game. It would seem all they need is a little 
diversification in their running attack. Perhaps since they 
have three strong runners and a good running quarterback 
they should try a wishbone attack. They need something to 
gain yardage and since they do not have a pro passing at¬ 
tack, it would seem they should try an attack that is so 
successful for so many college teams around the country. 

Innovation Needed 

Many teams say that they will not use a wishbone attack 
because it causes too many turnovers. But after South’s 
game on Saturday, with seven turnovers, how many more 
can a wishbone cause? The obvious thing Is that South 
needs something new for their offense and they also are not 
getting it from their passing attack. That attack which 
looked so promising after their first game, now looks on the 
verge of dying.

The other problem with the South passing game Is the 
receivers. They seem to have the speed but simply do not 
have the hands to catch balls that are not easy.

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Underwood School wing 
will never be built 
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School lunch menus

The addition to the Under¬ 
wood School in Newton Comer’ 
at least as planned for the past 
two years, is dead. 

Both Buildings Com¬ 
missioner Gene I^arson and 
Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink agree that the four- 
classroom addition will never 
be built. 

The addition and renovation, 
which have been under con¬ 
sideration for several years, 
was to have cost $1.35 million 
and been completed by July, 
1976. 

But failure to obtain ap¬ 
proval by the state Department 
of Education’s School 
Buildings Assistance Bureau 
has effectively denied the 
Underwood enlargement. 

Fink explained that with 
declining enrollment, "the 
picture has changed.” 

"I don't see the need for the 
kind of addition that was 
planned. There will be a need 
for some changes. For 
example, they don’t have the 
conferences spaces they need, 
and other things," Fink said. 

In order to obtain any 
reimbursement from the 


SBAB, the School Committee 
will have to submit a "long- 
range plan" for the hwhole 
school system for qrades 
kindergarten through 12, ac¬ 
cording to John Gorman, 
school plant specialist for the 
SBAB. 

Gorman is in charge of SBAB 
funding of projects in Newton. 

Gorman said that the SBAB 
"is reluctant" to encourage 
any Underwood project, 
whether renovation or ad¬ 
dition, until the long-range plan 
is in. 

The plan, Gorman said, 
should include the effects of 
population changes, redrawing 
of school-district lines, 
program goals’ and the 
potential effects of parochial 
schools’ closing. 

The need for facilities are 
directly related to these fac¬ 
tors, Gorman said. 

Also to-be included are the 
priorities on these factors’ as 
expressed by the School 
Committee. 

There seems to be a lack of 
communication between the 
SBAB and the School Com¬ 
mittee, however. 

Fink said, “Everything the 
SBAB asked for it got, but it 


always wanted more — we 
could never resolve that." 

Gorman said he had com¬ 
municated the need for the 
long-range plan to both the 
School Department and the 
School Committee "many 
times." 

If the problem were the cost, 
Gorman said, the SBAB can 
fund 50 percent of the cost of 
the survey, with certain con¬ 
ditions. Newton has rejected 
this offer, he said. 

The nine-school study of 
long-range mainenancc and 
improvements needed for old 
schools is a good start, Gorman 
said. 

Fink said a plan for 
redistricting will be ready 
March 1. 

So far, about $20,000 has been 
spent on plans for the addition 
and renovation of Underwood, 
according to Buildings Com¬ 
missioner Gene Larson, who 
said that there will a turnbac k 
to the city of about $70,000 
appropriated for design of the 
addition. 

I .arson said last week that he 
has written to the School 
Committee for an official 
position on the Underwood 
School.

No matter what the cir¬ 
cumstances, don’t let a burning 
person run or even remain 
standing. Get him into a lying- 
down position immediately, so 
flames and toxic smoke don’t 
reach his face or lungs.

cidents—accidents that all too 
often could have been avoided. 

"That is the real tragedy,” 
points out Thomas F. O’Con¬ 
nell, executive vice president 
of the Massachusetts Safety 
Council. “The fact is that more 
than 90 per cent of all accidents 
did not have to happen and 
were the direct result of driver 
error. 

“We would like to see a 
Columbus Day weekend free of 
highway fatalities and injuries 
but we know that is very 
unlikely. As a matter of fact, 
we expect between 10 and 13 
persons will die in motor 
vehicle accidents on our state 
liighways during the three-day 
period." 

According to O’Connell, the 
key to safe driving and truly 
enjoying the holiday weekend 
is simple common-sence. 

"Be sure your car is in good 
operating condition, obey the 
traffic laws, use your seat 
belts, don’t mix drinking and 
driving and, if you are planning 
a long trip, get sufficient rest 
beforehand." 

Last year 14 persons died in 
this state in motor vehicle 
accidents during the Columbus 
Day weekend.

Erring motorists get 
break in Vancouver 


BY DAVID FARRER 

VANCOUVER (UPI) - Fac¬ 
ing a traffic charge in Van¬ 
couver these days is just like 
going to the dentist — only 
perhaps less painful. 

It is done by appointment, at 
whatever time the erring 
motorist feels is most con¬ 
venient. 

Gone are ritual 10 a.m. ap¬ 
pearances in traffic court and 
the jostling with crowds of 
other offenders. Gone arc the 
hours of waiting while other 
cases are called. Gone, too, are 
the prosecutors and lawyers — 
and even the formally appoint¬ 
ed judge. 

There is even a new name for 
the accused. He’s the “dis¬ 
putant." 

It is all part of a program to 
streamline justice in the 
province, unclog the courts, cut 
costs and free judges to hear 
more important cases. 

When a motorist Is booked 
for a traffic violation not in¬ 
volving injuries or property 
damage, he chooses the day 
and the time — any time during 
regular working hours — to 
appear before a "traffic 
hearing officer." It is the same 
for pedestrians nabbed for 
jaywalking, a muchfrowned- 
upon offense in Vancouver. 

If the time chosen is not 
convenient for police wit¬ 
nesses, a compromise is 
worked out. 

In the courtroom — now 
known as a traffic hearing 
room — the disputant finds a 
benevolent looking justice of 
the peace, George Campbell, 
presiding over affairs. 

Instead of lording over 
proceedings from a bench 
towering over everybody else 
in Use room, Campbell sits 
behind a desk on a red- 
carpeted platform just above 
floor level. He has a tape 
recorder, a nest of trays for 
files and an unarmed sheriffs 
officer as an aide. That’s all. 

Cases boil down to a simple 
outline of facts from police and

disputants. Campbell may ask 
a few questions, then he makes 
a ruling. 

If it’s a conviction, it usually 
means dement points for the 
driver, possibly leading to 
suspension of his license. 
Sometimes a fine may be 
imposed. But never a sentence 
involving a jail term in default 
of a fine. 

Introduced on a trial basis 
three months ago, the scheme 
is working so well it is expected 
to become a permanent feature 
of the judicial system in 
Vancouver, and could be ex¬ 
tended to other parts of the 
province. 

“The public seems to like it," 
said District Judge Darrell 
Jones. "So far we have had no 
complaints. Judges and court 
staff have been able to devote 
their time to other work and we 
have been able to reduce night 
courts from eight or 10 a month 
to only two a month. 

"The key to the system Is its 
convenience, doing away with 
many of the adjournments 
necessary under the old system 
when all defendants had to be 
at court by a certain time 
although their cases might not 
be heard. 

“Now a disputant might 
make an appointment for 11:30 
in the morning, for example. 
He might say, ’I can take my 
lunch an hour early that day 
and won’t lose any time off 
from work by being in court.’ 

"It’s a better system for 
everybody concerned."

DETROIT (UPI) - If you 
have a good, clean, solid used 
car, regard it with some af¬ 
fection. It’s becoming more 
valuable. 

The best used cars find a 
ready market any time, but 
now they are selling at a 
premium. Used car prices 
usually begin to dwindle In late 
summer, but this year many 
prices were higher in August 
than in the Spring. 

Two-year-old Ford LTDs 
went up more than $200, as did 
Chevrolet Caprice models. The 
smaller cars — Pintos, Vegas 
and Mavericks — are up in 
value by more than $100. 

Detroit automakers are hop¬ 
ing the higher used car values 
will take some of the sting out 
of the $200-plus Increases on 
the 1976 models since, they 
claim, trade-ins will be wort 
more. Dealers already say th 
used car market is stronge 
now than in years. 

A two-or three-year-old used 


car is “a very lucrative car to 
have on the lot right now," says 
John Walsh, general manager 
of Carlson’s Motor Sales in 
Concord, N.H. At Dan Creed 
Chevrolet in Buffalo, N.Y., 
they’re selling one used car for 
every new car instead of the 
traditional 2-to-l ratio in favor 
of the new models. 

Most attention is given to the 
new car market where, in a 
really good year like 1973,11.4 
million new cars were sold. In 
the same year, nearly 20 
million used cars changed 
ownership. 

Commenting on the strong 
market, in sharp contrast to 
Detroit’s two-year new car 
sales slump, George Ross of 
McMorrls Ford in Austin, 


on a quarterly basis," Hef- 
finger says. 

"The greatest difficulty in 
the business now is in the small 
cars. They're as susceptible to 
price fluctuations as the grain 
market. 

“A whisper about gasoline 
prices going up will send the 
small car wholesale prices 
skyrocketing. They’re like a 
yoyo." 

Commenting on this fall's 
used car market, Heffinger 
says It's stronger than it 
traditionally should be. 

"The new model in¬ 
troductions should take a 
chunk out of a used car's value, 
but it doesn't appear to be 
happening this year. There is a 
fantastic pentup demand for 
cars, both new and used. 

'‘liiere’s a strong market 
coming that will knock your 
eyes out,” predicts Heffinger. 
"When it will come I"m not 
sure, probably 1977. But it will 
come once the economy turns 
around and becomes stable." 

Heffinger traces his firm — 
National Market Reports Inc. 
— back as far as 1911 with the 
Hfd and Blue books coming out 
a fra separate company in 1923, 
predating everyone else in the 
business by at least 20 years.

And, even as you’re buying 
the new car and picking out the 
options, keep in mind that 
someday it will have to be 
traded in, Heffinger says. 

Those extras that add to the 
price tag of the new car will 
make it a more valuable 
product when the trade-in time 
comes. 

"One option you can't afford 
not to buy is air conditioning," 
he said. "And on the more 
expensive cars, the options are 
critical in determining the 
value of the car.” 

Heffinger also recommends 
looking for a used car that's 
been driven about 15,000 miles 
a year. The really low mileage 
cars may not be good bargains 
because they’ve only been 
driven short distances that are 
hard on an engbie. 

More people are taking a 
look at the used car market, 
says one Detroit analyst, 
because new car prices are 
jumping by large margins each 
year following the relative 
price stability of the early 
1970s.

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High schools score 
above SAT norm

Newton high school students are an 
average of 19 points above the national 
average on the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT) used for college admissions. 

The school administration made its 
first public release of this test score 
average after receiving a lot of pressure 
from the community to do so. 

Available for students to take in their 
junior and-or senior year, the verbal and 
mathematics parts of the test are scored 
on a scale of 200 to 800. 

The test scores have received national 
publicity because the national average 
has declined 41 points in the verbal and 29 


points in the mathematics since 1963. 

In the past five years Newton verbal 
scores of juniors and seniors combined 
have dropped 8 points, while the national 
average has dropped 17 points. Newton's 
average Is now 456 and the national is 437. 

In the math test Newton’s average 
score dropped 7 points in five years while 
the national average fell 14 points. 
Newton's average is now 487 compared 
to the national average of 473. 

Director of Research and Planning 
Vincent Silluzio told the School Com¬ 
mittee Tuesday night that the decline in 
Newton’s test scores can be attributed to 
two factors. 

Juniors who score well on the test now 


arc less likely to take the test again in 
their senior year than they were five 
years ago. Apparently colleges are ac¬ 
cepting highly qualified students before 
they enter their senior year, and other 
students who score well see less need to 
improve their scores than their peers did 
five years ago. 

Silluzio backs this theory up by pointing 
to the scores of just juniors which show 
that the same or higher percent scored 
above 600 this year as did five years ago. 

He also pointed out that in 1970-71 45 
percent of the students taking the test 
were studying in the higher two 
curriculums, but only 37 percent who took 
SAT—See page 9

Newtonville becoming focus for 
apartments and townhouses

The face of Newtonville is 
changing. 

The area between 
Washington, Walnut, and 
Watertown streets and Lowell 
Avenue will soon have four new 
multifamily housing 
developments ranging in size 
from four units to 27. 

Since last April, the Board of 
Aldermen has approved three 
of the developments, which will 
provide a total of 44 apart¬ 
ments and four townhouses, 
and now has under con¬ 
sideration a proposal for a 13- 
unit development. 


The largest building, and the 
latest approved by the Board, 
is to be on Washington Street 
between Lowell Avenue and 
Brooks Avenue. The 17 
apartments there are con¬ 
sidered too many by neighbors, 
especially those on Brooks 
Avenue, who feel that the 
traffic generated by the 
apartments will be more than 
the narrow street can take. 

At 613 Watertown St., a 
proposal for 27 units, reduced 
from 40, met relatively little 
neighborhood objection, while 
across the street four 
townhouses were approved 
with minimal resistance. 


The most recent proposal, 
heard by the Land Use Com¬ 
mittee Tuesday night, would 
put 13 attached dwelling units 
on a 48,000-sq. ft parcel now 
occupied by a single-family 
house. 

Predictably, neighbors 
objected on grounds of in¬ 
creased density of land use, 
traffic, and the loss of trees 
and open space. 

The developer could build 
four two-family houses on the 
property without permissive 
use from the Board of Aider- 
men. 

The Planning Department 


recommends approval of 11 
units. 

The question uppermost in 
consideration of this petition by 
the Ixind Use Committee 
before its recommendation to 
the Board of Aldermen will be 
whether the area of Newton¬ 
ville has reached the 
saturation point with apart¬ 
ments. 

One resident near the 
Washington Street site fears 
that because of the high rent 
that will be charged, these 
apartments will encourage 
apartment sharing by three or 
four people instead of the small

Smallest kindergarten class since 
1946 started school this year 


The past trends of declining school 
enrollment continued this year with 51 
less kindergarteners beginning school in 
September. 

The School Committee heard Tuesday 
that the current school year started with 
only 947 children in kindergarten, the 
smallest class since 1946. 

School Department Planning and 
Research Director Vincent Silluzio said 
the total school enrollment is down to 
15,798, this year from a peak of 18,424 
students in 1967. 

Besides hearing Silluzio’s enrollment 
report, the Committee also approved a 
plan to establish a joint committee to 
study the use of surplus school buildings 
and referred to the School Buildings 
Advisory Committee a letter from the 
Underwood School PTA asking for im¬ 
provements in the school. 

The Committee approved a statement 
to Public Buildings Commissioner Gene 
Larson telling him that “the present 
plans for an addition to Underwood 
School are no longer valid," according to 
Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink. 

The Underwood parents complained of 
crowded conditions and deficient wiring, 
plumbing, toilets, and heating in the 
school. 

The School Committee was aware of 
these problems, but expected they would 
be resolved at the same time the $1.35 
million addition was to be built, but 
declining enrollment and lack of state 
funding killed the project. 

The SBAC is supposed to report back to 
the Committee by Jan. 1, 1976, with 
recommendations for the school. 

The Committee approved a plan that 
suggests Mayor Theodore D. Mann set up 
a committee with representatives from 
various departments to study future uses 


of the five school buildings slated to close 
by the end of next year. 

The buildings are Memorial, Peabody, 
Newton Junior College, the old Steams, 
and the old Peirce School: the latter two 
currently house the administration. 

The committee should include the a 
representative from the City Planning 
and Public Buildings departments, the 
aldermanic City Planning and Public 
Buildings committees, and the School 
Committee and School Department, as 
well as representatives from the com¬ 
munities of the schools. 

Enrollment drop 

Inst year at this time Silluzio predicted 
enrollment would drop in the entire 
school system by 465 students, but the 
decline was 43 students more than he 
anticipated. 

Although this year's kindergarten class 
is the smallest for many years, there are 
22 more students than he predicted last 
year based on the number of live births 
five years ago. 

The total elementary school population 
dropped by 179 students, and would have 
dropped more if 154 more Metco children 
did not enter the system. 

Superintendent Fink noted that the 
elementary school population is 
projected to drop to 60 percent of its peak 
within the next four years, which 
prompted him to say, “I don't think any 
school system can afford to operate 23 
elementary schools with a 40 percent 
decline." 

Comparing this year's figures to last 
year's, Silluzio noted two changes in 
elementary school population. 

Four schools in the central part of the 
city increased their enrollment this year 
but had a decrease last year. 


At Angier, Claflin, Mason-Rice, and _ 
Peirce schools enrollment increased a 
total of 50 students, not including new 
Metco children, when he expected 
enrollment to drop by 29 in these schools. 

Silluzio also noted that the area of most 
rapid decline has switched from the 
CLASS—See page 9 


Salter back 
at City Hall 

The rift between Mayor Theodore 
Mann and his chief administrative of¬ 
ficer has been bridged. 

James Salter went back to work at the 
mayor's office late last week, and 
Mayor Mann commented Friday at a 
news conference that he does not foresee 
any change in Salter's status "in the near 
future." 

"Mr. Salter has certain goal 
fulfillments for his family that he and I 
both know. I always knew he could not 
stay forever," Mann said. 

Mann reportedly fired Salter two weeks 
ago after Salter overstayed a vacation. 
Reliable sources said at that time that 
relations between the two men had 
deteriorated since Salter had appeared to 
be considering leaving his City Hall job 
before the end of Mann's term as mayor 
in 1977. 

Salter, 33, has worked for Mann since 
Mann's election to the mayoralty in 1971. 

lbs salary from the city is $24,000. 
Before becoming the mayor's assistant 
he owned an electronics firm. 


The job of creating an elegant restaurant

In Newton, there are famous writers, 
scientists, and musicians living around 
the comer everywhere. 

Newton Centre has a real French chef 
who, if not famous yet, will be. 

Francois Ane has undertaken the job of 
creating an elegant new restaurant in 
Boston's old Parker House. 

Ane (pronounced ah-nay), joined the 
Parker House organization last 
November, and spent the next nine 
months at the rate of 12 hours a day away 
from his Manor House Hoad home setting 
up the new Parker's Restaurant. 

Ane has lived in tile United States off 
and on since 1951, when he was 16 years 
old. His father, who had been a chef in 
Toulouse, France, came to this country to 
work in New York as chef of the Com¬ 
modore Hotel. 

When the chance came to make a really 
fine restaurant at the Parker House, Ane 
seized the opportunity 

Called "director of food and beverage 


services," Ane is responsible for 
supervision of all the kitchens, dining 
rooms and bars at the Boston landmark 
hotel. 

He was personally responsible for the 
training of the staff of 80 persons, the 
decor of the new 128^ieat dining room and 
the 60-seat lounge and the selection of the 
menu 

Now the restaurant is successfully 
launched, Ane spends a lot of time in the 
kitchen, supervising the executive chef, 
the sous-chef, and the 30 cooks involved in 
the whole Parker House food operation. 

He watches the portion size, the 
quality and appearance of the food before 
it is served, and the cleanliness of the 
kitchen, as well as supervising the wine 
stewards. 

The wine stewards at Parker's happen 
to be attractive young women wearing 
long gowns and the traditional som¬ 
melier's chain and wine-tasting cup, 
which thanks to Ane's training course, 
the stewards know how to and do use. 

At home. Ane gets a rest from food 
pi operation, because his wife, Gabrielle, 


"is a good cook," he says, "since she has 
learned all my tricks." 

His cooking tricks come from long 
experience in a French restaurant, the 
Hilton Hotel in Paris, a country club in 
Connecticut, and a restaurant chain in 
Europe. Not to mention the examples 
shown by his father. 

As a father himself, Ane has not 
managed to have his children anxious to 
follow in his footsteps. 

Alain. 18, is a freshman at Boston 
University and hopes to become a 
psychologist. Nathalie, 14, is a student at 
Weeks Junior High School. "She won't 
go into the kiteben, like most 14-year- 
olds," her father said. 

While Mme. Ane was getting settled 
into the Newton house, Ane was busy 
selecting the finishing touches for 
Parker's, such as the Rosenthal china 
and the silverware, and putting the 
waiters through an intensive training 
course.

part-time opportunity act 


St3te Rep. Lois Pines of 
Newton testified recently in 
Washington before a U.S. 
House of Representatives 
subcommittee In favor of S. 
792, the Part-Time Opportunity 
Act. 

Hie bill is similar to one Rep. 
Pines sponsored in the 
Massachusetts legislature, 
which became law in July, 
1974, and was the first in the 
country. 

Hie mam objective of S.792 is 
to encourage the utilization of a 
limited number of part-time 
employees to their maximum 
potential. Hie bill specifies 
that part-time employment 
opportunities would be created 
"in each grade in each agen¬ 
cy" with the exception of 
supergradc positions paying 
over $30,000 a year. 

"From the general overview 
of the situation of women in the 
labor market today," Rep. 
Pines told the subcommittee, 
"it is evident that there exists a 
great disparity between the 
aspirations and career goals of 
women today, and the em¬ 
ployment opportunities 
available to them." 

"I believe that this disparity 
will not be corrected for many 
years unless the federal 


government Initiates bold new 
employment policies which 
will have major social and 
economic repercussions, 
particularly if businesses arc 
inspired to emulate them. I am 
convinced that the part-time 
employment policy defined by 
S.792 is an excellent example of 
just such a policy," she said. 

"Over the past decade," she 
said, "the part-time em¬ 
ployment of adult women has 
grown twice as fast 8 as their 
full-time employment. In 1973, 
part-time workers made up 
about 40 percent of the increase 
in the number with work ex¬ 
perience, with teenagers and 
women providing 86 percent of 
this increase. 

"Over 70 percent of the in¬ 
crease In part-time work ex¬ 
perience of women age 20 or 
over was among married 
women. In contrast, from 1969 
through 1972, married women 
provided only 63 percent of this 
increase. 

"Half of the mothers of 
school-aged children are how 
in the labor force, as are about 
a third of mothers with 
children under six," she said 

Rep. Pines told the sub¬ 
committee that part-time 
employment is a good solution 
for many young mothers, but 


"unfortunately, the demand 
for part-time work far exceeds 
the supply. The unemployment 
rate for part-time employees, 
at 10.7 

is above that for full-time 
workers." percent' 

In her testimony, 8 Rep. 
Pines gave evidence that part- 
time employees can be as 
efficient if not more efficient 
than full-time employees. 

Rep. Pines gave the sub¬ 
committee some examples of 
flexible hours and part-time 
employment programs that 
are now in operation in 
Massachusetts. 

Employees in the Depart¬ 
ment of Banks may report for 
work between 8 and 8:45 a.m. 
and must complete their tour of 
hours no later than 5 p.m. Nine 
clerk-typists work on a part- 
time basis, and one position of 
bank examiner will be filled by 
two part-time employees, one 
working 15 hours and the other 
working 18 % hours per week. 

The Department of Public 
Health initiated a pilot 
program in their fiscal and 
payroll offices, involving 
approximately 37 employees. 
They work their Vi 7 -hour day 
between the hours of 8 a.m. and 
6 p.m. 

"The Department of Public 


Health Is pleased with the 
results of their pilot program, 
which they claim has resulted 
in more businesslike attitudes 
and more diligent application 
to their work," Rep. Pines told 
the subcommittee. 

The Department of Per¬ 
sonnel will shortly be issuing 
regulations concerning the 
implementation of the Flexible 
Hours and Part-Time Em¬ 
ployment Act in executive 
agencies. 

Rep. Pines’ Massachusetts 
law provides that over the next 
five years, 10 percent of all 
state positions shall be filled by 
part-time employees. 

"Hie state (Massachusetts) 
presently employs 86,000 
people," said Rep. Pines. "I 
am convinced that a great 
many of these employees will 
soon take advantage of the 
flexible-hours policy mandated 
by our new law, which will 
allow them to work the 7 8 V4 
hours of their choice. As new 
Jobs become available and our 
economy improves we hope 
that we will begin to establish 
part-time positions within state 
government so that we in 
Massachusetts can offer new 
employment opportunities to 
women, the handicapped, and 
the elderly." 


Backman pushing for state 
economic development bank 


State Sen. Jack H. Backman 
appeared before the Joint 
Committee on Commerce and 
I,abor on behalf of the Special 
Commission on Employment of 
which he is chairman to urge 
passage of the Commission’s 
recommendation for the 
establishment of a 

Massachusetts Economic 
Development Bank (MEDB). 

The Commission made the 
MEDB proposal in its First 
Interim Report. 

Se. Backman stated, "The 
Special Commission on 
Employment held five public 
hearings, at which business 
and financial institutions cited 


the shortage of capital in¬ 
vestment funds. It was our 
view that creative and in¬ 
novative programs had to be 
developed in order to change 
the present economic direction 
of the state. 

“I feel the MEDB is such a 
program, one whose need is 
becoming only more evidence 
every day. In fact, it was 
recently reported that the 
banks of our Commonwealth 
arc being drained of their 
mortgage cash. 

"Since August, $18 million 
more was withdrawn than 
deposited in Boston’s five 
largest savings banks. This

matters worse, rent payments 
are expected to rise at a sharp 
level within the next few 
weeks.

Commission on Employment, 
the Massachusetts Economic 
Development Bank would 
focus on six main target areas:

programs. 

4. New cities: To provide for 
the planning and developing of 
“new cities" which could in¬ 
clude residential, industrial 
and civic projects In a new 
community. 

5. Surplus state lands: To 
provide for the acquisition and 
lease of surplus state lands. 
Currently more than 400,000 
acres of land are owned by the 
Commonwealth. 


Boston area or elsewhere In the 
state under federal laws which 
have not been implemented by 
Massachusetts to aid foreign 
Investment and commerce 
within the Commonwealth. 

Backman said that ac¬ 
cording to the U.S. Department 
of Labor, New England will lag 
far behind the rest of the nation 
in 1970 to 1980 job growth, due 
to a changing business world, 
energy problems and the 
decline in manufacturers in the 
New England region. 

"We simply canno 

t afford to blame the present 
Massachusetts unemployment 
on the incorrect assumption 
that this is a ‘natural’ result of 
the supposedly ‘high’ labor 
force rates," said Backman. 
"It is time to redefine full 
employment legislatively, so 
that we will mandate a climate 
in which useful and rewarding 
employment opportunities are 
available for all adult 
Americans willing and able to 
work," concluded Sen. 
Backman.

The back of 
the judge's hand 

South Boston District Court Judge 
Joseph F. Feeney, in effect, gave the back 
of his hand to both U.S. District Court 
Judge W. Arthur Garrity, Jr., and the 
police when he acquitted six persons who 
had been arrested for holding an anti¬ 
busing prayer meeting within 100 yards of 
the Gavin School. 

Feeney's decisions and pronouncements 
meant to this listener that we must abide 
by the provisions of the Constitution as 
drafted by our forefathers, not as inter¬ 
preted by Garrity. 

As this writer understood Judge. 
Garrity’s original edicts, he ordered that 
the police prevent disruptive gatherings 
and noisy or threatening conduct within 100 
yards of public schools. 

A deputy police superintendent inter¬ 
preted Garrity’s order as prohibiting peo¬ 
ple from assembling less than 100 yards 
from a public school. So when six people 
praying in a churchyard, less than 100 
yards from a school, did not obey a police 
order to disperse, they were arrested. 

It does not seem to this onlooker that a 
group praying in a churchyard is a disrup¬ 
tive gathering or is guilty of noisy or 
threatening conduct. 

But Judge Feeney, who once worked as 
an aide to former Congressional House 
Speaker John W. McCormack, went beyond 
the shading of words on how or if a prayer 
meeting offended Garrity’s ruling. 

Feeney ruled that the First Amendment 
of the U.S. Constitution prohibits the enact¬ 
ment of any laws ‘‘abridging freedom of 
speech or of the press or the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble and to peti¬ 
tion the government for a redress of 
grievances.” 

What Feeney also could have said was 
that this is a nation of laws, not of men and 
that law-abiding citizens are protected by 
the provisions of the Constitution and are 
not subject to the whims of other men, not 
even a judge.

Voice: responsive, responsible government

The VOICE platform is a statement of 
general principles with major emphasis on 
fiscal responsibility and responsive, 
responsible government. 

We believe that the election of the can¬ 
didates whom we endorse will offer Newton 
the creative leadership necessary to make 
our city an affordable and attractive en¬ 
vironment for all of its citizens. To aid our 
over-burdened taxpayers, we shall look to our 
Board of AldermBen to demand the highest 
efficiency in the delivery of ail current 
municipal services and programs, and to 
examine critically the need for new and old 
services, programs, and property 
acquisitions. 

We emphasize the necessity for careful 
planning by the city leadership to revitalize 
our business areas through redevelopment, in 
order to attract new businesses and to retain 
the old. The implementation of these plans 
would generally broaden and strengthen our 
tax base. 

With no need for changes in zoning, our 
leaders could promote the construction of new 
all-income housing along with the 
redevelopment of existing commercial areas 
Our bonded indebtedness will have been 
repaid in the next few years, so now is the 
critical moment for long-range planning for 
an ordered and reasoned municipal 
development. 

The continuation of payroll growth 
resulting from across-the-board raises must 
be a prime concern for our elected officials. 
We would expect them to weighs percentage 
salary increase against level of compensation 
and to offer financial incentives to our lowest 
paid city workers ui ordei to increase output 
and efficiency and to decrease overhead and 
over-time charges We would expect a 
restrictive "no-lure, no-fire" policy to reduce 
unnecessary bureaucratic expansion, while 
simultaneously achieving utmost efficiency 
in the delivery of existing services, a A fair 


revaluation must be achieved which results in 
every citizen’s paying his fair share of the 
costs of maintaining our city. However, we 
also expect our aldermen to encourage state 
constitutional change to allow a reasonable 
increase of businesses’ contribution to the tax 
base which main tarns incentives to draw in 
new business and yet relieves the burden of 
the residential taxpayer. For purposes of fair 
taxation, the value of utilities’ properties 
should be determined locally, not statewide, 
thus ensuring that they pay their proper 
proportion of our municipal costs. 

On the subject of responsive government, 
the VOICE platform exhorts its adherents 09 
the Board of Aldermen and in the Executive 
branch of our government to perform their 
tasks of public service with integrity and 
maturity. 

We deplore collectivized decision-making 
dictated by a sign from a group leader, 
signalling a predictable, welldisciplined, yet 
mindless vote by any tight-knit clique on the 
Board The citizenry of Newton has the right 
to expect each and every Alderman to arrive 
at his legislative conclusions independently, 
after honest reviw of the pertinent facts and 
consultation with his constituents. 

We believe that the promotion of personally 
desired social goals must not take precedence 
over responsiveness to an affected 
neighborhood's general opposition. 

The School Committee must ensure the 
provision of the highest quality of educational 
opportunity to every child in our school 
system. 

At the same time, the School Committee 
must prepare a comprehensible budget which 
projects accurately and honestly the cost of 
running such a school system Since one-half 
of oui city revenues are allocated to this 
school system, we must demand immediate 
fiscal responsibility from our School Com¬ 
mittee. 

With the ntoable exception of two superb 
Committee members, the School Committee 


has been irresponsible and frivolous in its 
spendings. As managers of the school budget, 
a new School Committee could easily reduce 
the disproportionately high administrative 
costs. We would expect it to reassess the top 
echelons of management, combine roles, 
eliminate duplication of services, and 
eliminate unneeded jobs through a 
humanitarian "no-hire, no-fire” policy which 
relocates affected personnel. 

It should demand greater administrative 
efficiency during the school year and less 
reliance on costly summer work. In the 
School Department, streamlined purchasing 
procedures could reduce clerical work and 
allow the department to take advantage of 
sales and discounts and to reap consequent 
savings. Many administrative functions could 
be further reduced by more appropriate use 
of modem data processing technology. 

Unused or over-budgeted monies allocated 
to the School Committee must be promptly 
returned to the City Treasury As an example, 
bids for busing costs have come in $76,000 
beBlow the amount budgeted by the School 
Committee, still, this ex 8 tra money has not 
yet been returned to the City Treasury. 

A long-range 8 overall study should have 
been carried out already by the School 
Committee to prepare for the possible 
necessity of school closings. 

Facts and figures on neighborhood impact 
and the actual savings which would occur to 
reduce our tax rate must be clearly deter¬ 
mined. Alternative use of school buildings 
should already be known. If, with declining 
enrollment, it becomes absolutely necessary 
to consolidate some of our schools, we must 
close those schools where the leasl impact on 
the neighborhood occurs 

We stress the importance of the 
neighborhood elementary school concept, and 
would preserve this ideal until it is no longer 
economically feasible. A creative alternative, 
for example, to the closing of Memorial 
School in 1976, could be the implementation of 


a VOLUNTARY "back to basics" alternative 
school on that site. 

Parents could then, through open 
enrollment, choose to provide transportation 
for their children to attend a school with a 
unique, structured curriculum emphasizing 
achievement in a quiet atmosphere of kindly 
discipline. Although the school would have 
self-contained classes emphasizing phonics in 
teaching reading and computational skills in 
teaching arithmetic, cultural enrichment 
would also be emphasized through art and 
music classes. 

There is no doubt that such a program 
would accomplish more intelligently the 
positive values of redistricting, since it would 
be based on a voluntary shift in public 
distribution. 

The School Committee should also study the 
feasibility of reorganizing Newton South to a 
four year high school and consider the 
possibility of closing a junior high school 
while reducing others to two years programs 

There is a desperate need for individuals 
with exceptional managerial ability and basic 
intellectual integrity to be elected to our city 
government and to our School Committee 

The candidates VOICE will endorse will 
best embody those qualities; and, upon 
election, will be best equipped to further the 
principles of the VOICE platform.

At 
the Land Use Committee 
meeting, and at the Board of 
Aldermen meeting, there was 
again unified neighborhood 
opposition to the building.

convenience of "increased 
traffic on Brooks Avenue." 
Brooks Avenue is a very 
narrow two-way street which 
sostains a heavy flow of traffic 
as a cross-over between 
Washington and Watertown 
streets. 

Brooks Avenue is often 
barely passable because of the 
high volume of on-street 
parking. Neighborhood 
families indicated in the 
petition and at the meeting that 
this situation would be wors¬ 
ened by the construction of the 
proposed building. 

Although the building is 
characterized by the developer 
. and the aldermen as 
providing “moderate and low- 
income housing," 15 of the two- 
bedroom units will rent for $350 
to $450 per month; and the two 
two-bedroom “low income 
units" will cost approximately 
$220 per month. 

Considering the location, it is 
implausible that families with 
sufficient income to afford 
these rents will locate in this 
apartment building. Rather, 
the apartments seem geared to 
combinations of people, par¬ 
ticularly students, who will 
split the rentals. 

While we have no opposition 
to these tenants, it is obvious 


that they will inevitably have 
more vehicles than the 
building’s 24 parking spaces 
can accomodate. The result 
will be a substantial 
aggravation of the already 
overcrowded on-street parking 
situation. 

It is also inevitable that the 
volume of cars of the tenants 
and their guests will 
necessarily increase the traffic 
on adjacent streets. 

While Aid. Joseph McDonnell 
flippantly noted such apart¬ 
ments are always opposed, but 
the resulting tenants always 
turn out to be “Invisible cave- 
dwellers, who generate no 
appreciable traffic problems,” 
we find this prediction 
laughably absurd. 

This theory merely provides 
a disingenuous rationale for 
approving an ill-advised 
structure by ignoring existing 
problems which the building, 
will undoubtedly worsen. 

We are not opposed to a 
building at this location, in 
fact, we favor one. We would 
simply have preferred a 
smaller, less disruptive 
structure of perhaps 12 units. 

Unfortunately, in the process 
of approving this building the 
aldermen chose to ignore the 
real issues. Obviously, almost 
all of the aldermen werd 


mainly Interested In the 
prospects of potential tax 
revenue to be gained by a 
patronizing the selfish in¬ 
terests of the developers. 

This was particularly ap¬ 
parent in Aid. Thomas Con- 
cannon’s actions in first 
representing to his constituents 
in the affected ward that he 
would support their position, 
then being conspicuously silent 
at the Board meeting, and 
ultimately voting in favor of 
the proposal. 

Of Conacannon and the 17 
other aldermen who approved 
this building, we can only say 
that their favoring of 
developer’s: interests because 
of the potential tax revenue at 
the cost of making 
neighborhoods dangerous and 
unpleasant, shows that their 
priorities as osbtensible area 
representatives are sadly 
warped. 

In conclusion, we would like 
to thank Terry Morris, who 
was the only alderman who 
vocally propounded the 
legitimate human interests and 
concerns of the neighborhood 
families who will be victimized 
by the construction of this 
apartment building.

perhaps, as does any prac¬ 
ticing attorney. 

It is not particularly 
unethical or unreasonable to 
shop around for the legal ad¬ 
vice that is best adapted to 
meet your own predisposition 
or specific need. But it should 
be understood that there is a 
need for caution and judgment 
on how to make use of it. 

For one thing, there are 
certain issues where it is wise 
not to adopt the adversary 
posture common to most 
litigants. For example, if 
current law permits the len¬ 
ding of textbooks under con¬ 
ditions already described, it 
would appear most conducive 
to community good will to 
abide by such a law in good 
faith. 

How can it be of advantage to 
good education or orderly 
procedure to anticipate a 
reverasal that may not come to 
pass for many years? 

Even if the law is someday 
overturned, how much harm 
will have been done in the 
interval during which students 
of this community are allowed 
to use public textbooks at 
private schools? This may 
seem naive and oversimplified

Enclosure of 
asbestos urged 


By RICHARD WILLIAMS 

A housemaster at Newton 
North High School listened to 
more than an hour of technical 
explanation of the asbestos 
problem at the school and 
concluded that doctors are 
concerned with the potential 
health hazar of the material, 
and the exposed asbestos 
should be boxed in. 

Beals Housemaster Richard 
M. Adams was chosen in ad¬ 
vance to be an unbiased 
listener among the 100 persons 
at the North PTSA meeting last 
Thursday who heard doctors, 
building experts, and 
politicians explain the extent of 
and ways of dealing with the 
asbestos. 

When the school was being 
built in 1969, asbestos was used 
as part of a fireproofing spray 
to coat metal beams so the 
building would not collapse in 
8 a fire. 

The spray with 12 percent 
asbestos was used extensively 
on the first two floors of the 
building, but a change in 
subcontractors brought about a 
different spray that contained 
no asbestos, according to 
Public Buildings Com¬ 
missioner Gene I .arson. 

The 30-page packet of 
correspondence and maps that 
I .arson handed out explained 
where $260,000 has been spent 
so far by the city in covering 
the asbestos, and conducting 
tests. 

In the summer of 1973, 
I .arson said, about $50,000 was 
spent from the building con¬ 
struction bond account to 
enclose asbestos in the shop 
areas and storage rooms on the 
first floor. 

According to a report 
prepared by social studies 
teacher Justine Uritam the 
aldermen unanimously ap¬ 
proved the transfer of $130,000 
from other bond issues to the 
high school to cover 8 asbestos. 

In November, 1974, an ad-

ditional $78,000 was ap¬ 
propriated by the Board after 
having defeated the same 
amount in September. 

Almost all of the combined 
$208,000 was spent by Larson to 
enclose all the remaining 
asbestos except that which is 
above wood-slatted ceilings. 
Some of the money was used to 
determine exactly where the 
asbestos fireproofing material 
was, since the other 
nonasbestos material looks 
very similar. 

Remaining asbestos 

The remaining asbestos is 
above the wood-slatted ceilings 
in the cafeteria, library, and 
the Main Street hallway and 
the adjoining commons areas. 

The $80,000 needed to finish 
enclosing these areas was 
defeated by the Board on 
March 29,1975, by a 10-13 vote. 

Alderman David B. Cohen 
said the defeat of the $80,000 
might have been because the 
money was to be taken from 
budget reserve. If the money is 
not spent, it effectively helps to 
increase the next year's tax 
rate. 

Cohen said he felt the present 
Board of Aldermen has spoken 
its mind, and nothing will be 
passed until after the election 
Nov. 4. 

Aid. David Jackson spoke 
from the audience and 
challenged some of Cohen’s 
8 statements. He said the 
situ8ation did not look as 
hopeless as Cohen made it 
sound. 

Jackson, who voted against 
the asbestos appropriations 
three times of the five recorded 
by Ms. Uritan, said he votes 
according to the air samples 
and other evidence, adding 
that the money for the $80,000 
was available in the current 
budget. He voted for that ap¬ 
propriation.

It places 
reasonable limits on the power 
of jeopardy assessments and 
termination of a tax year by 
IRS agents. It increases the 
amount of personal property 
exempt from tax levy for living 
expenses. 

Fourth, it establishes a 
Taxpayer Service and Com¬ 
plaint Assistance Office, a type 
of ombudsman within the IRS. 
This office would monitor 
improper behavior by IRS 
agents. It has the power to 
provide temporary relief in 


Congress' watchdog agency, 
oversight over the IRS. 

"The IRS is the one govern¬ 
mental agency which touches 
every citizen.” Drinan- 
maintained. "It is the face of 
the federal government to most 
Americans. 

"If the IRS is arbitrary or 
lacks credibility, if it favors the 
rich over the poor, or if it is 
insensitive to reasonable 
complaints, the entire 
governmental system is at 
fault.

the test in 1974-75 were enrolled in the 
most advanced courses. 

Compared to the Massachusetts 
average supplied by the Educational 
Testing Service, Newton was 16 points 
higher in the verbal test average and 13 
points higher in the math test. 

SiUuzio said Wednesday that a student 
who gets one score or. the test can expect 
the score to be 30 points higher or lower 
the next time it is taken. 

In his opinion, Newton "maintained a 
favorable position in the last five years 
compared to state and national norms." 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said at the meeting that it would be 
simple for any school system to Improve 
its average scores by discouraging less 
able students from taking the test. 

Newton has never done this, he 
claimed, pointing to the larger standard 


deviation figures. 

The spread of Newton students has 
been from five to ten points more than 
state and national spreads in the past five 
years, according to Silluzlo’s six-page 
report. 

Newton students also took a Standard 
Written English test given with the SAT, 
but score avearges were not released 
because it was the first year of the test 

Generally Silluzlo said, "Newton 
juniors and seniors averaged slightly 
higher on this test than the national 
average for college bound juniors and 
seniors." 

Silluiio kindly backed out of School 
Committeeman Alvin Mandell's request 
to compare Newton's averages with 
neighboring communities.

schools south of Rte. 9 to the schools in the 
north and central parts of the city. 

Excluding Metco children, all 
elementary schools north of Rte. 9 had an 
enrollment drop of 180 students, with the 


central section losing 103. South of Rte. 9 
there were only 55 fewer children in 
elementary schools this year. 

This year the junior high enrollment 
dropped 90 students to 3,728, which is 30 


fewer students than projected for this 
year. 

At the high schools there are 4,172 
students, a decline of 85 students from 
last year, which is eight more students 
than expected.

Health hazard? 

None of the doctors con¬ 
clusively said that the levels of 
asbestos at the school were a 
serious health hazard' but 
presented medical histories of 
respiratory illnesses that were 
or seemed to be asbestos 
related with persons in direct 
contact with the substance 
daily. 

One teacher who asked that 
the name be withheld reports a 
rash similar to a sunburn when 
she comes in contact with 
asbestos-contaminated air. 

She said that a patch test 
administered by Dr. Alfred S. 
Lanes, a Newton der¬ 
matologist, showed that she 
had a definite reaction to the 
substance. 

Other teachers in the high 
school have complained about 
allergies from the dust in the 
air, but none seem to be 
diredly related to the asbestos. 

Dr. Joseph Pines and Dr. 
Raymond Murphy gave well- 
documented presentations on 
the history of asbestos-related 
diseases. 

Dr. Pines of Newton, a chest 
physician and assistant clinical 
professor of medicine at 
Harvard Medical School, said 
asbestosis has been an oc¬ 
cupational disease since the 
1930's. 


Workers in contact with the 
mineral every day do not 
develop symptoms for 7-15 
years, he said. 

Dr. Pines also said long¬ 
term, heavy-dose exposure to 
the material combined with 
cigarette smoking increases by 
90 times the chances for lung 
cancer. 

Other asbeBtos-related 
diseases include 
mesothelioma, a tumor of the 
lung lining, and bowel tumors. 

Both doctors noted that all 
evidence gathered so far that 
links asbestos to respiratory 
ills came from studies of mine 
workers and people living near 
mines where levels were much 
higher than in the high school 
atmosphere. 

Dr. Pines said, "We (the 
medical profession) don’t 
really know how much 
(asbestos in the air) is 
dangerous ... but here is no 
need to wait for evidence of a 
defininte health hazard” 
before boxing in the remaining 
areas. 

Six different samplings of the 
air in areas of exposed 
asbestos are not very con¬ 
clusive, according to Dr. 
William Curby of Newton, 
director of the Sias Medical 
Laboratory. 

Tests this March revealed 
high levels of asbestos in the 
chemistry storeroom, on Main 


Street, and on the stage, but 
these tests were taken just 
after the boxing-in of the stage 
and storeroom areas were 
complete, so asbestos particles 
may have still been in the air 
following the construction 
work. 

Dr. Curby and others present 
also noted that samples take in 
the summer showing low levels 
of asbestos were not 
representative since there 
were no students moving in the 
hallways. 

After the meeting Dr. Curby 
also said he disagreed with one 
test by Dr. William J. 
Nicholson which showed 
asbestos levels outside the 
school to be the same as in the 
library where the asbestos is 
exposed. Dr. Curby said he 
almost reached the same 
conclusion in his test in June, 


but found the particles outside 
looked like asbestos but were a 
different nontoxic building 
material. 

Dr. Curby said he will test 
with his equipment at no cost 
when the city arranges for 
other tests to insure reliable 
data to show if the asbestos 
level is really going down after 
work is complete. The city has 
$2,000 set aside for another set 
of six air samples.

Across the kitchen counter 


Sitting with pretty Jean Lynch in the 
living room of her old farmhouse in Stow, 
Mass., you realize how smoothly some 
people can regain their footing when 
adversity befalls them. 

Six and a half years ago, Jean's 
husband David, a sales engineer working 
in Rochester, New York, was transferred 
to a firm on Rt. 128. "We bought our 
home, which was known as Old Elm 
Farm, with its 16 acres and 350 or so 
apple trees, and had no intention at all of 
turning it into an apple business. But 
when David’s job turned out to be less 
than we had anticipated, we decided to 
grow apples for a living. 

"We named the place Shelburne Farm 
because we like Shelburne, Vermont but 
couldn't afford land in Vermont, so we 
made our Shelburne here, and love it! 
Knowing nothing at all about growing 
apples, we learned with the assistance 


of Mass. Extension Service and 
patient, wonderful Max Fultz (who un¬ 
fortunately died last year). He was so 
great...he held our hands, ate brownies 
and drank tea as he taught us what apple 
farming was all about. 

"Also,” she adds with a smile, "I 
should tell you that my husband loves 
machines. He’ll use any excuse to buy a 
tractor. There's quite a bit of physical 
work here and he enjoys it because he’s 
his own boss now. We've also discovered 
that you have to become a marketing 
expert as well as learn other phases in the 
apple growing business and we do it 
together, hiring only during the busy 
picking season." 

The children, ages 5, 6 and 8, while old 
enough to spread peanut butter on bread 
for themselves when the stand becomes 
busy, are watched over by David's neice, 
a student at Dartmouth College.

Apple Cooking by Beatrice VaugB 
available at the stand. 

WINTER STRAWBERRIES 

1 cup fresh cranberries, ground 

4 medium apples, ground (about 2 
cups) 

2 cups sugar 

Put cranberries and cored apples 
through food grinder. Add sugar and mix 
thoroughly. Chill in refrigerator for an 
hour or so. Makes about 4 cups. Quite 
rich, and tasting much like fresh 
strawberries, it is altogether delicious, 
especially when served on a slice of plain 
cake. 

FRESH APPLECAKE 

5 medium apples, peeled and chopped 

2 cups sugar 

1 cup melted shortening 

2 eggs, to be beaten in 

2 cups sifted flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon suit 

1 teaspoon EACH nutmeg and allspice 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 

1 cup seedless raisins 

1 cup chopped nuts 

Combine apples and sugar and let stand 
for 10 minutes. Stir in shortening, then 
beat in the eggs. Sift flour with baking 
powder, salt and spices. Sitr in raisins 
and nuts, then add to apple mixture. Mix 
thoroughly, then pour into greased pan, 
about 13x9-inches. The batter will be 
quite stiff. Bake in 375 degree oven for 
about 50 minutes. Cool on wire rack 
before cutting. This excellent cake needs 
no frosting, although a simple white icing 
may be used. 

APPLE FILLED SQUARES 

3 cups sifted flour 

3 tablespoous sugar v 


>•2 teaspoon salt 
1 cup butter or margarine 
3 egg yolks 

3 tablespoons dairy soured cream 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

FILLING: 

8 medium apples, peeled, cored and 
grated 
1 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
2 egg whites 

4 cup finely chopped nuts 
Confectioners’ sugar 

Sift together the flour, sugar and salt. 
Rub in butter or margarine. Add egg 
yolks, soured cream and vanilla; mix into 
a stiff dough. Chill for several hours for 
case in handling. Divide dough in half. 
Roll out 1 part to fit a lightly buttered, 
13x9-inch pan; combine grated apples 
with sugar and cinnamon. Spread over 
dough. Dot with the butter. Roll out 
remaining dough, place on top; moisten 
hedges and seal. Beat egg whites till 
[othy, and spread over surface. Sprinkle 
ilh the nuts. Bake about 45 minutes in 
i degree oven. Cool, then sift con- 
feBhners' sugar lightly over top. Cut in 
squifts and serve. Makes 30 squares with 
a codBe-like crust. 

VNDIED APPLE CAKE 
t Jcd&Lynch's all time favorite) 

4 cups pea^fl, cored, coarsely chopped 
apples 

7 tablespooriSj^randy 
2 cups sugar 
4 cup salad oil 
2 eggs 

2 cups all purpose 
2 teaspoons cinnamon’ 1 
2 teaspoons baking soda 
1 teaspoon EACH nutmeg and salt 
4 teaspoon ground doves 
1 cup chopped walnuts 
1 cup plumped raisins 
To plump raisins, pour boiling water 
over them and allow to stand for 10 
minutes; drain completely before adding 
to batter. 

Pour brandy over chopped apples and 
set aside. In large mixing bowl, combine 
sugar, salad oil and eggs and beat well.

Question: A pupil in a history class would like a recipe for 
Hasty Pudding. Would you or your readers have such a 
recipe? 

Marjorie B. Wright, Waban 

Answer: I had just about given up in my search for your 
Hasty Pudding recipe when I remembered an English cook¬ 
book published in 1869 titled- The New Cookery Book, and I 
quote: "OATMEAL PORRIDGE, OR HASTY PUDDING. 
This is a favorite breakfast dish in Scotland, and in the 
north of England is much used in the nursery, being con¬ 
sidered wholesome and nourishing. The coarse-grained 
oatmeal which forms a gelatinous substance when well 
boiled, is the best for this purpose. Pour over a quarter of a 
pint of the oatmeal as much cold water as will completely 
cover it, and let it lie 6 hours or longer to swell; then put into 
a saucepan a pint of milk and let it boil; stir in by degrees 
the moistened oatmeal with a wooden spoon, beating it 
quite smooth as you put it in; add a teaspoon of salt and boil 
about 10 minutes, or till the porridge is about the con¬ 
sistency of thick custard; then pour it into small breakfast 
plates, and serve quickly with cold butter, salt or sugar." 

Question: I am interested in a recipe for Khaubz Araby, 
or Arab bread. It is used to pick up a piece of bite size meat 
instead of using a fork and I am told the recipe and method 
is quite simple. Many thanks.

Answer: This flat bread is used as a sponge to soak up 
delicious sauces from meat as well as a napkin for fingers 
and lips. The Arab people slice the 8-inch flat disc into 
quarters and then use the triangular pocket as a fork, 
spoon, scoop, sponge or napkin. The bread must be baked in 
a very hot oven and browned properly so the inside pocket is 
formed while it is in the oven. 

ARAB BREAD 

5 to 6 cups unsifted flour 

1 tablespoon sugar 

2 teaspoons salt 

1 pkg. active dry yeast 

2 cups very warm tap water (120-130 deg.) 

In a large bowl thoroughly mix 2 cups flour, sugar, salt, 
and undissolved active dry yeast. Gradually add tap water 
to dry ingredients and beat for 2 minutes at medium speed 
of electric mixer, scraping bowl occasionally. Add 4 cup 
flour. Beat at high speed for 2 minutes, scraping bowl oc¬ 
casionally. Stir in enough additional flour to make a soft 
dough. Turn out onto lightly floured board; knead until 
smooth and elastic, about 8-10 minutes. Place in a greased 
bowl, turning to grease top. Cover; let rise in warm place, 
free from draft, until doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. Punch 
dough down; turn out onto lightly floured board. Cover; let 
rest for 30 minutes. Divide dough into 6 equal pieces; shape 
each into a ball. On a lightly floured board, roll each ball 
into an 8-inch circle; place on a lightly floured baking sheet. 
Slide the circle directly onto the floor of a very hot oven, 450 
degrees, or onto a preheated iron skillet placed on the 
lowest rack of a 450 degree oven; bake about 5 minutes, or 
until done. (Tops will not be brown.) Lightly brown tops of 
bread by placing under hot broiler, 450 degrees, 3-inches 
from source of heat for about 1 minute, or until browned. 
Makes 6 loaves.

HERBERTS FAVORITE 
CLAM CHOWDER CASSEROLE 

3 oz. macaroni (cook according to package directions) 

Vi cup chopped onion 

Vi cup green pepper 

1 tablespoon oil 

1 can (10 oz.) condensed clam chowder, undiluted 

1 can Baby Clams, drained 

Dash Worcestershire sauce 

1 teaspoon curry powder 

4 cup buttered bread crumbs 

Saute chopped onion and green pepper in oil until tran¬ 
slucent but still crispy. Add curry powder and cook for 5 
minutes. Add Worcestershire sauce, clams, and condensed 
clam chowder. Cook macaroni, until tender, drain. In 
greased casserole, layer clam mixture and macaroni en¬ 
ding with clam mixture. Sprinkle with buttered crumbs and 
bake in 350 degree over from 30 minutes. Serves 4-5.

4 teaspoon baking powder 
2-4 cups all purpose flour 
4 cup chocolate bits 


Pour boiling water over cocoa and set aside. Cream 
margarine, shortening, sugar and eggs until mixture is 
light and fluffy.

“the spire blew over on to the 
roof, smahsing its way down 
into the auditorium, to the 
great confusion and destruc¬ 
tion of all things therein." 

While repairs were being 
made, the congregation was 
invited to meet nearby in a hall 
at Lasell Junior College, 
which, as Lasell Female 
Seminary, had been 
established in 1851. 

Today, the Auburndale 
Congregational Church has 
about 350 members, and with 
its several additions and the 
parsonage, occupies the large 
block on Woodland Road 
between Hancock and Grove

Eleven plays, most of which were 
rushes by quarterback John Riley and halfback Jim 
Acheson, and 4:16 later Acheson went in from nine yards 
out. The extra point attempt was wide. 

The halftime statistics show that Newton held a lead in 
first downs (9-2), and yards gained (101-97).

3rd Quarter

Well, Newton coach Kojoyian probably said a few tidies to 
his players during intermission, for they came out like a 
different squad. Even though,they didn't score in the third 
quarter, they performed something that could be con¬ 
sidered a bit of a miracle on this Saturday, for they held 
Rindge Tech to nothing also, the firs and last quarter in 
which they would do such a thing.

Which Lion team was for real?

There were two totally different teams on the field for the 
Newton South's football game last week. The team that 
played in the first half appeared to be in a daze and listless, 
and allowed an excellent Rindge Tech team to march all 
over them. 

Their passing game was pitiful, their running not much 
better and their defease, along with the specialty teams, 
was the worst of all. 

The specialty teams allowed two touchdowns to be scored 
on them. They must improve if South hopes to improve it’s 
season. South’s defense allowed three touchdowns of more 
than 30 yards. 

However, in the second half we saw a new South team; it 
blocked well and almost completely stopped the whole 
Rindge Tech offense, allowing only 6 points in the whole 
second half while scoring 16 itself. South’s running game, 
led by Matt Sabetti once again, was very impressive, 
especially in the fourth quarter. Their passing game, led by 
a “catchy” combination of Cushner-to-McKinney, was 
quite good. The above combination hooked up on a 35-yard 
touchdown pass, one of the prettiest plays of the year for 
South. 

The difficult part will be in deciding which South team 
was for real, the first half team or the second half team. We 
will discuss essentially, the passing attack with and without 
a quarterback with an arm like Mike Cushner or legs like 
John Amicangioli; which running game was the real one for 
South, the slow, inadequate running attack of the first half 
or the quick, alive attack of the second half and finally, the 
specialty teams which were the same in both halfs, 
miserable. They allowed a punt to be blocked which was 
then turned into a touchdown and a kick-off which was run 
back eighty yards for a touchdown. 

Running Was Off 

The running attack, for the past nine quarters of football 
was, in a word, terrible. When the holes were there the 
runners were not, and when the runners were there the 
holes just were not opening. The runners, potentially, are 
good and Matt Sabetti is as good as any runner in Newton. 
But in the past couple of games they have run with poor 
judgement. They have always seemed to cut back at the 
wrong time and slipped just when they could not afford to. 

But the biggest problem for South runners was a case of 
fumble-itis. This is an almost fatal disease which infects 
runners every so often. It's main sympton is a dropped 
football from the hands of the runner which then causes the 
head coach to have a case of ulcers. The other main chink in 
the South running attack is speed, or lack of it. Greg 
McKinney has good speed but thus far in the season has 
been much more impressive as a pass receiver and not a 
runner. Matt Sabetti is a good enough power runner but he 
only has decent speed and not nearly enough to be an out¬ 
side runner. South does have some quick runners on the 
bench but for the time being Coach Kojoyian appears quite 
settled on his starting backfield of Sabetti and McKinney. 

Cushner Impressive As Passer 

The passing game has a different situation in that there 
are two adequate quarterbacks, John Amicangioli and 
Mike Cushner. Amicangioli is a senior who, when right, is a 
fine runner with a decent arm. He was surprise starter 
when Phil Small got hurt and after the first game looked 
great. But in the past two and a half games Amicangioli has 
had his problems. His strong suit, running, has not been 
working while his passing game, without the aid of his 
running, lias almost disintegrated. 

'Die second choice is a walk-on junior, Mike Cushner 


Custiner has a fine arm and has been advancing steadily 
from third-string quarterback at the beginning of the year 
to playing practically the whole second half of the last 
game. Mike has as strong an arm as anybody on the Lion 
team and, when right, can move a team a long distance in a 
little time. The problem with Mike is his running ability, 
which is not too good. But Mike is a better-than-average 
quarterback, a good leader, and with his arm he really can 
add a new and interesting dimension to South’s offense. It 
will be most interesting to see if Coach Koyjoyian will go 
with experience in John Amiccangioli or a young, flashy 
quarterback in Mike Cushner in the future. 

Defense Is The Key 

And once more, what probably will be the key to the South 
team is the defense. When South won, the defense was the 
big part of the team, making key stops and causing many 
turnovers. The past couple of games, however, have been 
completely different. South’s defense was porous, giving up 
many points and missing tackles. Last game, for example, 
South was only able to come up with two turnovers when it 
meant little, but when the game was on the line in the 
beginning of the game, SOuth gave up many long key 
tocudowns. And the worst part of it is that few things 
demoralize a team more than having a long play pulled on 
it. The final trouble 

The final trouble spot for the Lions from Newton South is 
the specialty teams, which generally show the spirit and 
depth of a team. However, hopefully this is not the case with 
Newton South as the specialy teams have been miserable. 
In just the last game against Rindge Tech, South allowed 
two touchdowns by the specialty teams and this is a 
disgrace. 

South has some fine athletes on its "suicide squds” but 
they ha ve not been doing the job. The South team will need a 
lift, not a drop, in talent when its specialty teams come on 
the field. As a matter of fact, it would seem that the first 
order of business for Coach Kojoyian would be to find a 
punter. Not to take anything away from John Amicangioli, 
the regular South punter who has done enough as the 
quarterback, but he is just not a good enough punter. He is 
still looking for his first 30 yard punt and it seems that until 
South gets at least an adequate kicking game it cannot hope 
to advance above the role of spoiler. 

The star of the week on offense for South was, once 
again, Matt Sabetti, who rushed for 104 yards in only 19 
carries, scored one touchdown, and rushed in for two extra 
points. Although he gained most of his yardage in the 
second half when South was hopelessly behind, still gaining 
over 100 yards is a feat on any field and he deserves his 
accolades. Sabetti has been the strongest and most con¬ 
sistent player for South the whole year and deserves much 
more credit than he has been getting. He is one of the top 
runners in Newton and is also the strongest Lion on defense. 
He is a classy guy and.a true star in every capacity.

Commoner — biologist, projects is solar energy for

focus of his crusade has been 
shifted from pollution by a 
phony conflict between advo¬ 
cates of energy and the en¬ 
vironment. The conflict, he 
maintains, doesn’t exist. 

"That's a lot of hokum, that 
there's a conflict between the 
two," he said in an Interview. 

"The administration is put¬ 
ting out talk like that largely 
because they don't know what 
to do about energy anyway and 
aren’t really interested in 
cleaning up the environment." 

As Commoner sees it, Presi¬ 
dent Ford and his advisers 
don't really have to be all that 
confused. 

All they have to do is get in 
touch with Commoner — either 
at Washington University, 
where he heads the Center for 
the Biology of Natural 
Systems, or at the Scientists' 
Institute for Public Infor- 
malon, or on the lecture cir¬ 
cuit, where he extols the vir¬ 
tues of solar energy and 
rebuilding the railroads. 

Commoner is sure he knows 
what should be done, and is 
more than willing to share his 
views. 

"If the administration were 
interested In energy conserva¬ 
tion and environmental im¬ 
provement," he said, "all they 
would have to do would be to 
propose that the railroads be 
expanded rather than contrac¬ 
ted. There's no conflict there 
between energy conservation 
and environmental quality. 

"The reason why the ad¬ 
ministration doesn't do it is 
that Ford is unwilling to bite 
the economic bullet. 

"It seems to me that if Ford 
really meant that energy is one 
of his big issues, he should have 
taken a few weeks off and had a 
crash course in ther¬ 
modynamics. I’m sure that 
hasn’t happened." 

Nor is he impressed with 
concern over oil tariffs and 
middle eastern sheiks. 

"That’s all ptddly," he said. 
If scientists learn the facts 
and teach them to the 
American public, he said, the 
government will reluctantly 
tag along. 

"I think actually the public 
has been remarkably resistant 
to the nonsense that's been 
coming out of Washington,” he 
said. "You still find wherever 
you go that people are very 
much aware of the Importance 
of environmental quality.

Prize for 
New York 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
New York City has won a prize 
it badly wanted: the 1976 
Democratic national con¬ 
vention. 

The Democrats chose New 
York over Ixa Angeles for their 
July 12-16 convention after 
Mayor Abraham Beame and 
local labor leaders pledged 
Wednesday that police, fire¬ 
fighters and sanitation workers 
would stay on the Job next 
summer despite the city’s 
money shortage. 

The last time New York had 
a political convention was 1924, 
when the Democrats bogged 
down in a 15-day, 103-ballot 
convention before nominating 
John W. Davis to be trounced 
by Republican Calvin Coolldge. 

White House spokesman Ron 
Nessen said Wednesday Presi¬ 
dent Ford is neutral on the site 
of the Republican convention, 
to be chosen Sept. 8 or 9 from 
among Cleveland, Kansas City 
and Miami Beach, site of the 
last two GOP conventions and 
the last Democratic con¬ 
vention. 

The 11-9 committee vote for 
New York and quickly ratified 
by the party’s national execu¬ 
tive committee after a day¬ 
long hearing and debate on the 
merits of the nation's two 
largest urban centers as 
political convention sites. 

Much of the debate was 
about convention hall seating 
arrangements and the 
availability of hotel rooms. But 
the decision appeared to be 
based on political con¬ 
siderations. Both cities had 
Democratic mayors and 
governors, but party leaders 
clearly felt they would be in 
friendlier hands in New York.

Drying Fruits: The shortage 
of canning lids has caused 
gardeners to go back to the old- 
fashioned method of preser¬ 
ving fruits and vegetables, 
namely, drying. The proteins, 
carbohydrates and minerals In 
fruits and vegetables is un¬ 
changed by the drying process. 
Don’t go overboard on drying 
because the new generation 
may not like dried foods. Also, 
in winter the dried foods should 
be supplemented with fresh 
ones, nutritionists think, to 
assure the family of a 
palatable and nutritious diet. 

You don’t need elaborate 
equipment for drying. Some 
people use the heat from a pilot 
light in a gas stove. Others use 
low heat from an electric stove, 
others use the top of the stove. 

Most fruits and vegetables 
should be dried within the 
temperature range of 120 degs. 
F. or so. The more rapid the 
drying, the better the product 
Fruits are adequately dry 
when they are waxy or 
leathery in texture. You won't 
be able to squeeze out any 
moisture with your fingers. 
Dried vegetables should be 
"bone dry", brittle so that they 
break with a snap. 

Storing: Dried foods can be 
kept in airtight jars and stored 
in a cool, dry place. Scaled 
glassfruit jars are fine. You 
need good sealing to keep out 
weevils and other insects 
which thrive on dried fruits and 
vegetables. Cook dried foods in 
water used for refreshing, and 
only long enough to make them 
tender. 

Dried fruits such as prunes, 
apricots, apples, raisins, etc. 
can be eaten without cooking. 
Onions, which are easily dried 
into flakes or slices, can be 
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used in soups as you would 
dried onion soup. 

If you arc storing fresh fruits 
or vegetables, remember they 
are still living parts of plants. 
The cooler you can keep them 
the better. The rate of 
respiration (breathing), 
breakdown and decay is just 
about doubled with each 18 
degs. rise in temperature. If 
you can store fruits or 
vegetables within 10 degs. 
above freezing (32 degs. F.) 
you can keep them almost 
"tree-fresh". 

Green Thumb Clinic: "We 
feel that our house plants need 
repotting and wonder If we can 
do it now. What’s the best soil 
mixture?" Ans: Yes, now’s a 
fine time. You can’t beat our 
standard mixture of 1 part 
each of sand, peat and loam. 
Don't try to use a clay soil in 
your mixture.

Energy saving begins at home 


"Buying a home is usually a 
family’s biggest investment," 
according to Frederick Burke, 
of Hyde Park. Burke is 
President of the Greater 
Boston Real Estate Board's 
local Brokers Institute Council 
C. "Many families arc at¬ 
tracted to existing or re-sale 
homes because they frequently 
offer buyers more space for 
their money.” says Burke. 

"There arc, however, 
potential problems a buyer 
should be aware of," says 
Burke, a Realtor for six years. 
The potential problem areas 
are: "The home's outside 
walls. If they are made of brick 
or stone, test the mortar— 
especially near the ground— 
with a screw driver to see 
whether it's firm or powdery. 
Crumbling mortar can let 
water in. and water might 
crack the masonry or damage 
interior walls." 

Check brick walls for bulges. 
"This” says Burke “could 
indicate structural defects or 
brick veneer coming loose. 
Check non-masonry walls for a 
good fit at joints and in cor¬ 
ners: gaps give water a chance 
to rot framing underneath." 

Inspect the roof for loose or 
missing shingles that permit 
rain to seep in. Make sure the 
metal flashing at junctions, 
such as where the roof meets a 
wall or chimney is in good 
shape. Cheek age of roof, 
certain materials last longer. 


Common Asphalt shingle 
roofing usually lasts 15-20 
years; wood and asbestos 
cement lasts approximately 30 
years and slate or clay tile can 
remain in good condition for 40 
years. 

Burke also suggests that a 
buyer check the supports for 
the homes deck, and examine 
the foundation for mud tubes 
that termites build. 

"Examine the driveway, 
patio or other paved surfaces 
for an indication of uneven 
settling" says Burke. "Small 
cracks are common. However 
large cracks that might recur 
after repairing, if the soil 
underneath is uneven, could be 
a problem area." Burke says 
the buyer should also make 
sure gutters and downspouts 
are clean, free of rust and in 
good repair. “Downspouts 
should discharge onto splash 
blocks directed away from the 
house, or into drains or an 
underground dry well. The 
ground around the home should 
also slope away from the house 
so that rain runs off in the 
proper direction." 

To help the buyer check all 
these things out, Burke 
suggests they as a REALTOR 
for assistance. A REALTOR, 
identified by the REALTOR 
seal, Is a qualified sales expert 
who belongs to the National 
Association of Realtors and 
adheres to a strict Code of 
Ethics.

In fact, they may live in the 
railroad station itself — Chat¬ 
tanooga’s 1909 Terminal Sta¬ 
tion, turned into an elegant 
hotel and restaurant by local 
businessmen after it lost its 
trains in 1970. .

Yet, if we don't start to 
conserve, the time may come 
when flipping a switch won't 
bring the usual response. An 
estimated 30 per cent of the 
energy used in this country is 
wasted, according to the 
Federal Energy 
Administration. 

About 20 per cent of all the 
energy produced is consumed 
by the 70 million households in 
the United States — more than 
half of it for heating and 
cooling, about 15 per cent for 
water heating and the rest for 
lighting and to run appliances 
such as refrigerators, washers 
and dryers. It is obvious 
American families can help 
eliminate some of that waste. 

Even if energy conservation 
were no consideration, with the 
bills for it climbing steadily, 
most families will find it an 
economic necessity to cut down 
on energy usage where they 
can. 


In shopping for insulation, 
the National Cellulose 
Insulation Manufacturers 
Association recommends you 
consider the R-value factor. R- 
value is a measure of the 
ability of a material to retard 
heat flow. The higher the R- 
value, the higher the insulating 
quality. 

The Association recom¬ 
mends R-30 for ceilings, R-14 
for sidewalls and R-13 for 
floors over uninsulated areas. 

It is possible to save in little 
ways, also. C.I.T. Financial 
Services offers some sugges¬ 
tions: 

Reduce energy consumption 
in cooking. Use pans that cover 
the entire heating element so 
that heat is not lost to the 
surrounding air. Make good 
use of oven heat. Plan an entire 
oven-cooked meal or make 
dishes for freezing and later 
reheating Use accessory 
ovens for small meals.

I Sales rise over 75 


DETROIT (UPI) — Three of 
Uie four U.S. automakers today 
reported new car sales up 
substantially from a year ago 
in the first period of the 1976- 
model year. 

American Motors said its 
Oct. 1-10 sales were up 25 per 
cent, General Motors reported 
a 17 per cent gain and the Ford 
Motor Co. showed a 16 per cent 
improvement. All three have 
now introduced all of the 76 
models. 

Chrysler Corp., which plans 
to Introduce Its cars tliis week, 
was to report its sales later in 


the day. 

GM, with sales totaling 
129,846 cars, also reported that 
commercial vehicle sales were 
up nearly 42 per cent from last 
year for an early October sales 
record. Ford sold 82,476 cars in 
the period while AMC said its 
| sales totaled 7,711 cars. 

Industry analysts said sales 
appeared to be the strongest 
for any month-opening period 
since October of 1973. 

Despite the strong showing, 
which Ford Sales Vice Presi¬ 
dent Bennett E. Bldwell re¬ 
ferred to as a '‘turnaround’’ 


with the Introduction of the 1976 
models, a new consumer 
survey Indicates the industry 
shouldn't expect a quick 
recovery from Its two-year 
slump. 

Last year's introduction of 
the 1975 models, with price tags 
averaging $500 over earlier 
models, started the Industry’s 
long slide that hit bottom with 
the layoffs of more than 300,000 
auto workers during the 
winter. Since then, sales have 
increased slowly, month by 
month, with the ‘76s expected 
to enhance the recovery. 


Auto here 
to stay 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
automobile will remain the 
most universally accepted 
form of transportation in 
America, but It must be made 
more efficient and used more 
responsibly, Transportation 
Secretary William T. Coleman 
Jr., said today. 

In his first statement on 
natioal transportation policy, 
Coleman also called for more 
vigorous freight railroads, fi¬ 
nancially stable airlines and 
more effective urban transpor¬ 
tation systems. 

The statement contained no 
surprises. It was largely a 
compilation of previously an- 
junced administration policy. 

| Coleman said federal owner- 
of any transportation 
should be avoided and 
Jeral financial role kept 
’. minium. He advocated 
Jory reform and 
Jon between different 
'of transportation, in- 
' atlon of govem- 
atriers against in- 
aership, such as 
railroad ownership of barge 
lines. '■!; 

On rail pasaenger service, 
Coleman said the government 
must determine whether Am- 
trak can compete with other 
forms of passenger transporta¬ 
tion without federal subsidies, 
and if not, there should be a 
basic policy decision about 
keeping up long term federal 
subsidies. 

In terms of freight transpor¬ 
tation, Coleman said "in an era 
of increasing awareness of the 
need for energy conservation 
and environmental protection, 
railroads must play a major 
role." 

Coleman noted he was the 
first secretary to include the 
automobile In a national policy 
statement on transportation. 

He called the automobile 
‘‘the most flexible and 
responsible" form of tran¬ 
sportation for Americans, “but 
It Is also a major contributor to 
fatalities, injuries, air 
pollution, high energy 
consumption and congestion." 

The technical performance 
of automobiles must be im¬ 
proved and It must be used In a 
“more Intelligent and socially 
responsible manner," he said.

Orange leaves and Idnian 
summer seem to emphasize 
the fact that New England 
should have a lot more bike 
paths. 

On these October weekends 
the traffic on our "remote” 
village roads becomes a New 
Yorker’s nightmare. No one 
would even bother to go driving 
off into the bumper-to-bumper 
scene...except that the reds 
and golds against the dear 
blue sky are so beautiful it's 
worth even this. 

The people who really enjoy 
tlie annual foliage trek will be 
those who go by bicycle, on 
foot, or by canoe. After all, 
scenery like this is meant to be 
slowly savored, not zipped 
through like a speeded-up 
movie. 

It’s hardly sensible, 
however, to go bicycling off 
with the automobiles on the 
roads, since unfortunately 
whenever a bike and a car get 
into a fight, the car wins. 
Every year about 700 fatalities 
are caused by collisions bet¬ 
ween bicycles and motor 
vehicles.

One character «ays in the first act, 
"The 70's is the garbage of the ’60’s"; 
you can include '^Kennedy's Children” as 
part of the '70's. 

It is a play which concerns five 
habitues of a bar on Manhattan’s lower 
East Side who relive their shattering 
experiences of the 1960’s. 

None of the characters interact; each 
silent delivers a monologue. While the 
bartender is ever , the audience must 
patiently listen to a black woman who 
laments the passing of Camelot with 
President Kennedy’s assassination, a gay 
dancer who tells of his working ex¬ 
periences, a shell-shocked Vietnam 
veteran who tells ofdastardly deeds in 
letters to his mother, an anachronistic 
political activist pretty much saying in 
despondency "Where did it all go?", and 
a blonde actress who envisions herself as 
the next Marilyn Monroe. 

The tone is very pessimistic. One is led 
to believe that early in the 1960’s, each 
character had a dream; and that in 1974, 
each is past the stage of being 
disillusioned and is cynically unhappy 
with reality, 

The impression one gets from author 
Robert Patrick is that ever since John F. 
Kennedy was assassinated, it’s been all 
downhill for all concerned; that is, all of 
us he left behind. Such a pessimistic 
theme can successfully be presented 
upon the stage, but such is not the case 
with "Kennedy's Children." 

With no interaction between charac¬ 


ters, something is needed to sustain 
audience interest. The "something" Is 
seldom provided in this play. 
Occasionally, there Ls an enthralling 
moment, usually delivered by the actress 
or political activist, but the rest of the 
show strains the audience’s endurance. 

The audience will sympathize with 
Wanda at first, because she saw nothing 
but good in John Kennedy and all that 
surrounded him and is sorry he is gone. 
But one can take only so much of a per¬ 
son’s sob story before wondering if it will 
ever stop. 

Sparger is occasionally amusing when 
telling of his off-Broadway experiences 
but he, too, becomes boring after a while, 

Mark, the soldier, is a psychotic who Ls 
in terrible need of psychiatric treatment 
and tries the audience's patience mast of 
all with his boring letters to Mom. 

Rona, the political activist, is different 
from the other characters in that she is 
boring at first, but uniquely becomes 
very interesting and believable as her 
character develops. 

Carla, the actress, Ls the only character 
that sustains the audience’s interest 
while remarkably and amusingly telling 
her cynical talc. Though we laugh at 
Carla and what she says in her seeming 
airheadedness, her perceptions and 
reasoning are crystal clear. 

A fine performance is given by Shrley 
Knight as Carla, the next sex goddess, as 
she reveals what she wanted and what 
she got. Kaiulani I,ee plays Rona, the 
political activist, and becomes excellent 
as she offers her heart-rendering 


memories of Woodstock as well as the 
horror of the Democratic National 
Convention in Chicago along with more of 
the good old days. With her manner of 
talking and walking, Miss Lee 8 at times 
reminds one of a little old lady that isn't 
old yet. 

Barbara Montgomery appropriately 
gets the sympathetic ear as Wanda, the 
black woman who misses Camelot, and 
makes the most of a tough role. Don 
Parker plays the dancer who has been 
through it all, and is funny at times 
though he is given too much to say. 
Michael Sacks may be remembered by 
movie buffs as Billy Pilgrim in 
"Slaughterhouse-Five” and as Maxwell 
Slide the highway patrolman in 
"Sugarland Express" and will continue 
to be remebered as such because he is 
confronted with an impossible role here 
as Mark, the Vietnam vet. 

The bar room set, designed by Santo 
Ixxjuasto, is extremely impressive. 

I have never seen so many people walk 
out on a performance as I saw during the 
second act of "Kennedy’s Children." It 
was so bad that once the curtain came 
down, those that hadn't already left were 
bolting for the doors. One couldn't help 
but feel bad for the actors who watched 
more than half the audience leave in the 
middle of the curtain call. Many of the in- 
jokes about Manhattan will be much 
more appreciated by the New York 
audiences, but I doubt it will be sufficient 
to save the show on Broadway. 

"Kennedy's Children" is playing at the 
Wilbur Theatre on Tremont Street in 
downtown Boston until Oct. 25.

Newton's fledgling political group, 
Voice, announced its endorsements last 
week and stirred up controversy in Ward 
8 . 

The organization declined to make an 
endorsement for ward alderman in Ward 
8 , causing some members to charge a 
rigged election. 

The two candidates for the vacant ward 
alderman scat in Ward 8 are Robert 
Stiller and Rhoda Davidow. 

One of the charter members of the 
organization, Aid. Eliot Cohen, is a 
supporter of Mrs. Davidow and has en¬ 
dorsed her in ads. Many members of 
Voice are supporters of Stiller. 

Voice played host to candidates and 
citizens at a party Tuesday night at 
Sidney Hill Country Club and officially 
introduced the candidates it has en¬ 
dorsed. 

The organization, which bills itself an 
amalgam of Democrats, Republicans and 
Independents, made the following en¬ 
dorsements. 

For alderman-at-large: 

Joseph McDonnell and Robert Gaynor, 
Ward I; A. Jefferson Cornell, Ward 2; 
Robert Tennant, Ward 3; Donald Budge 
and Sheila Farnese, Ward 4; James 
Miller and Sidney Small, Ward 5; Joan 
Saklad and Frederic Stemburg, Ward G;

A Newton man died after his car hit a 
tree early Saturday morning on 
Washington Street in Newtonville. 

Donato Rufo, 31, of 146 Jewett St., 
Newton, was pronounced dead on arrival 
at Newton-Wellesley Hospital at 4:25 a.m. 

Police received a call reporting the 
accident at 3:32 a.m. in front of 736 
Washington St. near the corner of Beach 
Street. Officers at the scene reported that 
he was unconscious then with a slight 
pulse and faint breathing, but was 
trapped in the car. 

Assistant Fire Chief Philip K. Coakley 
supervised the operation of the "Jaws of 
Life” to pry open the car door to enable 
removing Rufo from the car. 

Rufo, who was born in San Donato, 
Italy, was driving a 1972 two-door Fiat. 
Police had no explanation for the ac¬ 


cident which destroyed the front end of 
the car. 

Police reports said Rufo died from a 
broken neck, massive chest injuries, and 
multiple fractures. 

This is the first auto fatality in Newton 
this year. 

Rufo lived in Newton for nine years and 
worked at the Sheraton Tara Hotel in 
Framingham. 

A funeral at the Andrew J. Magni 
Funeral Home, 365 Watertown St., 
Newton, was followed by a Mass at the 
Church of Our Lady Tuesday morning. 
He will be buried later in San Donato, 
Italy. 

He leaves his parents, Lucio and 
Carolina Antonellis Rufo of Newton, his 
brother Mario of Brighton, and his sister, 
Mrs. Cesidio Lillian Cedrone of Italy. 


The Newton police contract recently 
signed will cost the city $1,023,001. 

Under terms of the contract, which is 
retroactive to July, 1974, and runs until 
July, 1976, patrolmen will receive $12,299 
to $14,088 base pay, depending on length 
of service. 

Sergeants will receive $16,623.68, 
lieutenants $19,117.63, and captains 
$21,984.23. 

The increase represents an 8.06 percent 
increase for the first year of the contract 
and a 10 percent increase for the second 
year, the same as that accepted by all the 
other unions in the city. 

The Board of Aldermen approved the 
appropriation from budget reserve to 
implement the contract. 

A total of $2.1 million was set aside in

Council violated 
law, Cohen says

The Newton-Wellesley-Weston Council 
for Children overstepped its bounds, 
according to a candidate for School 
Committee, when it sent out question¬ 
naires on a letter about its state 
stationery. 

The N-W-W Council sent question¬ 
naires to School Committee and 
aldermanic candidates, asking for their 
opinions on priorities for children’s 
services and how the city and the School 
Department should fulfill their 
obligations in meeting the priorities. 

School Committee candidate Robert 
Cohen responded sharply to a question 
from the audience at the PTA Council 
candidates’ night last week about not 
replying to the questionnaire. 

Cohen said he had not answered the 
questionnaire because he was protesting 
the use of state funds to produce and mail 
the questionnaire. 

Only six of the 15 School Committee 
candidates and 15 of the 40 aldermanic 
candidates responded to the question¬ 
naires. 

Their answers were duplicated and 
distributed at the candidates' night and to 
local newspapers. . 

Cohen said he had reported the matter 
to the state attorney general's office, 
which told him by telephone that the 
mailing of the questionnaire constituted 
two violations of law and that if Cohen 
"pushed" the matter the attorney 
general would prosecute. 

The violations were the use of state 
stationery for the cover letters and the 
use of official authority to "influence 
political action” and “promulgate 
positions of candidates," Cohen said. 

Joanne Williams, legislative chairman 
of the council, in a letter written to local 
papers after the candidates’ night, 
claimed that Cohen's charge, which was 
supported by other candidates, stemmed 
from "a misunderstanding of the role of 
the Council for Children."

collective bargaining for both police and 
firefighters’ contracts. 

The firefighters’ contract is still under 
negotiation and has entered the fact¬ 
finding stage. Estimates on the amount of 
money involved are $800,000 or $900,000. 

One point of contention — overtime pay 
for assignment to city functions, such as 
football games — was resolved by 
agreeing to the same rate as paid by 
private persons, without the minimum 
number of hours chargeable to private 
persons. 

New in the contract are a $200 annual 
clothing allowance for plainclothes 
policemen and a $50 cleaning allowance 
for uniformed policemen. 

Effective Jan. 1,1975, overtime will be 
paid all officers at the rate of time and 
one-half for hours worked over 40 hours a 


week, except that no overtime will be 
paid until an officer has worked more 
than eight and one-half hours in any one 
tour of duty. 

Settlement of the police contract took 
more than a year and finally was ac¬ 
complished by binding arbitration, in 
which the last and best offer of the city 
was accepted. 

The aldermanic Finance Committee 
held action on a request for an increase in 
the salary of Police Chief William Quinn, 
whose salary is based on a patrolman's 
base salary. 

Quinn presently receives $27,000 a year. 
When his $1000 pay as director of animal 
control is added, his salary exceeds that 
of the mayor, who receives $27,5008. 

Quinn is asking for an increase of more 
than $1500. 


School Committee 
foes square off

The 15 School Committee candidates 
have been appearing at several can¬ 
didates’ nights before this election. 

The election will be Nov. 4. The can¬ 
didates spoke at events sponsored by 
VOICE and the PTA Council. 

Many candidates call this election the 
most decisive one for the School Com¬ 
mittee in a decade. 

Each voter can vote for eight can¬ 
didates; one from each ward. Each 
candidate has one opponent except Alvin 
Mandell in Ward 8. 

The main issue in the campaign is 
keeping the cost of education down and 
the quality up. Problems that will face 
the new School Committee include how 
to deal with declining enrollment, 
whether elementary schools will be 
closed, expansion and cost of the Metco 
program, participation in the 
metropolitanization plan, and whether 
there should be more emphasis on basic 
education. 

Ward 1 

In Ward 1, incumbent Henry Delicata 
will be facing Jeffrey Schwamm. 

Delicata opposed the closing of 
Memorial School, claiming the savings of 
three cents on the tax rate is false 
economy. The school administration 
stated the closing would save $193,480 in 
1976 based on 8 percent increase over 
present costs. This amount is about 521 
cents on the tax rate. 

Delicata, business manager of student 
organizations at Boston University, voted 
in favor of the present Metco program. 
He opposes a Greater Boston 
metropolitain school district. 

Schwamm said he was prompted to run 
by students, and feels educational 
resources must be distributed more 
equally throughout the city. 

He is coordinator of drug and youth 
programs for the Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston Community Mental Health 
Center. 


Two questions were asked at the 
VOICE candidates' night that required 
yes or no answers. Asked if he would 
vote for the closing of Memorial School, 
Schwamm said "Yes." Asked if he 
favored metroplitanization, he said, 
"Yes.” 

Ward 2 

In Ward 2 the present Chairwoman 
Eleanor Rosenblum will face Dr. Edward 
Prince. 

Mrs. Rosenblum feels she has an 
"investment" in the diverse programs of 
the school system. She feels the 
school system is doing a good job 
educating children, and feels school costs 
are increasing less than the cost of living. 

She favors closing schools as a method 
of dealing with declining enrollemnt, 
and favors metropolitanization based on 
keeping current School Committees and 
districts and sharing resources with other 
communities. 

Dr. Prince, a podiatrist, is unhappy 
with the education his children received 
in Newton schools. He feels the schools 
should teach more basic education, and 
thinks fat in the school budget can be cut 
out. 

He also feels the principals should help 
curb the permissiveness of parents by 
being more strict with children. 

Dr. Prince opposes the closing of 
Memorial School and 
metropolitanization. 

WardS 

In Ward 3 incumbent Gerard Byrne is 
running against Michael LeConti. 

Byrne, a marketing director at a 
plastics firm, voted for the closing of 
Memorial and favors 
metropolitanization. He feels the present 
school system is excellent, but not per¬ 
fect. He also favors Metco. 

To keep costs down he favors closing 
schools to reduce administration, 
teaching, and maintenannee costs .

Newcomers recognize burden of

In today’s society, in addition 
to the many pressures placed 
on the family, is added the 
burden of uprooting. Moving is 
something which some have 
the luxury of never having to 
consider. Those who have 


undergone the experience 
understand the devastation. 

For some it is like being 
placed in exile. For others, like 
Sue Donovan, having once 
lived through the experience of 
being a stranger in a com¬ 
munity, she vowed nev*er to go 
that route again. 

As a result, when she moved 


to Newton Sue asked around to 
find out if there were a 
Newcomer’s Club. As the 
mother of four youngsters, the 
eldest of whom is six, Sue felt 
this type of club was a great 
way to get to know people in the 
community. 

But there was no 
Newcomer’s Club. So Sue, who 
had made up her mind to 
become a part of this com¬ 
munity, decided to start one. 
She got the names of new 
residents from Welcome 
Wagon and sent out 150 in¬ 
vitations. Five people showed 
up at her house. All had small 
children and were in the same 
set of circumstances...alone 
and new. 

To describe the kind of strain 
that can befall people who 
move, a Newcomer member, 
Riki Goldberg wrote: 

Feeling sad and lonely and 
without a friend, 

Feels like the world's a big 
balloon that just burst. 

Your family moved to 
Newton, but you followed along 
anyway; 

Then call us and we can help. 

While Riki deplored the lack 
of meter in her own poem, it 
accurately represents what 
those who are uprooted feel. 
Many women feel as though 
they “just followed along 


anyway." And their husbands 
also feel alienated from the 
new community. 

Many in "following along 
anyway" feel as Kathy Quick, 
Newcomer President who 
knew she had to move, but was 
"planning to hate it." Alone, 
pregnant and not working, 
Kathy had every reason to hate 
it. 

When she heard about 
Newcomers, she decided to 
"give it a try." The “try” was 
just what was needed for now 
with her son 19 months old, 
Kathy has friends in the 
community and lias made a 
home for her family. 

The Newcomers was the 
result of a persistent effort on 
the part of the five who showed 
up at Sue Donovan’t Donovan’s 
home. All, including Karen 
Emrit, made phone calls and at 
the next meeting 48 show up. 
From there, the group that was 
begun as a social group began 
to take off. 

They formed sub groups to

handle almost any problem a 
newcomer might have. They 
formed play groups, a gourmet 
club, arts and crafts classes, 
day and evening bridge and 
couple’s bridge. 

In addition to the need for 
meeting other people, 
newcomers are faced with the 
practical problem of finding 
doctors, when the library story 
hours are and locating a 
plumber. 

The Newcomers are going to 
try to publish a directory 
listing handymen they have 
found reasonable and reliable; 
nursery schools they are 
satisfied with, merchants and 
even ideas about where to go 
with children. They are in¬ 
terested in such a directory for 
they have discovered that in an 
emergency newcomers are "at 
people’s mercy.” 

To let people get to know 
them and what thy they offer to 
new residents, they sponsored 
small coffees "for those who 
wpuld be overwhelmed by

coming into a roomful of 
people." They put up notices in 
supermarkets and libraries 
and began to mail out a 
newsletter. Right now 206 
couples receive copies of this 
newsletter put out by Sue. 

They are also interested in 
branching out to receive, not 
only young married couples, 
but singles, divorced people 
and working women. At first 
they overlooked working 
women, feeling Riki said that 
they "didn’t need us." They 
found "this simply isn’t so." 
Therefore they hope that any 
interested people will come to 
their meetings and make their 
needs known. 

While administering to the 
needs of those who are "hur¬ 


ting” from a move, the group 
also sponsored a garage sale to 
help support Juniper House, a 
residence for mentally 
retarded persons. Right now 
they say whether they continue 
this kind of volunteer work is 
up to the membership. 

Stressing that it is very much 
a couple’s club, Riki also said 
she is “excited by the quality of 
people...the fact that they are 
plugged into my interests." In 
addition to finding people to 
share interests with, members 
find they are no longer alone on 
holidays. For the group is an 
extended family. They have 
also discovered the joy of 
receiving a phone call of 
congratulations on birthdays

WNTN license cleared 
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A petition to deny license 
renewal for radio station 
WNTN and to intervene in the 
transfer of license has been 
denied by the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission. 

William Carmen, spokesman 
for Citizens of Newton for 
Community effective Radio 
Now (CONCERN), a citizens’ 
group which filed the petition, 
said Wednesday that the group 
docs not intend to appeal the 
FCC decision. 

The denial clears the way for 
completion of the sale of the 
station by owner Charles Bell 
to John Booras and Orestes 
Demetriades for $265,000. 

CONCERN challenged the 
application for license renewal 
last February on the grounds 
that the station's programing 
did not live up to what had been 
promised to the community 
and to 8 the FCC. 

One of the group’s main 
contentions, that the station 


provided little if any local 
(Newton) news and public 
affairs, was knocked down in 
the FCC decision, which im¬ 
plied that the disagreement 
was one of semantics and did 
not wish to interpret the 
meaning of "local." 

Representing the 55 mem¬ 
bers of CONCERN, Carmen 
said of the decision, "I am 
distressed not so much at 
losing the decision as I am at 
losing it by the arbitrary 
decision-making process of the 
FCC." 

Carmen feels the FCC 
procedure docs not take local 
opinions and wishes enough 
into consideration and relies 


loo much on previous, 
unrelated cases. 

WNTN's license is up for 
renewal in three years, Car¬ 
men pointed oul, and he hopes 
that Newton residents will 
listen to the station and write 
letters to the station about 
programming. All such letters 
are required to be kept as part 
of the records8 of the station, 
he said, and may be used as a 
basis for challenge of license 
renewal in the future. 

Carmen said that one of the 
new owners, John Booras, had 
called him this week and asked 
him and CONCERN to help 
him serve the radio needs of 
the community.

Pines bill would kill blue laws 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
delivered the main address at a 
recent meeting of the 
Massachusetts Selectmen's 
Association. Mann is the 
chairman of the Middlesex 
County Advisory Board, a 
board created by the 
legislature, comprised of 
representatives of the 54 cities 
and towns of Middlesex 
County. 

"In less than one year," 
Mann stated, "without specific 
funding by the legislature, I 
can report that the Board has 
made significant progress in 
serving the needs of the over 
1,000,000 people in the county 
by our action during the budget 
hearings in the early part of 
1975." With and through the 
cooperation of the legislature a 
significant sum of money was 
slashed from the budget finally 
approved by the legislature 
which had a positive effect on 
all of our property tax rates." 

“Further,” Mann continued, 
"the advisory board was 
successful in having the county 


take steps to establish the 
creation of uniform personnel 
practices with the proper 
utilization of a personnel 
director." 

Mann called for a restruc¬ 
turing of the county services 
and appealed for continual 
streamlining of county func¬ 
tions. Many of the sendees now 
being rendered by the counties 
could well be integrated into 
the state's criminal justice 
system, hospital network, and 
so on, he said. 

Mann concluded his 
remarksby calling for the 
legislature to more 
realistically look at the 
legislation so that the county 
board can be more effective. 
Ultimately, as studies seem to 
indicate, more effective 
economical services can be 
provided by the state than 
under the present county 
system, Mann said.

“The financial benefits to 
both business and labor would 
be substantial if the blue laws 
are repealed," Rep. Pines said. 

."Surveys conducted in states 
where similar laws have been 
repealed indicate that average 
weekly sales could increase by 


nearly 9 percent. According to 
information compiled by 
Massachusetts Secretary of 
Economic Affairs Howard 
Smith, even with an increase of 
only 5 percent, retail sales 
would climb by $780 million in 
Massachusetts. This added 
volume would easily offset any 
rises in overhead costs due to 
conducting business on Sun¬ 
day, “ Rep. Pines continued. 

It is estimated by Smith that 
payrolls would also be boosted 
by at least $104 million. In 
addition, unemployment, 
which is dangerously high in 
Massachusetts and almost 14 
percent, would decline as 
many new jobs are generated 
by this legislation, said Pines. 

Representative Pines said 
Secretary Smith’s study also 
indicated that the bill would 
also result in additional tax 
revenue for the state.

Threat to 
democracy - 

We’vp given it a lot of thought and 
concluded that the greatest threat to 
democracy is rain. 

We hope you'll give it some thought too. 

How often have you heard dire predic- 
i tions about a "low voter turnout" because 
t of rain on election day? 

Does that strike you as silly? 

We hope so. 

We also think you should know that 
predictions for the voter turnout in the 
Nov. 4 election have always been dire, rain 
or no rain. 

We need only look at the paltry 12 
percent voter turnout in the preliminary 
election to justify the prediction. 

So we’re back again urging you to vote 

Nov. 4. 

To this end, the Newton Graphic next 
week will publish a comprehensive voter’s 
guide. 

The guide will include biographies and 
answers to a questionnaire from every 
candidate up for election irregardless of 
whether or not they are opposed in the 
1 contest. 

The voter’s guide was prepared in 
cooperation with the League of Women 
Voters of Newton. Its purpose is obvious;

That reasoning is as fuzzy as his theory 
that going down to defeat with George 
McGovern, as a second-choice candidate 
for Vice President, qualifies him to be 
President.

disagreeing citizenry were malevolent, un¬ 
principled and hopelessly befuddled. 

Now some elected officials seem to think 
that they have been elected precisely because 
they are able to extract independent wise 
judgments from their own thought processes. 

But what kind of people would we be if we 
ascribed to any elected official such an aura 
of infinite wisdom? Would it not be fairer to 
say that an elected official’s responsibility to 
make unconstrained judgments begins when 
there is no real constituency expression on the 
issue at hand? 


One of our Newton members of Congress 
has been polling constituents for some time, 
and now it is becoming much more common 
for elected officials to do so. Certainly this 
must be because officials realize that they 
should honor citizen values. 

For a number of years all national polls 
have indicated that the vast majority of 
citizens feel threatened by the lack of a strong 
gun control law. Yet we do not have such a 
law because some of the peoples' represen¬ 
tatives are exercising independent con¬ 
clusions, no doubt backed by a call of “con¬ 
science." 

Since these elected officials would very 
likely reject any allegations about the power 
of the National Rifle Association or any 
suggestion that laws could really curb gun 
use, they may be approached only with the 
argument that representative government 
demands a strong gun law. This is democratic 
accountability, and in Massachusetts we are 
trying to place the gun question on the ballot 
to prove it. 

Issues in our local election now also seem to 
have crystallized in an inquiry into a can¬ 
didate’s willingness to honor constituency 
views when those views are in conflict with 
"conscience." No candidate should escape 
answering this question. 


While there might be a unique occasion It 
which a political representative on any leve 
of government might feel impelled to responi 
"conscience" (for example, on an issue sucl 
as the Vietnam war), the candidate musi 
decide whether, in principle, it is his or her 
conscience or a collective community con¬ 
science that is to prevail. If it is the former, 
then voters might do well to question the 
candidate's arrogance. 

For those who like to envision reform 
coming only from the dashing rhetoric oi 
courageous politicians who dare to thwart the 
electorate, let people remember that the 
great reforms of our recent history have hac 1 
the overwhelming support of the people. Thi; 
includes the civil rights legislation of the '60’i 
which reflected the hearts and the minds of 
the vast majority. 

Time and events have borne out the facts 
that most people in this country are decent 
and that most support moderation. II 
government is not to cater to either of thi 
political extremes, then it must bi 
represented by people who are willing t( 
listen and to respond to those decent anc 
moderate people. 

If not, then maybe we do need government 
by referenda. 


If Rocky means what he said, he should resign

WASHINGTON - If Nelson 
Rockefeller really means what he has 
said, then he should resign as Vice 
President of the United States. 

A couple of weeks ago, in an interview 
with the Chrisitian Science Monitor, 
Rocky blasted critics of his $100 billion 
government energy program which has 
been adopted by President Ford. In an 
obvious reference to Treasury Secretary 
William Simon and Council of Economic 
Advisers Chairman Alan Greenspan, the 
Vice President declared: "Now, I happen 
to be of the school that when the 
President makes a decision, you either 
support it, or if you don’t agree with it and 
feel strongly, you resign. 

"And I think that's the way you have a 
strong, hard-hitting Administration. But 
to go out and poor-mouth what your boss 
has decided is not serving him well nor is 
it serving yourself well - because I don’t 
think anyone’s self-respect can be very 
great after the President has made the 
decision. 

"If they don't agree with it and they 
feel strongly, then they ought to resign or 
support it." Mr. Rockefeller added: “You 
can’t have an effective Administration 
where the President is able really to lead 
this country unless you have got that kind 
of loyalty in the organization.” 

Well, now. One of the decisions that 
President Ford has made - and he has 
repeated it often - is that there should be 
no federal government bail-out of New 
York City’s financial difficulties. In his 
most recent press conference, just last 
week, the President said he could not see 
any justification for the enactment of 
federal legislation to do this. Fur¬ 
thermore, Mr. Ford said he did not 
believe Congress would pass any such 
laws. 

In addition, the President noted, if New 
York City implements a plan to balance 
its budget and the state guarantees the 
revenues to pay off city loans, "it hardly 
seems necessary for the federal govern¬ 
ment to get involved.” 

So, what does Mr. Loyalty, Vice 
President Rockefeller, do? Two days 
after the President's news conference, he 
goes to New York City and poor-mouths 


his boss’ position. In an address to a 
Columbus Day dinner, a speech not 
cleared by the White House, Rocky 
declares: 

“Time is of the essence, and the 
resolution of this immediate New York 
City situation is crucial. After the 
Emergency Financial Control Board and 


New York City have acted to restore 
fiscal integrity, it will be a true test of the 
responsiveness of our Congressional 
system as to whether the Congress can 
act in time to avoid a catastrophe." 

After these things are done, 
Rockefeller says, in direct conflict with 
what the President had said earlier would 


be unnecessary, "the essential precon¬ 
ditions will have been met and the stage 
set for appropriate Congressional ac¬ 
tion." 

Continuing, the Vice President 
deemphasized and downplayed what 
President Ford has been emphasizing: 
the extent to which New York has created 
its own problems. 

"While there is general agreement that 
management deficiencies contributed to 
New York City’s difficulties," Rocky 
declared, “it is important that we not lose 
sight of the burden carried by New York 
and the other cities of the nation as they 
have sought to respond to human needs 
pressed upon them. 

"It is equally important," he observed, 
"that these past responses be viewed in 
the context of their times - times when we 
were being told we were an affluent 
society with unlimited resources that 
could abolish poverty by statutory fiat. 
The stark facts of today show that we 
have been promising more than we can 
deliver - that we have been raising ex¬ 
pectations beyond our capacities to meet 
them." 

Indeed. And it is ironic that in the very 
speech he was delivering, denouncing the 
idea of overpromising, he was in fact 
doing just this: raising the expectation 
that Congress will bail out New York 
City, something which should not be done 
precisely because it is beyond our 
capacity to do so. 

Fiscal responsibility, like charity, must 
begin at home. Like the abolition of 
poverty, it cannot be established by 
statutory fiat. 

As for the Vice President's pious ser¬ 
mons on loyalty, it is clear that his at¬ 
titude is do as I say, not as I do. 

Footnote: When I asked John Mulliken, 
a Rockefeller press aide, how his boss’ 
aid-to-New York speech squared with his 
earlier declarations that those who 
disagree with the President should 
resign, he replied: “My God, how am I 
going to answer that!” 

Mulliken did confidently predict, 
however, that the Vice President would 
not resign.

WASHINGTON — Wanted: A man of 
stature, poise, distinction, objectivity, ex¬ 
perience in infighting in the jungle of 
Washington bureaucracy, to fill position of 
great responsibility; salary $42,500 a yeaj\ 
While it has not gone so far as a want ad, the 
search is on for a successor to William E. 
Colby as director of the CIA. 

A number of names are in the hopper, but 
the catch is finding the right man willing to 
take a post bound to be difficult and full of 
friction and animosity. 

For the new man will have to carry out a 
restructuring of the intelligence agency, 
taking into account the amazing revelations 
coming from congressional committees 
poking into the vast internal darkness of an 
operation that ran wild. 

One report is that the new man will not be 
picked until after the investigations are 
concluded. But that may be as long as a year 
lienee and in the interval the CIA is plagued 
by doubts as to its mission and the nature of 
the eventual oversight to be imposed by 
congress and the White House. 

The new director will not come from within 
the agency. That much seems certain. He will 
be an outsider, presumably with experience 
in the overt 11 function of intelligence, but with 
no commitments to the past. 

This greatly complicates the search. One 
name that cropped up briefly was Elliot 
Richardscn, currently ambassador to 
Britain. Richardson served in the Nixon 
administration as Undersecretary of State, 
head of Health, Education and Welfare and 


the Department of Detense before he became 
Attorney General. He resigned from the latter 
post after refusing to fire Archibald Cox as 
Solicitor General on President Nixon’s or¬ 
ders. 

Richardson is said to have backed away 
from the CIA prospect as though he had been 
confronted with a summary request that he 
submit to trial by fire. He is reported har¬ 
boring high political ambitions, although his 
base in his native Boston is eroded to virtual 
nonexistence. 

John A. McCone, who came from the out¬ 
side where he had had a successful career in 
business, is widely considered to have been 
the ablest director in the history of the 
agency. 

Serving from 1961 to 1965, he was the first to 
recognize the importance in aerial 
photographs of the missile installations in 
Cuba. This led to the confrontation with 
Moscow when President John F. Kennedy 
forced the Soviets to remove the weapons that 
tiad a potential of destruction with nuclear 
warheads of at least one-third of the United 
States. 

McCone is known to have stong feelings 
about the responsibility of the director and his 
relationship with his subordinates. It is in¬ 
tolerable that free-wheeling operations 
should go on at the order of those two or three 
down the line without the knowledge of the 
head of the agency. 

Colby, who served the CIA for a con¬ 
siderable stretch in Vietnam as boss of a 
pacification program, has been asked several 
times about reports tie will be replaced. Each 


time he replies by pointing to his commission 
wliich states that he serves at the pleasure of 
the President. His resignation will be for¬ 
thcoming whenever the President requests it. 

Eoth in Defense and State, the feeling is 
strong that the CIA cannot be restructured 
and restored to the primary function of in¬ 
telligence gathering so long as Colby is the 
director. 

The complaint is that he has talked too 
much and that apparent effort to save his own 
skin he has thrown off on his predecessors and 
officials down below the directorial level. 
This is the bitter feeling of many long time 
CIA staffers who feel they have been 
needlessly thrown to the wolves by the man in 
the driver’s seat. 

In this interval between appearances 
before Senate and House committees, Colby 
is carrying on as though he expected to be in 
Ids job until the end of time. Recently, as 
evidence of the standing of the agency, he 
pointed to the way in which job applications 
had increased since the first disclosures 
niade by Seymour Hersch of The New York 
Tunes in December, 1974. 

Inquiries, as they are called in the CIA, 
went from 600 a month to 800 in a two-week 
period. Not all of these by any means resulted 
in job applications since many of the 
inquirers were discouraged by the voluminous 
forms to be filled out as a first step. 

Nevertheless the rate of inquiries continues 
[ugh and applicants with highly specialized 
training are under consideration. The CIA, if 
one takes Colby’s word, is alive and well 
across the Potomic in Virginia.

The editorial stresses the 
thought that Judge Feeney in 
his ruling "in effect, gave the 
back of his hand” to Judge 
Garrity and the police 
Actually, I believe, Judge 
Feeney did Judge Garrity a 
great service, for which the 
latter should remain 
everlastingly grateful. 

To understand why that is sq 
just picture what the con¬ 
sequences might have six been 
if the who prayed had been sent 


to jail for, perhaps, 10 days. 
There is no way to be sure 
about what could have hap¬ 
pened, since history teaches 
only the unpredictability of 
public response to apparent 
acts of martyrdom. 

Consider, for example, the 
case of Martin Luther King. 
Had he not led public prayer as 
often as he did in direct op¬ 
position to official prohibitions, 
it is doubtful that he would 
have become famous enough to 
win a Nobel Peace Prize. 
Without those prayers, he 
might have remained to this 
day an obscure preacher in 
Montgomery, Al. From there 
he emerged in 1955, because a 
black laundress refused to give 
up her bus seat to a white man. 

Thus, the decision to make 
arrests in matters of con¬ 
science can become a source of 
great discomfort to everybody, 
including the ones who set the 
process in motion. No question 
that it came as a matter of 
great relief to Judge Garrity 
that not even indirectly was his 
name to become associated 
with such a perverse ap¬ 
plication of judicial power. 

Some might have been 
pleased to see the ladies in jail,

struction firm, wants more efficiency in 
the school system by cutting out un¬ 
necessary reports and personnel. 

He opposes the closing of any school 
until a five-year plan is adopted. He is 
ooDosed to any form of 
metropolitanization, but favors the 
present Metco program. 

Ward 4 

In Ward 4 incumbent Manual Beckwith 
is being challenged by Robert Wayne 
Snyder. 

Beckwith, and antique dealer, ad¬ 
vocated the closing of an elementary 
school long before the Citizens Advisory 
Committee on Declining Enrollment 
submitted its report. He claims the 
savings by closing Memorial will be 
considerably more than three cents on 
the tax rate. 

He feels the schools are teaching the 
basics of education, and need to continue 
to spend money on program development 
and some of the "extras” in education. 

Beckwith does not favor 
metropolitanization. 

Snyder, a trial attorney, feels the 
closing of Memorial was premature, 
since the cost of maintaining the building 
will still be borne by the city. He wants a 
plan for the future use of the buildings. 

He wants a uniform curriculum so 
parents will not have to go "school 
shopping.” If elected, he said he will hold 
monthly meetings in each ward with 
taxpayers and parents. 

Snyder opposes metropolitanization,, 
and also agreees with Beckwith's 
statement that the budget should be kept 
as low as possible, but would not commit 
himself to keeping it to the present 
amount. 

Ward 5 

In Ward 5 Sumner Silton is running 
against Honora Kaplan. The in¬ 
cumbent, Joan Needleman, is runrungj 
for the Board of Aldermen. 

Silton is opposed to the closing of 
Memorial and feels the schools system 
should be more responsive to the public. 


Silton, an insurance agent, favors a 
more basic education. He wants the 
School Committee to monitor innovative 
programs and evaluate tenured teachers. 
He does not favor a Greater Boston school 
district, and wants to see the School 
Committee more responsive to the 
economic climate of the city. 

Ms. Kaplan, an employee for the state 
Department of Mental Health, is aware of 
fiscal restraints, but feels Newton must 
maintain the quality of education offered 
to children. She thinks this can be done by 
running the schools more efficiently. 

She said her experience in dealing with 
the mental health budget will be helpful, 
and suggests sending to each taxpayer a 
summary of the School Committee 
budget. She favors Metco and the closing 
of Memorial, but ODDOses 
Metropolitanization. 

Ward 6 

In Ward 6 incumbent Herbert Regal is 
being challenged by Robert Cohen. 

This is the only School Committee race 
that has centered around Metco and 
metropolitanization. 

Regal, a hardware distributor, feels 
Newton is charging too much per pupil 
for the Metco program, since more 
students could be helped across the state 
if each city accepting Metco children 
reduced its cost to the state. 

Regal also strongly favors 
metropolitanization and has introduced a 
bill into the state legislature for one type. 
of program. 

Cohen, a lawyer, feels Newton should 
get as much as legaUy possible in 
reimbursements for participating in the 
Metco program. He also opposes 
metropolitanization, since such a plan 
could lead to Newton students being 
bused to Boston, he feels. 

On other issues, Regal supports an 


inovative curriculum that provides more 
than basic skills, and supports the closing 
of Memorial School. 

Cohen wants the School Committee to 
give more directive to the superin¬ 
tendent, and feels he is more fiscally 
responsible than his opponent. 

Ward7 

In Ward 7 incumbent Dorothy Reichard 
faces Paul Ash. 

Mrs. Reichard, vice chairman of the 
Committee, feels the School Committee 
"should begin to plan for equity” by 
closing Memorial, redistricting school 
lines, and encouraging voluntary open 
enrollment. 

She is proud of the test scores in 
elementary grades on reading and math, 
and noted the schools that need more 
suppgortive help are getting it. She 
supports voluntary metropolitanization 
and voted for the Metco program. 

Ash, a teacher and president of the 
Dover-Sherborn regional teachers’ 
association, wants more technical 
education taught in the high schools. 

He feels that as a teacher he un¬ 
derstands school budgets and how they 
effect students. At several School 
Committee meetings he has spoken 
strongly in favor of more basic education. 
He opposes metropolitanization and the 
closing of Memorial. 

Ward 8 

In Ward 8, Alvin Mandell, the im- 
cumbent, is running unopposed. 

He strongly opposed the closing of 
Memorial School, which is in his ward. He 
feels it will only save the taxpayer 3.44 
cents on the tax rate, because each home 
in Oak Hill Park will decrease in value by 
$ 1,0008 , he claims. 

He feels the School Committee budget 
has risen twice as much as the consumer 
price index since 1967.

notwithstanding all their 
prayers. The thought has been 
expressed that such prayers 
are motivated by hatred for 
black people. The logic seems 
to be that, if you do not wish to 
share in the pride of black 
people in their own particular 
culture, you must necessarily 
hate them. 

Before the Civil War, 
abolitionists were frequently 
taunted by proponents for 
slavery with wanting to marry 
blacks. To this Lincoln an¬ 
swered: "I do not understand 
that because I do not want a 
Negro for a slave, I must 
necessarily want her for a wife. 
My understanding is that I can 
just let her alone.” 

That, of course, is out of date. 
The logic of our time no longer 
allows a person to escape the 
charge of bigotry just by let¬ 
ting certain people alone. 
Instead, one must take af¬ 
firmative action to mingle with 
them in circumstances of 
unambiguous proximity. 

This is the kind of logic that 
has come to have the. greatest 
appeal to the leading members 
of the judiciary. I doubt it can 
prevail for many more years, 
but while it lasts I can think of 
no other response than prayer. 
Certainly, the application of 
logic to the current situation 
faces an array of rather 
awesome impediments. 

While prayer remains the 
only reasonable option, I trust 
there are enough judges such

as Feeney to keep those who do 
the praying out of jail. 
Perhaps, in time, other judges 
such as Garrity, who are also 
trying very hard to do what 
they believe to be their duty, 
will undergo a process of 
enlightenment. 

What is needed is a degree of 
insight that would serve to 
render the dictates of the 
Constitution compatible with 
the conscience of those who 
protest in prayer an order they 
find incomprehensible and 
possibly dangerous. There are 
precedents for such con¬ 
sideration 

Justice Brandeis, himself 
object of much prejudice, 
offered some guidance in 1928, 
when he wrote: "The makers 
of our Constitution conferred, 
as against the Government, the 
right to be let alone — the most 
comprehensive of rights and 
the right most valued by 
civilized men."

Milieu, a French word 
meaning surroundings or 
environment, describes a large 
part in the treatment of 
patients at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital's inpatient mental 
health unit' according to Dr. 
Carl Brownsberger, chief of 
psychiatry at the hospital. 

Milieu therapy, according to 
Dr. Brownsberger, refers both 
to the technical response of the 
mental health professionals to 
patients and to the atmosphere 
or feeling in the unit itself.

same treatment activities as 
those in the inpatient unit, but 
they will require treatment 
only during the day.

Drinan thinks government should 
be more responsive to CETA 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan of Newton has accused 
the Ford Administration of 
preventing the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
(CETA) from working ef¬ 
fectively because of lack of 
funding commitment to the 
program. The congressman’s 
statement came after a visit to 
the Newton offices of CETA. 

Drinan said’ "CETA was 
intended by Congress to be a 
working tool to provide jobs for 
unemployed persons during 
periods of high unemployment. 
However, President Ford is 
continuing the policies of his 


predecessor by keeping fun¬ 
ding levels so low that no 
significant improvement in 
employment can result." 

"In fiscal year 1975, under all 
titles of CETA, Massachusetts 
received 127 million dollars. 
This proves the paucity of the 
current program. During the 
economic crisis of the thirties 
the WPA was initiated to 
provide employment. The 
reasons that the WPA worked 
was the total commitment by 
our President and the Congress 
to make it work. Over the 
eight-year period from 1936 to 
1943, the State of 
Massachusetts alone spent 


$1,612 billion in current dollar 
value on the program and put 
128,000 persons to work. The 
peak year was 1939. In that 
year the Commonwealth ex¬ 
pended the equivalent of $354 
million in 1974 dollars. 

Compare that to what 
Massachusetts received last 
year and the 14,000 persons 
CETA put to work. It is easy to 
see why the CETA program is 
ineffective. What we need to 
fight a 13 percent unem¬ 
ployment rate in 
Massachusetts is a massive 
public service unemployment 
program, Drinan said. 


Drinan concluded, "I am 
very impressed with what the 
people in Newton have been 
able to do with the resources 
available. The Newton CETA 
office has put people to work 
and has been above reproach in 
its selection methods. Every 
effort is being made to give 
priorities to those most in need. 
However, the program will not 
reach the effectiveness which 
the Congress intended until 
such time as President Ford 
gives it sufficient funding.” 

Newton current unem¬ 
ployment level stands at 10.4 
percent of a work force of 
41,000.

Dr. Leonard J. Vinson, Director of 
Biomedical Affairs for I .ever Brothers 
Company, is today’s Paul Revere, 
traveling across the country lecturing 
and appearing on television as well as 
radio interviews urging young and old to 
he aware of the dangers of high 
cholesterol. 

His soft voice and gentle approach 
cushion a strong message. He 
first clarified, in a recent interview, that 
cholesterol is a much maligned term. 
"Cholesterol is a natural 
material...natural in the sense that the 
body produces its needs for cholesterol 
which is needed in the synthesis for 
hormones-not only the sex hormones but 
also producing bile salt which contains 
cholesterol-it is an important structural 
unit of every cell in our bodies. 

"When someone says that cholesterol is 
bad for you. let's keep its importance in 
mind. Life cannot exist without 
cholesterol, So. where’s the problem? 
The difficulty occurs when the body 
produces its own cholesterol as needed, 
and if, through diet outside cholesterol is 
added the body adjusts to it, producing 
less of its own. Overindulgence in foods 
with cholesterol thwarts the body’s 
ability to control the level of cholesterol 
in the blood." 

Dr. Vinson continued, "Every in¬ 
dividual of adult age should see a doctor 
at least once a year to check on blood 
cholesterol, among other things. If they 
are then advised their blood cholesterol is 
over 250, there is a definite health risk: if 
the blood cholesterol is between 220 and 
250,1 would still advise adjusting the diet 
to get the level down. You can do it! If 
you’re down below 200. you’re in good 
shape." 

There are certain risk factors identified 
with heart disease and most important is 
obesity. There is no question, according 
to Dr. Vinson, that an obese person has 
three times the likelihood of suffering a 
heart attack than a normal person (all 
else being the samel. Cigarette smokers 
as well as sedentary individuals are also 
candidates for heart disease. 

Dr. Vinson raises his voice when he 
exclaims, "And what is so important is, 
all of these risk factors can be easily 
remedied if you could only motivate the 
person to form better eating and living 
habits!" 

And then, he smiles and adds, "I do not 
advocate depriving the family of ‘good 
things', such as lovely desserts...cream 
puffs, cake, etc., but these no-no’s should 
be served in moderation. I would like to 
see mothers placing a bowl of fruit on the 
table for dessert. 

"Studies have shown," said the doc¬ 
tor, "when a man gets a heart attack in 
his 40's and 50's, it's often times not 
caused by what he did that week or the 
— week before, but his illness can be at¬ 
tributed to poor eating habits from 


childhood on. I advise mothers not to feed 
their children lor husbands) more than 
one or two eggs a week because clinical 
studies reveal that fatty deposits occur 
early in life and develop quietly with no 
pain, no irritation—only to be a con¬ 
tributing factor to poor health in 
adulthood " 

His opinion regarding the importance 
of fats for cooking: Most people arc 
aware that vegetable oil is best in 
cooking. There are oils and vegetable 
oils-described as saturated fat and 
polyunsaturated fat. Saturated fat is 
always solid at room temperature and 
liquid fat means it’s polyunsaturated, 
except for one fat, coconut oil which is 
saturated even though it is a liquid. 
Among the vegetable oils, the best are 
sunflower (which is safflower), corn oil, 
cottonseed and soy. Olive oil and peanut 
oil are not polyunsaturated and not 
saturated-they are called mono un¬ 
saturated and are not as effective as 
polyunsaturated in reducing the level of 
cholesterol: however, they arc certainly 
not deleterious. 

"Seafood”, said Dr. Vinson, "does 
contain cholesterol but not as high 
as once believed. Vertebrae fish are a 
very desirable source of protein, low in 
cholesterol, low in saturates and high in 
polyunsaturates. In Japan, there is one- 
tenth the incidence of heart attacks, and 
when the Japanese people migrate to 
Hawaii or to the States, adopting the 
Western cuisine, the incidence of heart 
attacks rises drastically. 

"Breakfast is a most important meal,” 
said Dr. Vinson, "and I deplore the 
sweetened cereals. I wish mothers would 
serve bran flakes, grapenut cereal, or. 
best of all. oatmeal. I personally prepare 
my own oatmeal at least four times a 
week and find it's delicious and 
nourishing. I cook it for about 5 minute 
and add a generous pat of Pro 
margarine (contains no cholesterolfand 
blackstrap molasses-the mojatfSes is 
added only because I like the' flavor."

1*2 pounds eggplant 

3 eggs, beaten 


14 cups bread crumbs 

1 cup olive oil 

2 teaspoons dried oregano 

2 teaspoons salt 

*2 pound Mozzarella cheese, sliced 

3 cans (8 oz. ea.) tomato sauce 

>2 cup Parmesan cheese, grated 

Slice the eggplant into 4-inch pieces. Dip intc beaten 
eggs, then into bread crumbs, coating completely. Heat oil 
in a large skillet and saute the eggplant until golden brown, 
about 2 minutes on each side. Grease a large baking dish 
and layer, in order, half the eggplant, 1 teaspoon oregano, 1 
teaspoon salt, half the cheese slices, half the tomato sauce 
and half the Parmesan. Repeat. Bake, uncovered, 25r30 
minutes at 350 degrees.

FRENCH APPLE PIE 

Crust: 

1 cup cake flour 

4 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon sugar 

5 tablespoon margarine 

1 tablespoon vegetable shortening 

24 tablespoons ice water 

Filling: 

6 medium cooking apples, peeled 
and cut in eighths 

4 tablespoons margarine 

4 tablespoons sugar 

14 cups light cream 

6 tablespoons sugar 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

Sift flour, salt and sugar. Cut in margarine and shor¬ 
tening. Stir in water, blend well and work into a ball. 
Refrigerate for 2 to 3 hours. Place on lightly floured board, 
roll out into 4 inch thickness. Fit into 9-inch pie pan, prick 
with fork and bake in preheated 350 degree oven 15-20 
minutes. Cool. 

Mix apple pieces with margarine and sugar in a baking 


mushrooms. Do not extend the 
mushrooms to the very ends. Roll the 
fillet and secure closing with a toothpick. 
Select a heavy non-aluminum pan that 
will hold the 6 rolled fillets snugly. Stand 
the "turbans" in the pan and pour the 
wine over them.

About 20 minutes before serving, 
place the pan of "turbans" on a very low 
fire and heat the wines gently. As they 
warm up they will begin poaching the 
fillets. Check from time to time to make 
certain that the wines are not boiling, for 
that toughens the fish. The wine should be 
kept just below a simmer. The fillets will 
be poached in about 10 minutes, depen¬ 
ding on the size of the fish. Fifteen 
minutes should be the maximum. They 
are done when the flesh is white and 
flakes when pierced with a toothpick. 
Carefully remove the "turbans” to a 
serving platter, take out the toothpicks 
and spoon some sauce over each one. 
Serve at once. Yields: 6 servings. 

CARROT WALNUT CAKE

CPAS say families must - “ “• °"'“ 

become cost conscious 




As prices and interest rates 
edge upward and economists 
warn of anotlier surge of in¬ 
flation, how can you protect 
your finances from the kind of 
battering they went through in 
1973-74? 

The Mass. Society of CPAs, 
whose members help 
businesses answer that same 
question, believes that many of 
the cost-controlling practices 
thl have worked for cor¬ 
porations can be just as useful 
at the household level. 

“Companies burned by the 
recession are now extremely 
cost conscious," says J. Paul 
Finnegan, CPA, president of 
the CPA Society, "and they're 
likely to continue to spend 
cautiously for months after 
recovery is fully underway. 
Families really determined to 
save might be wise to follow 
the same policy." 

But how do you go on a 
financial diet when inflation 


has already stripped most of 
the fat from your budget? 

“Think poor." That, say the 
CPA’s is what companies find 
necessary to make cost 
reduction programs work. The 
theory is that only by getting 
everyone who can affect ex¬ 
penditures into a frugal frame 
of mind will the required 
cutbacks be made and then 
kept in force. 

The accountants say in¬ 
dustry has found that cost 
control must be a continuous 
process; crash programs 
rarely do any good, especially 
if you backslide the following 
month. 

Slashing every part of the 
budget by a uniform amount 
alos is not very effective, for 
rarely is waste evenly 
distributed. Cutting some costs 
can actually result in raising 
others even more, as in giving 
up a car and then having to 
depend on costly taxicabs.

"Review your spending 
every week or month," says 
Finnegan, “and take nothing 
for granted. Question every 
expenditure, even if it has been 
part of your lifestyle for years. 
Why do we need this product? 
Is buying it just a habit? do we 
need so much of it? Can we get 
it at a better price? Wouldn’t a 
substitute serve just as well?" 

Some families achieve 
budget cuts by setting goals, 
best expressed in terms of 
percentages—reducing annual 
fuel, phone, or electric bills by 
20 or 30 percent, for example— 
and associating the sought-for 
economics with certain 
rewards. 

Putting goals in percentage 
terms can help you distinguish 
between meaningful savings 
and those that are less 
significant. A cost-control 
program can be sidetracked by 
"string-saving" efforts. 
Cutting down on tobacco use, 
for example, may be satisfying 
in more ways than one, but if 
the savings realized equal only 
a fraction of one percent of 
disposable income, you haven’t 
really achieved a great deal. 
Attacking the big expenses can 
be more profitable. 

Companies out to economize 
often order their various 
divisions to identify plant or 
equipment that is not being 


used, the CPAs report, and 
when such excess assets 
cannot be put to work 
elsewhere in the organization, 
they arc sold; the investment 
they represent is converted to 
cash, which then is profitably 
reinvested. 

Families, too, can 
sometimes practice such 
"investment recovery." If one 
member no longer needs an 
item, perhaps another will. An 
if no one does, why not recover 
its remaining value at the next 
rummage sale? 

How to begin a cost- 
reduction program? Get the 
facts about your present 
spending patterns. Go through 
canceled checks to see what 
you have been paying for 
taxes, interest, entertainment, 
car maintenance, insurance, 
food, shelter, etc. Then decide 
where the cuts can best be 
made. Identify the ex¬ 
penditures that bring the least 
value per dollar and reduce or 
eliminate them. 

Says Finnegan: “The most 
effective cost control program 
doesn't even aim directly at 
cost reduction; it emphasizes 
instead the value received. It 
seeks to raise the quality of 
what one gets for every dollar 
spent. Why try go^uy chea ' 
what you shouldn't be ' 
at all?"

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Backman finds budget error

that could cost federal grant 


' Sen, Jack H. Backman, 
chairman of the Joint Com¬ 
mittee on Human Services, has 
discovered a $75,000 error, 
which if allowed to become 
effective, would cost the state 
$750,000 in federal funds. 

* The $750,000f!rant is ear¬ 
marked for the Welfare 
Department's Children in 
Crisis program, for which 
Massachusetts now ap¬ 
propriates $2,690,000 per year. 

Among the servles which the 
Children in Crisis Program 
helps fund is the Children's 
Protective Services, which 
includes short-term foster 
care, counseling and 
emergency servles. 

The federal Law Enfor¬ 
cement Assistance 
Administration fIJSAA) has 
already approved the 
Massachusetts proposal in 
which $75,000 in state funds will 
bring Massachusetts a 10-to- 


onc match or $750'000 in ad¬ 
ditional funds from the federal 
government for the Children in 
Crisis program. 

In what Backman termed a 
"false economy action,” the 
House and Senate Ways and 
Means Committee cut the 
$75,000 state appropriation 
from the budget. The Welfare 
Department went along with 
the move. 

However, Sen. Backman, in 
discussing the matter with the 
Department of Public Welfare, 
lias found that without costing 
the state any extra money, 
$75,000 can be subtracted from 
the present $2,690,000 ap¬ 
propriation and placed into the 
new budget item for the federal 
LEAA program. 

With this bookkeeping 
change, Backman says, the 
state will be entitled to $750,000 
of federal funds at no cost to 


Massachusetts taxpayers to 
expand the present Children in 
Crisis Program. 

Sen. Backman, in an effort to 
avoid the loss of the federal 
money, has notified Sen. 
James A. Kelly, chairman of 
the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee, that a simple 
technical change would net the 
state the $750,000 federal grant. 

"This illustrates the need of 
inserting in future budgets the 
federal dollar participation 
with explanatory notes op¬ 
posite every budget item, as 
Senate Bill 1659 filed by me 
mandates, " Backman said. 

"The near loss of $750,000 is 
indication that the legislative 
budget process is ir. need of 
reform. It also indicates the 
short-sighted nature of some of 
our budget cuts which are 
crippling human servies in this 
Commonwealth," said Sen. 
Backman.

75 cents to $1 needs the ap¬ 
proval of the five-man board of 
directors and then the advisory 
board, comprised of

Mann's purpose in calling the 
public meeting, he said this 
week, is to determine whether 
these changes "will adversely 
affect users of the express bus 
system" and “if appropriate, 
to seek to identify alternatives 
which may better serve bus 
patrons."

Judge in Lynette Fromme trial 
wants videotaped testimony from Ford 


Rep. Jordan is top choice in poll 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Rep. Barbara Jordan, D-Tex., 
is the top choice in a poll of 700 
political opinion leaders who 
were asked which five women 
they would like to see become 
president. 

The results of the Redbook 
Magazine poll, published 
today, show Rep. Jordan the 
top choice of 44 per cent; 
Connecticut’s Democratic Gov. 
Ella T. Grasso, 33 per cent; 


Rep. Shirley A. Chisholm, D- 
N.Y., 21 per cent; former Rep. 
Martha W. Griffiths, D-Mich., 
and Frances "Sissy’’ Faren- 
thold, former Democratic 
member of the Texas 
legislature, 16 per cent each; 
and Anne L. Armstrong, for¬ 
mer co-chairman of the 
Republican National Com¬ 
mittee, 15 per cent. 

"The fact that we came up 
with six is particularly signifi¬ 


cant in light of the recent 
Gallup Poll which showed that 
73 per cent of the American 
people would vote for a 
qualified woman for 
president," said Redbook 
editor Sey Chassler. 

Liz Carpenter, the one-time 
press aide to ladybird John¬ 
son, compiled the survey and 
said none of the respondents 
mentioned the word "liberal” 
or "conservative" as a 


criterion for electing a 
president. 


"People seemed willing to 
move to the right or the left, to 
adjust,” she said, "as long as 
the person leading us can be 
trusted to move the country 
toward facing its problems." 

The qualifications most often 
sought in the candidates were 
"good judgment," "capacity to 
tell right from wrong” and 
"compassion." 


2 bills could break up oil companies power 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Two bills on today’s Senate 
agenda could, if passed, break 
up the power of the biggest oil 
companies and bring more 
competition, perhaps more en¬ 
ergy supplies. 

The Senate set votes for 
today on the proposals by Sen. 
Philip Hart, D-Mich., to 
prevent a large oil company 
from holding substantial in¬ 
terests in more than one phase 
of the industry, and by Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., to 
prevent a big oil company from 
also being big in some other 


form of energy. 

Sen. Paul Fannin, R-Ariz., 
said the Senate should not even 
have been considering those 
ideas as part of its debate on 
natural gas legislation. Those 
are topics for fuller study and 
separate consideration, Fannin 
contended. 

But Sen. James Abourezk, D- 
S.D., said large oil companies 
"control every phase, from the 
oil well to the gas pump." True 
competition for new energy 
sources at lower prices will not 
occur unless divestiture is 


forced on the biggest com¬ 
panies, he said. 

Frank Ikard, president of the 
American Petroleum Institute, 
said divestiture would lower 
the efficiency that comes with 
large firms and would be "the 
quickest and surest way to 
gasoline that would cost con¬ 
sumers *1 a gallon." 

Kennedy said he first 
became alarmed about the size 
of energy firms when major oil 
and gas companies “expanded 
rapidly into the reserves and 

production of alternative ener¬ 
gy sources." 


He said the oil industry has 
more than one-fourth of the 
coal production, one-third of 
coal reserves, half the uranium 
reserves and "virtually all 
federal oil shale leases."

DENVER (UPI) - Gover¬ 
nors, labor leaders, business 
executives, politicians and just 
plain folks came to tell Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller 
their problems, but none had 
quite the impact of 8-ycar-old 
Francie O'Donnell. 

Francic’s problem was sim¬ 
ple. Her family is poor and on 
welfare. She skipped school 
Tuesday to tell Rockefeller 
about it, 

The Denver girl was one of 
500 persons attending the first 
of six town meetings Rockefell¬ 
er is conducting around the 
country to get public opinion on 
domestic policy 

"Us poor people are so poor, 
we’re just completely poor," 
said Francie in a halting voice 
as she stood on a chair in front 
of a microphone. "We need 
money for food, for help and 
care. We need money for 
clothes. 

“We need money for a house 
- houses are too much," said 
the little girl with brown hair 
and a bright red dress, "Our 
house is 90 bucks. We have to 
pay it to the landlord and one 
sink is completely broken. 


"The landlord is not very 
nice to us,” 

Rockefeller replied, "I don't 
see how anybody could be 
mean to you." 

"That’s true, but she is," the 
little girl replied. 

later she told reporters she 
came to the meeting with her 
father, Rory O’Donnell, an 
unemployed industrial 
engineer who is on welfare. 

"My mother's dead. She died 
from cancer in April," she 
said. 

Rockefeller was joined at the 
session by Health, Education 
and Welfare Secretary David 
Mathews, Labor Secretary 
John Dunlop, energy ad¬ 
ministrator Frank Zarb, and 
James Cannon, executive 
director of the White House 
Domestic Council. Rockefeller 
said he would take one idea to 
President Ford personally. 
That was the proposal of I,arry 
Oches, the mayor of Colorado 
Springs, whose city has an 
office of "red tape cutter," a 
person whose fulltime job is to 
help citizens cut through the 
bureaucracy they find in 
dealing with city government.

Consumer group's requested action 
against loan companies 'irresponsible' 


BOSTON (UPI)-A spokes¬ 
man for the Massachusetts 
Banking Department says a 
Boston-based consumer group 
acted irresponsibly when it 
asked Banking Commissioner 
Carol Greenwald to start legal 
action to suspend two loan 
companies. 

Edward Flynn, legal counsel 
for the department, Tuesday 
said the commissioner will 
turn down a request to start the 
legal action against Household 
Finance Co. and Beneficial 
Finance Co. because such 
action already is in progress. 


Flynn said the request for 
Greenwald’s intervention by 
Massachusetts Fair Share was 
"completely irresponsible." 

Fair Share said in a letter to 
Greenwald Friday the two 
firms, officers of which were 
convicted of bribery during 
small loan trials in the 1960’s, 
had been suspended for five 
months in 1967 by former 
Banking Commissioner John 
Hynes. 

A Superior Court judge later 
stayed imposition of suspen¬ 
sion pending appeal of the 
convictions, which were upheld 


in 1972. The five-month 
suspension still has not been 
implemented. 

“We are astounded to find 
that the stay is still in effect 
and that you have failed to act 
to remove the stay and act in 
every legal way possible to 
have this case resolved," Fair 
Share said. 

Flynn said, "Frankly they 
don’t know what they are 
talking about. If they had 
bothered to check the records 
they would see that the case 
has been marked for trial on 
the merits and has been put on 


Ihe advance trial list.” 

He said the case should be 
disposed of by the end of the 
year, but declined to speculate 
what the final outcome might 
be. 

Fair Share conducted a two- 
month investigation into the 
state’s small loan industry to 
prepare its case against the 
industry’s request for an in¬ 
crease in the allowable loan 
interest rates. 

Hearings on the rate in¬ 
crease request started Sept. 22 
and are scheduled to resume 
Thursday. 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. 
(UPI) — A federal judge has 
ordered President Ford, 
described by the defense as 
"maybe our most important 
witness,” to give videotaped 
testimony on what he saw when 
Lynette Fromme aimed a 
loaded pistol at him. 

Tuesday, U.S. District Judge 
Thomas MacBride directed 
that Ford be questioned by 
both prosecution and defense 
attorneys within the next 10 
days, possibly when he visits 
California Oct. 29-30, or at the 
White House. 

The videotaped deposition 
containing Ford’s sworn state¬ 
ments then could be shown at 
the Nov. 4 trial of Miss 
Fromme, 26, the red-haired 
Charles Manson cultist who 
became the first person ac¬ 
cused under a new federal law 
of attempting to assassinate a 
President. 

John Virga, co-counsel with 
Miss Fromme, called Ford 
"maybe our most important 
witness." 

The White House had no 
comment on the order Tuesday 


and reported the Justice 
Department was handling a 
response. 

The jurist termed it "un¬ 
fortunate that the chief 
executive has to be put to this 
burden," but said Congress 
must have contemplated such 
a situation when it passed a 
1965 law making it a crime to 
attempt to assassinate the 
President. 

Arguing against the request 
for Ford’s appearance, U.S. 
Attorney Dwayne Keyes read 
into the record a previously 
unreleased statement made by 
Ford to the FBI on what he saw 
during his walk Sept. 5 through 
the state Capitol park. 

Ford said that as he strolled 
past a crowd of well-wishers 
and shook hands on his way to a 
meeting with California Gov. 
Edmund Brown Jr., he saw a

Psychiatrists continue

Liberalization of banking laws stopped

They failed in the House 
Tuesday by narrow margins, 
with an average spread of 12 
votes. However, the House is 
slated to vote today whether to 
reconsider killing the 
measures.

Plan to aid New York 
barely survives test 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
proposal to rescue New York 
City from insolvency barely 
survived its first test vote in 
Congress, reflecting suspicion 
of the figures and promises 
New York City officials have 
presented. 

On the quesion of taking up 
for consideration a draft bill to 
provide a federally guaranteed 
loan to the state, the vote by the 
Senate Banking Committee 
was 7 to 6. 

The narrowness of the vote 
showed that any save-New 
York legislation is in trouble. 


One senator counted six votes 
for helping New York, five 
against and two in doubt. 

This afternoon's 
deliberations on the proposal 
could decide its fate. 

All sides agree the city is 
likely to default if denied 
federal help. In default, the 
city would be unable to pay its 
debts as they become due, and 
debtors would sue for whatever 
revenue the city has. 

Conservatives sat back and 
allowed two liberals, Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson III, D-Ili., and 
Edward Brooke, R-Mass., to 
lead the opposition.

A major argument used in 
the annual debate by opponents 
of the measure is that it would 
drive smaller, community-ori¬ 
ented savings banks out of 
business because they could 
not compete against the larger 
institutions. 

However, the legislature’s 
Banks and Banking Com¬ 
mittee, spurred on by a 
powerful faction in the divided 
banking industry, came up this 
year with what it called a 
compromise which allowed 
banks to jump across county 
lines, but only at the rate of one 
a year and only to establish a 
branch within 15 miles of the 
main headquarters. 


Additionally, applications for 
branch banks would have to be 
approved by Banking Commis¬ 
sioner Carol Greenwald who, in 
her first few months in office, 
has proven to be a strong 
consumer advocate who has 
not been intimidated by the 
state’s large banking concerns. 

"The county line is an ar¬ 
bitrary and illogical restriction 
on our savings banks,” said 
House Banking Committee 
Chairman Antone S. Aguiar 
Jr., D-Swansea. "It does not 
follow the market area.”

Oswald letter to FBI was destroyed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
With his doctor reporting 
"marked improvement," 
President Ford appears to be 
getting over a persistent cold 
and sinus infection that has 
kept him confined to the White 
House family quarters for two 
straight days. 

But the President had no 
official appointments planned 
again today, and press secre¬ 
tary Ron Nessen said, "I think 
it is pretty likely" that Ford 
will curtail his activities for the 
rest of the week. 


Nessen said White House 
physician William Lukash 
wanted to examine Ford this 
morning before deciding if the 
President was well enough to 
go back to his desk in the Oval 
Office. 

On Tuesday, Lukash found 
Ford's temperature was down 
almost to normal and that his 
coughing and congestion had 
lessened — leading him to 
conclude that “the President 
has shown marked improve¬ 
ment during the day," Nessen 
said. 

Nonetheless, the doctor told 


Ford to keep taking an an¬ 
tibiotic drug to try to wipe out 
the sinus infection that began 
bothering the 62-year-old Ford 
over a week ago and forced 
him off the job for the first time 
in 14 months in office. 

The precautions suggested 
Ford and his doctor were 
taking no unnecessary chances 
so the President could be at full 
strength for a hectic pace next 
week. 

If all goes as scheduled, Ford 
will meet here with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat on 


Monday and Tuesday, then 
attend Republican fundraising 
events Wednesday and Thurs¬ 
day in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. 

Aides said he also might stop 
for an appearance in Albur- 
querque, N.M., and go to 
Florida to see Sadat once 
more. Ford spent most of the 
last two days resting in his 
pajamas. Nessen said the 
President told him he felt 
"much better” Tuesday 
morning after about 10 hours of 
sleep — twice what he nor¬ 
mally gets.

President Ford's health improving 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
internal FBI investigation has 
determined a note from Lee 
Harvey Oswald, President 
Kennedy's alleged assassin, to 
the agency’s Dallas office was 
destroyed two hours after 
Oswald's own assassination on 
Nov. 24, 1963 - but the FBI 
doesn’t know why. 

Although the note had no 
apparent relation to the Kenne¬ 
dy assassination, an FBI of¬ 
ficial told Congress Tuesday, 
its destruction was wrong and 
the bureau is considering 
disciplinary action against 
those involved, despite the 
lapse of 12 years. 

In a one-day hearing on some 
of the rumors still surrounding 
the Kennedy assassination, 
James Adams, deputy 
associate FBI director, told a 
House Judiciary subcommittee 
there were conflicts the bureau 
cannot resolve between sworn 
statements of FBI personnel 
involved with the Oswald note. 


But Adams said he could 
state unequivocally that Os¬ 
wald’s assassin, Jack Ruby, 
was never a paid informant for 
the FBI, as had been charged 
in published reports. 

He said the FBI contacted 
Ruby eight times because he 
was a nightclub owner in a 
position to collect information 
which might be valuable, but 
he had never provided any. 

Subcommittee chairman 
Don Edwards, D-Calif., said he 
was not satisfied with Adams’ 
explanation about Ruby. He 
said he still felt Ruby had been 
an informer despite his lack of 
"informant” title. 

The panel has asked for 
additional information from 
the FBI and suspended its 
hearings until that is received. 

The FBI's investigation of 
the Oswald note showed he 
delivered it to the Dallas 
bureau "about a week or 10 
days" before Kennedy was 
killed on Nov. 22, 1963. Oswald 


wanted to deliver the note to 
Agent James P. HostyJr., who 
had been investigating Oswald 
for "subversive activities." 

Hosty was out, and a 
receptionist received it for 
him. 

She told FBI investigators 
the note read: "Let this be a 
warning. I will blow up the FBI 
and the Dallas Police Depart¬ 
ment if you don’t stop 
bothering my wife.” 

Hosty recalls it read: "If you 
have anything you want to 
learn about me, come talk to 
me directly. If you don't cease 
bothering my wife I will take 
appropriate action and report 
this to proper authorities.” 

Hosty told investigators that 
two hours after Oswald was 
shot by Ruby on Nov. 24, he 
was ordered by J. Gordon 
Shanklin, special agent in 
charge now retired, to destroy 
the note, which he did. 
Shanklin denies any knowledge 
of it. 


James B. Adams, deputy 
associate director of the FBI, 
appearing before the House 
Judiciary subcommittee 
yesterday. 
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he said, “the organization decided to just 
leave it out." 

Mandell added that any member of 
Voice is free to endorse and support any 
unendorsed candidates and said he is 
supporting Stiller for the Ward 8 post.

It appears that in the last two months 
some members of the organization got 
the idea the membership by ballot would 
be endorsing the candidates. 

Levitan said Tuesday he and Voice 
cochairman Ken Hartford decided to 
send ballots to the members. 


These were tabulated by Hartford and 
Mrs. Lipshutz last Wednesday night. 

Coincidentally, a brochure was printed 
and ads placed by Sidney Small, another 
founding member of Voice, before the 
Voice endorsements were made Oct. 15 
that happens to endorse all of the can¬ 
didates for alderman-at-large that Voice 
endorses. 

A similar brochure was prepared for 
School Committee candidates, also a 
duplicate of the Voice endorsements. 

Mrs. Lipshutz, asked about this 
Tuesday, said it was a "coincidence" and 
the Voice endorsements were not settled 
until last Wednesday.

The 128 West Refuse 
Recovery Council (128 WRRC) 
has 18 communities so far that 
have submitted a letter in¬ 
dicating an interest in par¬ 
ticipating in the planning for 
construction of a regional solid 
waste disposal facility. 

The interested communities 
are Acton, Arlington, Bedford, 
Belmont, Boxborough, 
Burlington, Carlisle, Chelm¬ 
sford, Concord, Dover, 
Lexington, Lincoln, Natick, 
Newton, Stow, Waltham, 
Wayland, and Weston. These 
communities have a total 
population of around 385,000. 

The 128 WRRC was started 
by community leaders in 
Newton and Waltham. Those 
cities have no acceptable space 
left for landfill operations and 
have had their incinerators 
closed because they did not 
meet the state clean air code. 

Although some towns bor¬ 
dering Newton and Waltham 
are thought to be "land-rich’’ 


communities, all large cities 
and small towns are faced with 
the challenge to dispose of solid 
waste in an environmentally 
acceptable way, whether it be 
by landfill or incineration. 

Financing of an acceptable 
facility for waste disposal will 
come from member com¬ 
munities plus federal and state 
grants. 

Everyone agrees that the 
most important task is to find a 
community willing to house a 
large resource recovery 
center. 

Because volunteer mem¬ 
bership in the group means 
that any dissatisfied town 
could withdraw, it was 
recommended that this host 
town have absolute veto power 
on any meaningful issue in 
order to prevent it from 
leaving the group once the 
center had been decided upon. 

It is estimated that con¬ 
struction of such a plant would 
not be complete for 5-8 years. 

The next meeting of 128 
WRRC is open to the public. It 
will be held on Oct. 30 at 8 p.m. 
at the Wellesley Town Hall.

Two Christmas 
stamps to be issued 
during holiday season 


The two Christmas stamps to 
be issued for use during the 
1975 holiday mailing season 
will be based on an early 
Christmas card and a 15th 
century madonna and child 
painting, and will not have a 
monetary denomination as a 
part of the design, the U.S. 
Postal Service announced 
today. 

" Details concerning the issue 
date and the first day of issue 
ceremony will be announced 
later. 

Designer Stevan Dohanos 
adapted one stamp from a 
Christmas card by I/mis Prang 
which appeared in 1878. It is 
among the early Christmas 
cards in the collection of the 
Museum of the City of New 
York. 

Authorities do not agree on 
the date when the first 
Christmas card was printed in 
this country, but they do agree 
that Louis Prang was among 
the first producers 100 years 
ago. 

The wording on the original 
card—"Ring the joybells - 
ring! Christ is bom - our 
King"—was modified to read 
"Merry Christmas" because of 
the reduction of the card to 
stamp size. 

The second 1975 Christmas 
stamp is based upon a 
madonna and child printed by 
Domenico Ghirlandaio, a 15th 
century Italian artist of the 
Florentine school. The painting 
hangs in the National Gallery 
of Art in Washington. 

Ghirlandaio was a prolific 
painter and mosaic creator, 
frequently of religious sub¬ 
jects. Only one other madonna 
has been attributed to 
Ghirlandaio, and it hangs in the 
Louvre. Both are believed to 
have been painted about 1470. 

In addition to "Merry 
Christmas, - ’ the lettering on 
the Christmas card stamp 
reads “US Postage 1975" in 


three lines of type. Across the 
bottom appears "Early Card 
by Louis Prang." 

“1975" appears in the upper 
right corner of the Masterpiece 
stamp, and, across the bottom, 
in two lines of type, appears 
"Ghirlandaio: National 

Gallery, Christmas US 
postage." 

The vertical com¬ 
memorative-size stamps will 
be printed on the Andreotti 
gravure press in six colors. 
Yellow, red, blue, borwn, black 
tone and black line will 
reproduce the Ghirlandaio art. 
Beige, yellow, red, green, 
brown, black tone and black 
line will print the Prang 
Christmas card. 

The madonna stamp was 
designed by Bradbury 
Thompson. The modeler was 
Frank J. Waslick of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. The 
Christmas card stamp was 
designed by Stevan Dohanos 
and modeled by Esther Porter, 
also of the Bureau. 

The image area of each 
stamp is 0.84 x 1.44 inches or 
21.3 x 36.5 millimeters. There 
are 50 stamps per pane and 6 
plate numbers for each stamp. 

They will be the first U.S. 
postage stamps ever issued 
without a denomination. When 
released, the stamps will be 
valid for the first class postage 
rate in effect at the time of 
issue. 

Because of the traditional 
large quantities of Christmas 
stamps printed each year— 
about one billion of each—it is 
necessary for the Bureau of 
Wngraving and Printing to 
prepare cylinders and to print 
the stamps well In advance of 
the holiday season. These 
stamps are already in 
production. The non- 
denominational format was 
adopted because of the un¬ 
certainty of postage rates later 
this year.

Walnut Poisoning: Many 
home gardeners who had 
trouble with tomatoes and 
other crops are wondering if a 
nearby walnut tree is the 
cause. They are ready to get 
the chain saw out but before 
cutting, make sure the trees 
are the villains. 

Black walnut trees are 
highly prized for the nuts and 
timber, and you should save 
them if necessary. Here are 
some answers to questions we 
receive about walnut trees: 

111 Do the roots of walnut 
trees really secrete a poison? 
Ans: Yes, the roots contain a 
plant poison called Juglone. 
This compound is not secreted 
into the soil, but when 
susceptible plants touch the 
roots, injury occurs. 

(2) How far out is the toxic 
zone? Ans: The range is as far 
out as the spread of the root 
system, anywhere from 50 to 60 
feet, and up to 80 feet. 

(3) What are the susceptible 
plants? Ans: As far as we 
know, no one has put out a 
complete list, but highly 
susceptible plants include 
many evergreens, azaleas, 
rhododendrons, and many 
vegetables such as tomatoes, 
corn, potatoes, plus dozens of 
others. 

1 4 1 How about sawdust, wood 
chips or leaves from walnut 
trees? Are these safe to use?

"Hie vaccine is generally 
safe. Dr. Mattea said, but can 
produce a mild illness similar 
to influenza. Allergic reactions 
can occur in those people who 
have allergies to egg or protein 
since the vaccine is grown on 
chick egg embryo. 

It is easier to be immunized 
against the flu this year than 
ever before. For the first time, 
the vaccine has an added 
amount of virus substance so 
that only one injection is 


needed early in the year as 
opposed to the biannual shots 
of previous years. 

The flue comes in three 
species, types A, B and C. Type 
C is stable and the victim 
usually develops an immunity 
during childhood. However, 
type A frequently mutates and 
each mutation brings a fresh 
chance for infection. Type B 
also mutates, but not as often. 

"Each year, drug companies 
synthesize vaccines from those 
strains of A and B viruses tht 
are prevalent," Dr. Mattea 
said. “Therefore, last year's 
shot may not cover this year's 
strain. Even this year's shot is 
no guarantee,” the pharmacist 
continued. "The strain may 
mutate after the vaccine was 
made. But the vaccine does 
offer an added degree of 
protection," he concluded.

Many tourist-conscious 
countries no longer require the 
American visitor to obtain 
visas before entry. But a valid 
U.S. passport is still necessary 
for the traveler, not only to 
enter and leave foreign 
countries but to depart from 
and return to the United States. 

The U.S. Passport office 
issues about 2.5 million pass¬ 
ports yearly. The slx-by-four- 
inch blue booklet is an official 
document which identifies the 
bearer, whose picture, signa^ 
hire and vital statistics are 
pages two and three, 
citizen of the United Si 
It is also a hot iteaFamong 
foreign criminal rifcles, ac¬ 
cording to conceded officials. 

“The U.S. aNSsport is the 
single most yfluable document 
an impost^ can have to sub¬ 
stantiate* a false identity,” 
Frances G. Knight, director of 
the Passport Office, told a 
Seriate committee. 
‘Possession gives the alien, 
narcotics trafficker, fugitive or 
criminal a freedom of 
movement otherwise denied 
him.” 

An estimated 14,000 
passports were reported 
missing last year, of which 
3,500 were listed as stolen. 

The Passport Office 
brochure, You and Your 
Passport, says ‘‘the main 
cause for losing a passport or 
having it stolen is carelessness 
on the part of the U.S. citizen.” 

It warns that a “lost passport 
in the hands of an unscrupulous 
individual may cause consider¬ 
able embarrassment — finan¬ 
cial and otherwise — to you as 
well as your government.” 

If your passport does disap- ^ ■» 
pear, report the loss immedi- 
ately to the local police. Next 
take a copy of the police report 
to the nearest U.S. consular 
office. There you will be 
required to present proof of 
your identity before the 
process of obtaining a tem¬ 
porary — and limited — 
passport can begin. The 
Passport Office warns that the 
strict procedures which must 
be followed could involve 
considerable delay. Knowing 
your passport number, date 
and place of issue, may 
facilitate matters, however. 

At any rate, you will have to 
wait, which could mean chang¬ 
ing your travel plans since you 
may not be allowed to leave the 
country. 

The loss of your passport 
could pose other problems. In 
some countries, they are 
required tc check into hotels 
and for converting travelers’ 
checks and dollars into the 
local currency. 

So carry your passport in a 
safe place — preferably on 
your person — at all times. Do 
not pack it in your luggage or 
leave it in a hotel room or 
unattended car. 

Obtaining the passport for 
the first time is easy. All that is 
usually needed are the $10 fee, 
plus $3 execution fee, a com¬ 
pleted application form, two 
duplicate front-view fullface 
photographs (black and white 
or color, no smaller than two- 
and-a-half inches nor larger 
than three inches square, taken 
within the past six months), a 
certified copy of your birth 
certificate if native bom or 
naturalization papers if foreign 
bom. 

Incidentally, the Passport 
Office now will accept photos 
taken with a special, 60-second 
Polaroid film used by profes¬ 
sional photographers. “The 
Passport Office welcomes 
photographs in which the 
applicant is relaxed and smi- 
ling,” the brochure says. 

First time applicants must 
appear in person and establish 
proof of identity through ac¬ 
ceptable documents or the 
testimony of a U.S. citizen who 
has known the applicant for at 
least two years. 

Applications are free, and 
can be obtained from, and 
submitted to, U.S. Passport 
Offices, designated post offices 
and authorized clerks of 
federal and state courts

AIR IS AS 

IMPORTANT AS OIL 
Airnre&sure is as important 
o the lffe oTa tire as oil is to (he 
life of an engine, according to 
the Automotive Information 
Council. Yet the same 
motorists who regularly have 
oil changes seldom bother to 
check tire pressure. 

AIC points out that a tire 
company has estimated that 
between 70 and 80 per cent of 
all tire troubles are related to 
improper inflation. 

Underinflation causes heat 
build-up in the tire, which can 
cause rapid internal 
deterioration. It also increases 
tread "squirm," which results 
in accelerated tread wear. 

Tire experts recommend 
that air pressure be checked at 
least once a month. This can he 
done most conveniently at 
home through the use of an 


inexpensive pencil-type air 
gauge, available for one or two 
dollars from tire or hardware 
stores. 

Tire pressure should be 
checked when the tires are cool 
— not immediately after they 
have been driven at highway 
speeds. Driving builds up 
pressure which returns to the 
original level again when the 
tires cool off. 

Radial tires, now highly 
popular, perhaps are even 
more neglected than other 
types of tires because they are 
known to have long-wear 
capabilities. Some motorists 
assume, therefore, that rutine 
maintenance is unnecessary. 

in addition, radial tires tend 
to bulge out in the sidewall 
area, giving them a “soft” look 
even when properly inflated. 
So visual inspection of radial 
tires can be deceiving, making 


a check with a tire gauge ex¬ 
tremely important. A bulge in 
the sidewall of a non-radial 
tire, however, does indicate 
low air pressure. 

Proper inflation pressures 
are listed in the car's operating 
manual and also are posted on 
a sticker on the door of the 
glove compartment or on one 
of the car’s door pillars. 

Determine the recom¬ 
mended pressures for both 
front and rear positions and 
then check out the tires with 
your gauge, advises AIC.

local factors, particularly the 
age of the property, were not 
considered. The city must 
ensure that such factors are 
taken into account before C-L- 
T's values are accepted. The 
aldermen should press at the 
state level for change in the 
way that large commercial 
properties and utilities are 
valued.

ELECT HONORA KAPLAN 
to the Newton School Committee 
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Newton citywide election Tuesday

The question this year is not “who will 
win," but, rather, "who will vote?” 

Newton has about 49,000 registered 
voters for the Nov. 4 election. Because it 
is the first city election with no mayor's 
race, observers have been predicting low 
voter interest and turnout. 

However, some degree of 
dissatisfaction has given rise this year to 
a new more conservative political 
organization, which, in turn, caused the 
liberals to regroup. The duo, Voice and 
Campaign for Newton '75, has been 
tugging at voters for the past two or 
three months to come into either one 
political camp or the other. 

Perhaps the long-run effect of both 
groups will prove to be a generation of 
more interest ir. this election and a bigger 
voter turnout. 

Voters Tuesday will go to the polls and 
choose 16 aldermen-at-large, one ward 
alderman and eight members of the 
School Committee. 

In addition there will be 11 referenda 
questions on the ballot. 


Candidates for alderman-at-large and 
School Committee do run from individual 
wards, but appear on the ballot citywide. 

Candidates for alderman-at-large this 
year include the following. 

In Ward 1, incumbents Aid. Joseph 
McDonnell and Aid. Robert Gaynor are 
being challenged by Patricia Ciccone of 
56 Ijothrop St., who was bom and raised 
in this ward. McDonnell has served 
several terms on the Board and is 
currently the chairman of the powerful 
aldermanic Land Use Committee. 

Gaynor, a strong opponent of 100 
percent valuation, is seeking his third 
term. 

In Ward 2, incumbents Aid. Terry 
Morris and Aid. Edward Richmond are 
challenged by Newton businessman and 
Jaycee leader A. Jefferson Cornell and 
Barbara Schiller, who has made other 
attempts at public office. 

In Ward 3, Anthony Salvucci is 
challenging incumbents Aid. Matthew 
Jefferson and Aid. Robert Tennant. 

In Ward 4, incumbent aldermen David 
Jackson and Louis Egelson are both 
leaving the Board. The open field in Ward 
4 includes: Donald Budge, former head of 


the I,ower Falls Improvement Assn.; 
Sheila Farnese, Auburndale activist and 
longtime Board observer; Priscilla Leith, 
conservationist; and John F. Stewart, 
who has worked at various levels of 
government for many years. 

In Ward 5, incumbent Aid. Sidney 
Small is seeking reelection. He is the 
chairman of the aldermanic Finance 
Committee. The other incumbent, 
Michael Antonellis, is not running again. 
The other three candidates in this race 
are Joan Needleman, currently on the 
School Committee; James Miller of 
Newton Upper Falls; and Robert Davine, 
a Waban student. 

In Ward 6, the incumbent seeking 
reelection is Aid. Joan Saklad. The other 
incumbent, Aid. Michel Lipof, moved 
from the ward during this term and 
decided not to run for the Board again. 

Making her second bid for a Ward 6 at- 
large seat is Ethel Sheehan, a veteran 
Democratic party activist. Also running 
are Rodney Barker of Newton Highlands 
and Frederic Sternburg of Newton 
Centre. 

In Ward 7, incumbents Aid. Jason 
Sacks and Aid. Mark White are 
challenged by Dominic Taglienti, who 


made an unsuccessful attempt for an at- 
large seat from Ward 7 two years ago. 

In Ward 8, incumbents Aid. Eliot 
Cohen, president of the Board of Alder¬ 
men, and Wendell Bauckman, president 
emeritus, have no opposition. 

These are the candidates that will 
appear on every voters' ballot across the 
city. 

Ward Alderman 

Voters also chose their own ward 
aldermen on an individual ward basis. 

Three ward aldermen face no op¬ 
position this year. They are Aid. Andrew 
Magni in Ward 1, Aid. Thomas Con- 
cannon in Ward 2, and Aid. Susan Schur 
in Ward 5. 

Two ward alderman seats, Ward 4 and 
Ward 8, are vacant. 

Running against each other for ward 
alderman in Ward 4 are Carol Ann Shea 
and Lemont Kier. Mrs. Shea is the 
president of the Auburndale Community 
Association. Kier, a chemist, is a former 
councilman of an Ohio suburb. 

Board of Aldermen Vice President 
Richard J. Bullwinkle is challenged this 
year for the second time by Paul Daley, a 
West Newton businessman. 

Incumbent Aid. Ernest Dietz faces his 


second challenge from Theodore Gross in 
Ward 6. 

Incumbent Aid. David Cohen is 
challenged by Kenneth Daniels in Ward 7. 

Robert Stiller and Rhode Davidow are 
running for the seat vacated by the in¬ 
cumbent in Ward 8. The two top voter 
getters in a four-way preliminary, Stiller 
and Davidow had 23 votes separating 
them. 

In the preliminary, Stiller got 543 votes 
and Davidow got 526. Davidow has the 
backing of Board President Cohen. 

School Committee 

Only one candidate is running unop¬ 
posed for the School Committee this year 
and that is Alvin Mandell in Ward 8, 

In Ward 1, incumbent Henry Delicata, 
seeking his second term, is challenged by 
Jeoffrey Schwamm, a drug coordinator 
for the Newton-Wellcsley-Weston area. 

In Ward 2, incumbent Eleanor 
Rosenblum, chairwoman of the School 
Committee, is challenged by Dr. Edward 
Prince, a podiatrist in Newton for 18 
years. 

In Ward 3, incumbent Gerard Byrne is 
facing Michael LeConti, well-known in 
Newton through his participation in youth 


activities and his service on mayoral 
advisory committees. 

In Ward 4, School Committee veteran 
Manual Beckwith is challenged by 
Robert Snyder, an attorney. 

Ward 5 contains the seat being vacated 
by Joan Needleman. Here, Sumner Silton 
makes his second bid to sit on the School 
Committee. The other candidate is 
Honora Kaplan. 

In Ward 6, incumbent Herbert Regal 
faces his second challenge from Robert 
Cohen. 

In Ward 7, incumbent Dorothy 
Reichard, vice chairwoman of the School 
Committee, is challenged by Paul Ash, a 
teacher in the Dover-Sherborn school 

system. 

Again, these candidates will appear on 
everyone's ballot across the city. 

The polls will open at 7 a.m. next 
Tuesday and remain open until 8 p.m. 

Alan Licarie, executive secretary of the 
Newton Election Commission, advises 
voters to prepare ahead of time to vote, 
particularly on the referenda questions. 

Copies of the question summaries as 
they appear on the ballot, have been 
mailed to residents of Newton by the city. 



Planning ordinance almost ready 


Proposed powers of the director of a 
new department, Planning and 
Development, were sharply curtailed this 
week when members of the City Planning 
Committee reviewed a new ordinance 
establishing the department. 

Aid. Terry Morris is the creator of the 
new department, which is allowed under 
a special state law filed by Morris, and 
according to him, sure of enactment 
within the next few days. 

A new city 8 ordinance embodying the 
details of the department is also needed 
to implement the state law. 

The new department will consolidate 
the pr^ent Planning Department, 
Planning Board, Housing Authority, 
Redevelopment Authority, and the 
Conservation, Historical and Urban 
Beautification commissions. 

The director of Planning and 
Development will, under provisions of the 
special state law, be a one-man "com¬ 
munity development authority." The City 


Planning Committee, while reviewing the 
proposed ordinance, made sure that there 
would not be too much power vested in 
the director of the department. 

As a control on that power, and as a 
means of ensuring input from the entire 
city, the ordinance has set up a Planning 
and Development Board of nine mem¬ 
bers, five of whom are to act as the 
Planning Department where the city 
charter demands. 

Many of the functions of the director, as 
proposed by Morris, were removed from 
being autonomously under the director by 
the City Planning Committee and 
referred to the Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Board for its review and approval 
after action by the Planning and 
Development director. 

The federal government, in its new 
form of revenue-sharing, the Housing and 
Community Development Act, has more 
or less recognized the demise of housing 
and redevelopment authorities and is 
distributing monies to a community for 


spending at the community’s discretion. 

Redevelopment in Newton is just about 
completed as far as the need for an 
authority is concerned. Any renewal 
hereafter can can be effected through 
city agencies. 

The new ordinance also establishes a 
department of housing services, which in 
effect replaces the Housing Authority. 
Removed from the function of the 
Housing Authority is tlie maintenance of 
the apartment developments, a point not 
acceptable to present Housing Authority 
Director Frank Quinn, who feels that the 
city Building Department cannot handle 
such maintenance as well as his 
authority can. 

Other details of the new ordinance were 
accepted by the City Planning Com¬ 
mittee, but no vote was taken. 

The Housing Authority will discuss its 
role at its November meeting, and the 
Legislation & Rules Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen must act on the or¬ 
dinance. 


Police chief earns more than mayor 


Police Chief William F. Quinn suc¬ 
cessfully bargained for a pay increase in 
a closed session of the aldermanic 
Finance Committee last Thursday. 

Chief Quinn will receive a total of 
$29,176 per year, based on the doubling of 
the patrolmen's top salary and an ad¬ 
ditional $ 1,000 for serving as director of 
animal control. 

Finance Committee Cliainnan Sidney 
Small said after the closed session that he 
will consider removing the animal 
control stipend during next year's budget 
hearings. 

Chief Quinn's raise of $1,176 will be 
retroactive to July 1, when the new police 


contract went into effect. The state law 
which Newton accepted requires his 
salary to be double that of the highest 
paid officer. 

While still meeting behind closed doors, 
the committtee referred to the Personnel 
Department the chief's request for a 
salary Increase for his research 
assistant, Timothy Coogan. 

Coogan's current salary is $17,567 and 
the chief requested a $3,375 raise which 
put him on approximately the same level 
as a captain. 

The Finance Committee hesitated 
about going into executive session after 
objections from members of the press. 
Initially the committee unanimously 


supported Small's recommendation 
based on past tradition of discussing 
department heads' salaries in private. 

After the press requested an open 
session, Aid. Richard Bullwinkle, Jason 
Sacks, and Ixrnis Egelson voted to keep 
the session open. 

City Solicitor Howard Irvine entered 
the session later and decided the per¬ 
sonalities being discussed did make the 
session legal. 

Before Levine made his ruling, Aid. 
Bullwinkle came out of the chamber and 
said the committee had revoted the 
matter and agreed unanimously again 
tliat there was sufficient cause to dose off 
the discussion from the public. 


Davis School testing 
indicates improvement

Students at Davis School have im¬ 
proved considerably in the areas of 
mathematics and reading since the 
School Department has added extra 
personnel to the school last year. 

Results of the "STEP"-tests given this 
ypar distributed to School Committee 
members showed that the same students 
in grades four and five last year in¬ 
creased their average scores by 20 to 31 
percentage points. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said after the meeting Monday that a 
resource room has been added at the 
school, a reading assistant was made 


fulltime, and learning disability staff has 
been added to the school recently. 

Fink said scores for other schools will 
be released later when the junior high 
school data becomes available. 

One way of looking at the .progress of 
the classes is in terms of stanine scores. A 
stanine score is a number from 1-9 that 
indicates a general level of achievement, 
since a difference in a few percentage 
points may or may not be significant. 

On both the math and verbal tests this 
year the average of students in grades 
four, five, and six was in stanine 6, which 
is the top of the "average" category. 

Two years ago a different set of 
students in these three grades had 


average stanine scores of 4 or 5 on the two 
tests. 

During the three years included in the 
test results the mean IQ of the classes 
kept between 104 and 108. 

In a memo attached to the average 
scores, Superintendent Fink wrote, 
"Apparently some real progress has been 
made, but we are not reducing our efforts 
to improve further the program at this 
school." 

The only school that had an average 
score lower than Davis in some areas 
last year was the fourth grade at 
Emerson School in Upper Falls which 
had an average statine score of 3 in both 
math and reading. The IQ avearge for the 
class was 99.

Armed robbers 
get money, drugs 

Countryside Pharmacy in Newton 
Highlands was robbed of all its restricted 
drugs and cash Tuesday afternoon by two 
men wielding pistols. No one was hurt in 
the robbery. 

Police report that two men in their 20's, 
both about 5 feet and 9 inches entered 
the drug store at 98 Winchester St. at 
about 2:15 p.m. 

The first man with dark brown hair and 
sunglasses went up to the drug counter in 
the rear of the store and yelled at the 
manager to open the swinging door to let 
him behind the counter. 

Without waiting for the manager to 
open the door, the robber forced it open 
and pointed a small silver-plated 
revolver at the druggist's head. 

Upon demands of the robber for all 
Class A drugs, the manager put the drugs 
in a small pharmacy bag. The thief then 
retrieved a larger bag and emptied the 
drug cabinet. 

The second man with light brown, 
stringy hair, a beard, and wearing Jeans 
and cowboy boots, demanded with a 
small dark pistol that the clerk empty the 
other cash registers in the store. 

A customer who entered the store 
during the six-minute robbery was or¬ 
dered to lay on the floor like the clerk and 
manager. 

She told police she saw a large, gold- 
colored car outside the store when she 
entered with a man wearing a goldish- 
colored hat sitting at the wheel. 

The thieves escaped and attempts by 
the three witnesses to identify them from 
police photos failed. 

Police did not know the amount of cash 
or the types of drugs taken 


on several of the subjects it encounters. 

This week the mayor suggested the 
School Committee should be divided into 
subcommittees such as administration, 
program, and other costs when 
discussing the budget. . 

At Monday night's School Committee 
meeting he suggested the Committee 
make plans to provide for the lending of 
books to private school students. 

At a previous School Committee 
meeting he suggested the eight members 
take more active steps in deciding the 
future use of closed school buildings.

The mayor had made this suggestion at 
budget hearings last winter with no 
positive response from Committee 
members. 

The mayor said he has also asked the 
School Committee to let his budget 
analyst, Michael Lebner, sit in on 
preliminary budget preparations done 
within the School Department. The 
mayor has recieved no reply to his 
request, he said Monday.

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Larson warns 
of $100,000 
school deficit 

The retiring director of 
school support services, John 
Gilleland, came under fire for 
the last time at the School 
Committee meeting Monday 
when Public Buildings Com¬ 
missioner Gene Larson 
estimated a $ 100,000 deficit for 
the department by June 30, 
1976. 

Larson based his estimate on 
the amount of money the 
Support Services Department 
has spent already on projects 
that the Buildinghas completed 
for the schools in the first 
quarter of this fiscal year. 

Gilleland said outside the 
Bigelow Junior High School 
Auditorium that he disagreed 
with Larson’s estimate, 
claiming that the first quarter 
expenses were dispropor¬ 
tionately high. 

Gilleland also pointed to a 
page of figures that had a 
category with $192,000 "for 
unexpected occurences." 

Gilleland was not in the 
School Department offices 
Wednesday and could not be 
reached for comment. 

Assistant Director of Support 
Services James Cameron could 
not be reached for comment, 
and school Budget Director 
Harry Vienneau knew nothing 
of the the account listing. 


Rev. Curtis Abbott, director 
of the Beginnings drop-in 
center in Eliot Church, said “I 
was in heaven when I heard of 
the gift on Oct. 8." 

Beginnings, rated on the top 
of the Department of Mental 
Health’s survey scale, has 
assurance it will stay open 51 
hours a week until the summer. 

The Newton High School 
Class of 1966 Youth Center 


Committee donated $6,000 to 
the center to fund its operation, 
but Beginnings still nee ds, 
$ 8,000 from private sources to 
conti nue operating until next 
August. 

The Department of Mental 
Health funds half of 8 Begin¬ 
nings’ $38,000 annual budget, 
and used the center’s seven 
yearns of experience as a 
model for other youth centers 


in the state. 

Rev. Curtis and the five 
others on the staff agree that 
Beginnings is a model program 
because the kids who attend 
the center in the church 
basement take part in every 
decision.' 

When the center was closed 
last 8 August because of fun¬ 
ding problems, Rev. Curtis 
said there was twice as much 


crime and vandalism in the 
Newton Comer area. 

"We're just about the only 
place left which offers a sub¬ 
stantial program the the ki. ds 
who won't go to the YMCA or 
other traditional programs," 
the director said. 

Currently Beginnings is open 
from 2-9 p.m. weekdays, M2 
p.m. on Saturdays, and 2-8 p.m. 
on Sundays. 


NCDF cleared of Hatch Act problems 


Newton Community 
Development Foundation, 
which plans to build 50 units of 
low- and moderate-income 
housing off Hamlet Street, 
Newton Centre, has been 
upheld by the state in its 
contention that the develop¬ 
ment is not within the 
jurisdiction of the Wetlands 
Protection (Hatch) Act. 

The decision of the state 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering in effect 
says that in its opinion the 
building of the development 


will have no effect on the the 
Vale, a large tract of con¬ 
servation land below the 
housing site. 

Robert Cohen, former owner 
of the Vale, donated a portion 
of the land to the city for 
conservation purposes. He and 
several neighbors contested 
the Newton Conservation 
Commission opinion that the 
NCDF development would not 
affect the Vale. 

Cohen said Wednesday that 
he will "recommend strongly 
to the neighbors that they 


appeal the DEQE decision." 

"If that decision goes un¬ 
challenged," Cohen said, 
"there will be nobody to 
supervise the construction and 
the underground drainage,” 
which Cohen has felt would the 
imperil the unique ecological 
balance of the Vale. 

Cohen said that whether he 
will serve as the neighborhood 
lawyer again, should there be 
an appeal to Superior Court, 
will depend on many factors. 

The DEQE decision removes 
the last legal barrier to NCDF, 


but the state of the economy 
presents another. 

Recent indications from the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency, a govern¬ 
ment-related body that has 
been funding housing 
developments, are that bonds 
are becoming increasingly 
difficult to sell. 

The Newton Redevelopment 
Authority housing may be in 
trouble because of the MHFA 
problem. 

MHFA had committed itself 
to funding the NCDF project. 


Insurance agents survey roads 
for 'Operation Boobytrap' Nov. 6 
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More than 450 members of 
the Independent Insurance 
Agents of Massachusetts 
(IIAM) will participate in 
"Operation Boobytrap" - a 
safety project developed by the 
Insurance Information 
Institute — to be conducted 
throughout the Bay State on 
Nov.6. 

Special teams of volunteers 
from the Insurance Agents of 
Newton will patrol local 
segments of state, county, and 
municipal streets on the 
lookout for roadside 
"boobytrap" hazards that can 
contrubute to accidents or 


make them worse when they 
happen. 

The local survey coordinator 
is David Krongard of the 
Maurice B. Helfant Insurance 
Agency, 15 Cypress St., Newton 
Centre, phone 332-4727. 

Citing Registry of Motor 
Vehicles statistics for last 
year, Krongard said, "In 1974, 
341 persons were killed and 
more than 11,000 injured in 
collisions with fixed objects 
after having run off the 
roadway. Most of these 
‘boobytraps’ have been placed 
there and it is our hope that this 
survey will focus public at- 
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tention on them and help speed 
their removal.” 

"Many motorists don’t give a 
passing thought to the gauntlet 
of death they travel daily," 
said Krongard. "Often they 
become aware too late — when 
a simple blowout, sideswipe, 
skid, or other misadventure 
escalates needlessly into a 
major accident." 

The insurance agent 
volunteers will search out and 
identify such man-made 
hazards as guard rails that can 
impale an auto or guide it into a 
bridge abutment or other 
obstruction, and utility and 
light poles placed next to the 
traveled roadway. 

The surveyors will also 
compile data on such menaces 


as close-to-th e-roadside high¬ 
way signs erected of rigid steel 
beams and imbedded in con¬ 
crete stanchions, and 
unguarded embankments, and 
drainage ditches that can act 
as death pits for out-of-control 
vehicles. 

The survey results will be 
immediately tabulated by area 
coordinators and transmitted 
to the control center in Boston 
where IIAM officials and the 
Insurance Information 
Institute will release the 
statewide returns. 

The completed data will be 
reviewed by safety officials 
before being forwarded to 
Massachusetts Secretary of 
Transportation Frederick P. 
Salvucci.

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Newton to lose jobs 
in CETA phasedown

The impending phasedown of 
public service employees hired 
under the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
will result in the loss of 105 jobs 
to Newton residents, according 
to Charles F. Miller, Newton 
subgrantee area director. 

Miller explained the cut in 
jobs, which will take place over 
six months beginning in 
January, is the result of the 
need to spread CETA federal 
funding over a wider area. 

The amount of money sup¬ 
plied by the federal govern¬ 
ment will be the same next 
year, Miller said, but as other 
areas experienced higher 
unemployment rates than last 
year, the money must be 
spread to give those areas a 
share. 

Mayor Mann, chairman of 
the Newton-area CETA 
program8 which serves 10 
communities, met this week 
with Gov. Michael Dukakis, 
Communities and Develop¬ 


ment Secretary William Flynn, 
and Economic Affairs 
Secretary Howard Smithto 
review the federal reallocation 
of funds. 

Several of the communities 
have expressed concern about 
Smith's announced policy of 
"first in, first out,” when some 
CETA jobs are terminated. 

The policy means that those 
who have held public service 
employemnt through CETA for 
the longest time will be the first 
to be let go. 

Miller said this policy serves 
two functions — to allow em¬ 
ployees who have not worked 
long to gain additional em¬ 
ployment time and to cut down 
the total number of employees. 

Some communities want a 
mechanism for retaining 
certain employees until they 
vote a new budget at town 
meeting, Miller said. 

The decision must be made 
by Secretary Smith, Miller 
said. 


Incinerator suits 
settled for $80,000 


Nine years after the in¬ 
cinerator was built, four years 
after suits were begun, and a 
month after the incinerator 
was closed down, the city is 
about to receive an $80,000 
settlement, of damage suits for 
$300,000 brought for improper 
design and construction of the 
facility. 

City Solicitor said this week 
that separate negotiations with 
the architect, engineer, con¬ 
tractor, subcontractors and the 
surety company are drawing to 
an end and will result in 


separarte settlements totaling 
about $ 80 , 000 . 

The incinerator was shut 
down Sept. 30, after more than 
two years' extension of state 
orders to discontinue use of the 
incinerator because of air 
pollution. 

The incinerator lias been 
judged never to have worked 
properly, and one official of the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency said four years ago 
that the incinerator was 
designed to meet air pollution 
control standards set in the 
1940's.

Retirement for 
permissive judge 

Chief Justice G. Joseph Tauro of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court, who has 
become an apostle of permissiveness since 
he served as John A. Volpe’s lawyer in the 
1950s, will retire from the bench early next 
year when he reaches the mandatory retire¬ 
ment age of 70. 

Because of weird rulings made by the 
state’s highest tribunal under the 
leadership of Justice Tauro, his departure 
from the bench in January will be viewed 
with a minimum of regret by those who 
believe there should be some semblance of 
law and order in our way of life. 

A horrible possibility exists that Governor 
Michael S. Dukakis will appoint someone 
just as permissive as Justice Tauro to 
preside over the deliberations of the State 
Supreme Court. However, that seems 
somewhat unlikely when one recalls some of 
the decisions of the Tauro Tribunal. 

There was the incredible ruling that a 
boy, who for 45 minutes hurled obscenities 
at a clerk and a gathering of about 100 
persons in Jordan Marsh’s, could not be 
prosecuted for his action because the U.S. 
Constitution guaranteed him freedom of 
speech. 

It was all right for him to disrupt the 
normal business in Jordan's and to subject 
the assembled customers to a torrent of 
four-letter words and other obscenities and 
profanities of varying length, and nothing 
could be done to prosecute or punish him. 

At least one perceptive person pondered 
the possibility of visiting the chamber of the 
State Supreme Court when that august body 
was in session and hurling some well- 
merited profanities and maybe a few 
obscenities at the black-gowned justices. 

However, it occurred to him that Justice 
Tauro and his colleagues might not be quite 
as permissive about an interruption of their 
deliberations as they were about the disrup¬ 
tion of business at Jordan’s and that we 
might wind up in an extended stay in the 
slammer which would be inconvenient with 
Thanksgiving and Christmas just down the 
road. 

Leaders in the Legislature are con¬ 
sidering the possible passage of a bill which 
would restrict chief justices of 
Massachusetts courts to six years in that 
capacity. 

A chief justice of the Supreme, Superior, 
Probate or District Courts, for example, 
would be replaced by someone else after six 
years as the top jurist in his court. He 
would, however, continue as a regular judge 
in that court. The chief justices usually 
draw an extra stipend for the administrative 
work they perform. 

Senator John J. Conte, Worcester 
Democrat, Senate chairman of the joint 
legislative committee on the judiciary and 
one of the sponsors of the measure, says the 
purpose of the bill is to prevent 
Massachusetts courts from becoming 
“powerful Little Kingdoms answerable to 
no one.” 

Courts which would be affected by the 
bill, which is being sponsored by Senator 
Conte and Representative Michael F. 
Flaherty of South Boston, House chairman 
of the judiciary committee, would include 
the Supreme Court, the Superior Court, the 
Probate Court system, the district court 
system, the Boston Municipal Court, the 
Land Court and the Appeals Court. 

Another intriguing ruling by the Supreme 
Court was that a person in his own home 
could not shoot a person threatening to kill 
him. He had to retreat and incur the obvious 
danger of being killed in the process. That 
seemed like a screwball decision to this 
bystander.

It was April Fool’s Day in October a few 
days back when the Massachusetts Senate in 
a bizarre and outrageous manner tamely 
submitted while Senate President Kevin 
Harrington staged a pre-dawn blitz to ram 
through the state's major budget-tax bill. 

The Senate chieftain's action was arrogant 
and indefensible because he bludgeoned it 
through just minutes after it had been 
defeated in a roll call vote. 

More incredible, Harrington conceded 
frankly he knew prior to the vote at the tail 
end of an 18-hour Senate session that there 
were a minimum solid 21 votes against the 
budget-tax measure. This constituted a clear 
majority, and precluded the bill's defeat on a 
roll call. 

Some may excuse the Senate's action on the 
flimsy grounds that the hour was late, and the 
solons tired, because a Senate recess was 
called to permit those members who desired 
to see the final game of the World Series. That 
excuse just won't wash. 

This controversial flip-flop in a pre-dawn 
vote was done to mute the political fallout of 
what the senators had done by first getting 
them on the record individually as in op¬ 
position and then reversing themselves under 
the soothing cloak of anonymity. 

Given the normal standards of democracy 
and fair play, the bill should have been dead 
because the majority had spoken and rejected 
the $3.029-billion state budget and record $400- 
million tax hike. 

But Senator Harrington tapped every 
parliamentary gimmick available to him, 
including some brand new ones, to ramrod 
the measure through and send it to a House- 
Senate conference committee. 

The Salem Democrat’s indefensible sleight- 
of-hand not only enraged opponents of the 
fiscal package but made a mockery of 
democratic government. While Harrington's 
motives doubtless were pure — "...we had to 
have this budget” — his end-justifies-the- 
nieans philosophy is out of whack with the 


concept of good government. 

In a recent column, this writer observed: 

“Senator Harrington, without question, is 
the most seasoned, effective political figure in 
state government. Time and time again, he 
has demonstrated his administrative ex¬ 
pertise and knows intimately the ins and outs 
of how to achieve political results. He has 
power, and, more important, is not afraid to 
use that power." 

While summing up the past, those words 
were unfortunately prophetic in that they 
described to the nth degree just how and why 
the Senate boss was able to perpetrate what 
must rank as the most arrogant and dic¬ 
tatorial put-on in recent memory. It was an 
unfortunate display of one-man power. 

With Massachusetts confronted with the 
most monumental fiscal crisis in her history, 
the Senate’s budget-tax shenanigans dealt a 
stiff blow to the credibility of the legislature. 

As regards legislative responsibility, it was 
in startling contrast to the sober, industrious 
effort of recent months by the House as it 
fashioned a budget — a contrast highlighted 
by the Senate giving the same serious subject 
just 18 hours dellberaton before ramming it 
through." 

Another aspect of the now-muddied 
situation is that nobody really knows with 
certainty the amount of new taxes to balance 
the Senate budget — least of all the confused 
and tired senators who acquiesced to the 
Senate President’s autocratic ploy between 4 
and 5 a.m. 

Rep. Vincent J. Piro, House Taxation 
Chairman, termed the action "inexcusable," 
and said estimates on the cost of the upper 
chamber's version range from $350-million to 
$600-nullion annually. 

While a flashfire of hard criticism inun¬ 
dated the Senate, a vote of confidence was 
given it by the Civil liberties Union of 
Massachusetts — understandable in that this 
liberal-oriented group almost predictably is 
on the side of underdogs and dubious and 
highly suspect causes.

I’ve 
always found it the easiest and most appreciated dessert in 
our home.

Answer: Custards are a favorite of mine too, here's a 
brand new one sent to us by the Northeast Egg Margeting 
Association: 

PEACH CRUNCH CUSTARD 
two-thirds cup all purpose flour 
4 teaspoon salt 

4 cup sugar 
*•4 cup butter 

1 can (3*2 oz.) flaked coconut 
1 ran (1 lb. 13 oz.) sliced peaches, drained 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1 teaspoon pumpkin pie spice 

5 eggs, slightly beaten 
24 cups milk, scalded 


Combine flour, salt and 4 cup sugar. Cut in butter until 
mixture resembles coarse crumbs. Press flour mixture 
onto bottom of 9-inch square baking pan. Bake in preheated 
400 degree oven 15 minutes or until golden brown. Reduce 
heat to 375 degrees. Sprinkle base with coconut, arrange 
peach slices in pan. Combine remaining sugar with pum¬ 
pkin pie spice, sprinkle over peaches. Bake in 376 degree 
oven 35-40 minutes, or until knife inserted halfway'between 
center and edge comes out clean. Serve warm. Serves 9. 

Question: My family just loves stuffed green peppers and 
I’ve been told that green peppers are good for them — do 
you have the Italian stuffed peppers as well as an ordinary 
method? I really do appreciate your helping me.

Answer: Green peppers are indeed a fine family food, 
they are high in vitamin C and low in calories (15 in a 
medium sized pepper) they supply some vitamin A and a 
variety of other vitamins and minerals, plus bulk desirable 
for good digestion. Did you know that mature red sweet 
peppers are even more nutritious than when green, with 
more than ten times the vitamin A? Here are your two 
recipes: 

VEGETABLE STUFFED GREEN PEPPERS 
6 medium green peppers 

3 cups cubed pared potatoes 
1 cup sliced celery 

4 tablespoons butter or margarine, divided 
3 tablespoons flour 

1 teaspoon salt 
Mi teaspoon pepper 
14 cups milk 

1 cup (4 oz.) shredded Cheddar cheese 


2 tablespoons fine dry bread crumbs 

Cut a thin slice from stem end of each green pepper; 
remove seeds and pithy portion, leaving shell intact. Cook 
in boiling water to cover for 5 minutes; drain. Cook potatoes 
and celery, covered, in small amount of boiling salted water 
for 5 minutes. Drain, if necessary. Melt 3 tablespoons butter 
in sacuepan; blend in flour, salt and pepper. Gradually stir 
in milk. Cook over medium heat, stirring constantly, until 
mixture thickens and comes to a boil. Remove from heat. 
Add cheese and stir until melted. Add potatoes and celery. 
Spoon potato mixture into green pepper shells. Mix bread 
crumbs with remaining 1 tablespoon butter; sprinkle over 
filling. Place in shallow baking pan; add 4 inch of water; 
bake in 375 degree oven 30 minutes. Serves 6.

6 medium green peppers

2 cups cooked chopped chicken 
2 cups chopped celery 
1 cup chopped salted peanuts

1 teaspoon Ac’cent flavor enhancer 
4 cup corn oil 
4 cup mayonnaise 
4 cup chicken broth 
1 cup (4 oz.) grated Cheddar cheese 
4 to 1 cup canned potato sticks 
Prepare cooked chicken by putting one broiler-fryer 
chicken, cut up and skinned, in a large saucepan; cover 
with water (about 2 quarts), bring to a boil, reduce heat and 
simmer for 50 minutes or until fork tender. Cool and remove 
meat from bones; chop meat to make 2 cups. In a saucepan, 
mix all ingredients except cheese and potato sticks; heat 
for 10 minutes. Spread warm mixture in a square baking 
dish (84x84-inch) top with a layer of cheese and potato 
sticks.

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“Imponderable damage to 
women can be caused by a 
rape," reports Carolyn 
Thomas at a recent panel held 
about rape at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. The panel 
vps sponsored by the National 
Organization for Women, 
Newton chapter and the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital's 
Rape Counseling Program. 
Priscilla Leith was the 
moderator. Ms. Thomas is with 
the Newton-Wellelsey Hospital. 

Post rape trauma was 
outlined by Ms. Thomas as 
psychological, where the 
woman experiences fear of 
death, complete helplessness, 
nightmares; they cannot cat 
and have feelings of intrusive 
shock of private space. The 
woman also suffers from the 
myth of guilt, feeling soiled and 
degraded. 

Socially, Ms. Thomas says 
there is the question of whether 
people will believe her and the 
awkward position of returning 
to work, school or the family. 

Somewhat after the Incident 
the victim may dream of 
killing and may develope 
phobias and experience a 
repulsion of sex. 

According to Ms. Thomas, 
the hospital's rape counseling 
program tries to help the 
victim to return to her previous 
life-style. Ms. Thomas stressed 
it was important for the victim 
to be seen as soon as possible.

Gerald Marchand says the city 
has day and night units con¬ 
sisting of detective sergeants 
and one police woman. He said 
the police view rape as an 
emotional assault as well as a 
physical one and work with the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital’s

Program. He said In Newton, 
the rapist Is usually a friend, 
boyfriend, “confidence” man 
or someone who has met the 
victim through hitchhiking. 

Panelist Rep. Ix>is Pines 
victims fear courts will inquire 
into her past sexual life and 
will avoid reporting a rape. 
Rep. Pines has helped sponsor 
Senate Bill 1961 which prohibits 
bringing up the victim’s sexual 
history except the victim with 
the assailant. The bill is in the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

The film, "Nobody's Victim" 
was sponsored by David B. 
Balise of Maclean Hospital 
and demonstrated numerous 
techniques to use against the 
unarmed rapist. They included 
karate punches, and keys In the 
face. It was sugggested that 
"Fire" be screamed with the 
intention of attracting at¬ 
tention. Methods for preven¬ 
ting rape were to burglar proof 
one's home and demand 
identification from a distance 
from a utility person who needs 
to enter your home.

This event will feature 
demonstrations of the unique 
apparatus used in Tay-Sachs 
testing, a review of recent 
advances in medical genetics 
by the program co-directors, 
Drs. Allen C. Crocker and 
Edwin H. Koiodny, and visual 
displays highlighting program 
achievements. 

The Tay-Sachs Foundation of 
New England, co-hosts for this 
evening, will also mark the 




occasion with a raffle drawing 
of three original works of art. 

Tay-Sachs disease is a fatal 
genetic disorder which 
primarily affects Jewish in¬ 
fants. One in every 30 Jews is 
estimated to carry the Tay- 
Sachs trait, and one in every 
3600 Jewish children dies of the 
disease. 

Since its inception in 
November, 1973, the Tay-Sachs 
Prevention Program has 
tested more than 5000 young 
people of childbearing age and 
discovered 175 who carry the 
Tay-Sachs gene. 

The Tay-Sachs Prevention 
Program has conducted large- 
scale testing sessions each 
spring and fall in numerous 
Massachusetts communities 
and in Portland, Maine. 


The prevention program has 
recently shifted its emphasis to 
locally based Tay-Sachs 
testing centers. The most 
active of these is at the Beth 
Israel Hospital in Boston. 
Others are located at the 
Harvard Community Health 
Plans of Boston and Cam¬ 
bridge and at the Salem 
Hospital in Salem. Rabbis 
counseling couples about to be 
married and physicians caring 
for couples contemplating 
pregnancy are major sources 
of referral to these centers.

questions facing voters. All of 
the questions were voted on by 
the legislation & Rules . 
Committee. They were sub¬ 
mitted to the mayor and, ac¬ 
cording to Howard Ievine, city 
solicitor, they were sent to the 
attorney general's office for a 
ruling and returned with an 
opinion stating they were legal. 

•; Question 1 asks the voters to 
reaffirm the granting of 
licenses for Beano. While the 
game is presently legal, the act 
allowing Beano, stipulates this 
question must appear on the 
ballot so voters can declare 
whether or not they are still in 
favor of such legislation. 

*. Questions 2 through 11 are 
proposed amendments to the 
Newton Charter. Question 2 
asks voters to consider 
reducing the amount ap¬ 
propriated to the School 
'Committee in their operating 
Budget for "ordinary main¬ 
tenance and repair of school 
buildings." Under the charter 
four percent is allocated; 
'however, if the amendment 
were passed, it would reduce 
■ the amount to two percent. 
' Also, a yes vote would prohibit 
, the transfer of funds from this 
J account without a 23 vote of the 
•Board of Aldermen. In ad- 
! dition, if the School Committee 
[needed more than the two 
percent, it would have to go 
before the Board of Aldermen. 

Chairwoman Eleanor 
Rosenblum maintains that

percent mark...autonomy for 
managing the (School Com¬ 
mittee) budget should be left to 
those who have expertise (in 
that area).” She also argued 
that while funds were tran¬ 
sferred to make up for deficits, 
needed repairs were then 
deferred. 

Rosenblum attributes the 
presence of this question on the 
ballot to an adversary 
relationship between the 
aldermen and the School 
Committee. Further, she ex¬ 
pressed concern that the 
passage of such an amendment 
might result in "the inefficient, 
cumbersome system we once 
had." She envisioned a 
situation in which a leaking 
roof could take years to repair. 

However, Eliot Cohen, 
president of the Board of 
Aldermen, said the School 
Committee's "credibility was 
lacking" and agreed that the 
charter question was "to a 
degree an outgrowth" of this 
distrust. Cohen asserts the 
committee had “violated the 
charter” by transferring funds 
allocated for maintenance and 
repair to other accounts, a 
factor he saw as a "breach of 
confidence" between the 
committee and its constituents. 
Cohen also commented that 


"two percent of a greater 
budget would give the com¬ 
mittee more money than they 
had before." This was a 
reference to the fact that the 
allocation, according to the 
charter, Is based on the 
previous year's operating 
budget. 

Question three asks voters to 
allow School Committee 
members to run for office as 
many times as they wish. 
Presently, members may run 
for four consecutive terms, a 
situation which Rosenblum 
says carries with it "the 
potential of removing everyone 
with experience" at the same 
time. Aldermen may run for 
unlimited terms. 

Neighborhood Area Councils 
and the powers granted them 
are under consideration in 
question 4 which asks voters to 
decide if the word "sub¬ 
stantive" should be deleted 
from the charter. This , would 
limit the amount of power the 
Board of Aldermen could 
confer on these bodies and, if 
passed, would mean the 
councils would become "ad¬ 
visory authorities." 

In question 5 voters are 
asked whether or not they want 
to see the number of signers 
necessary for a referendum 


petition reduced from ten 
percent, presently required, to 
five percent of all registered 
voters. The names must be 
gathered within 20 days. 

When the Capital 
Improvements Program Is 
submitted is considered in 
question 6. The question, if 
passed, would allow the mayor 
to submit the CIP no later than 
six months before the 
operating budget Concannon 
explained that "now the 
program bears no relationship 
to the budgetary process...and 
has no relevance because it is 
not on the same fiscal cycle.” 
Presently the mayor need only 
submit the CIP 30 days "prior 
to the final date for submission 
of the operating budget." 

Question 7 if passed, would 
permit the Board of Aldermen 
to adopt or reject the com¬ 
prehensive plan in sections. 
Presently, the board must 
either adopt or reject the plan 
in its entirety. This amend¬ 
ment would also permit the 
aldermen to bypass the 
planning board. Presently 
ordinances which relate to land 
use, urban development, urban 
renewal or expenditures for 
capital improvements go 
before the planning board for 
evaluation. 


Silver Lake family health center 
run jointly by city and VNA 


Despite a recent dispute 
between the director of the 
Visiting Nurses Association 
and the director of the city’s 
Human Services Department 
over the operation of a health 
clinic in Nonantum, the 
agencies are manning the 
clinic cooperatively and its 
continuance seems assured for 
the time being. 

The Silver Lake Family 
Nursing Health Center, started 
and partially supported by the 
Nonantum community, ran 
into financial trouble earlier 
thisBwhen year neighborhood 
financial support had to be 
curtailed. 

Rather than see the center 
close down, Jane Pitt8, Human 
Services director, prevailed on 
the Board of Aldermen to 


release $1800 to pay rent on the 
storefront from money that 
was being held in budget 
reserve for a city contribution 
to the Visiting Nurses 
Associaition. 

When Florence Tankevitch, 
VNA director, found out that 
the money was to be used for 
the clinic, she appealed to the 
aldermanic Finance Com¬ 
mittee for release of the money 
to the VNA budget. The VNA 
yearly budget had been 
prepared to include the $2900 
usually given by the city, she 
said. 

Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small asked 
Ms. Pitt not to spend the $1800 
until a group of aldermen could 
try to mediate the 
disagreement. 


Lead screening for 
ages 1 -5 set for Nov. 4 


Testing approximately 3000 
ages 1 through 5 is the goal of 
the lead-screening program in 
Newton this year. 

The second Newton lead¬ 
screening of the school year 
will be Tuesday, Nov. 4, bet¬ 
ween 9 and 11:30 a m. at Hyde 
School, 68 Lincoln St., Newton 
Highlands. 

The program is conducted by 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital’s 
Comprehensive Child Care 
Service, the Newton Health 
Department and the Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program 
(RSVP). 

Children tested under 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital's 
1973-74 program who are still 
within the 1 to 5 age category 


should be tested again, since 
children ideally should be 
tested annually for possible 
elevated lead levels. 

Children's lead levels can be 
tested by a simple finger-prick 
test that draws a blood sample. 
The tests are done by Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital’s pediatric 
nurse practitioner, school 
nurses and nurses from the 
Newton Health Department. 

Members of the RSVP 
program also provide 


assistance at the lead 
screenings. 

The lead-screening program 
is expanding this year to 
Wellesley.

Creating a vacancy if a 
member of the School Com¬ 
mittee or the mayor move from 
the city is the amendment put 
before voters in question 8. The 
requirement for residency is 
not spelled out in the charter. 

Question nine, if passed, 
would grant an extension of 
time for the Board of Aldermen 
to vote on a reorganization 
plan. The present charter calls 
for a public hearing 30 days 
after the plan goes to the ap¬ 
propriate committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, and action 
within ten days after the 
hearing, Concannon said this 


would mean the most in the 
summertime when the wor¬ 
ding, if changed to "no later tht 
than the second regular 
meeting of the board," could 
mean “60 days.” 

The tenth question deals with 
verification of petitions. Upon 
receipt of petitions submitted 
to the Board of Aldermen 
requesting the establishment 
of a neighborhood service, 
authorized by the city, these 
petitions must be verified by a 
body other than the aldermen. 
A vote accepting this amend¬ 
ment would permit this to be 
spelled out in the charter. 


The last question, if ac¬ 
cepted, would limit sending 
notification of a public hearing 
on a initiative petition, a 
supplemental petition or a 
referendum, to only 50 
petitioners who are registered 
voters instead of everyone 
listed on the petition. If passed, 
this amendment would also 
mean that the names and 
addresses of the original ten 
filers would appear on each 
separate page on of, not only an 
initiative petition, but also a 
supplemental initiative 
petition and referendum 
petitions.

Battle over police 
use of computers

NEWTON, Mass. (UPI) - 
The states seem to winning a 
battle over a Justice Depart¬ 
ment order concerning use of 
computers. 

The Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration said 
June 19 criminal justice 
records kept by the states must 
be kept on "dedicated" 
computers — computers used 
just for that specific job. 

Computerworld, trade 
journal of the computer in¬ 
dustry, reports in this week’s 
issue the LEAA is backing off 
from its demand. It noted the 
Justice Department in last 
Friday’s Federal Register 
announced public hearings on a 
proposed change to eliminate 
dedicated computers. The 
change would not affect rules 
concerning completeness and 
accuracy of records, and ac¬ 
cess to them. 

"We’re interested in 
security, not dedication per 
se," a Justice Department 
spokesman told the Newton, 
Mass., trade journal. "Besides, 
every governor in the country 
is down our backs." 

The National Governors’ 
Conference had threatened to i 
go to court over the order. i 

The National Association for 
State Information Systems at 


its August conference in Weirs 
Beach, N.H., estimated the 
cost of separate computers, 
instead of sharing time on 
existing state systems, could 
cost the taxpayers tens of 
millions of dollars. 

NAS IS leaders also said the 
LEAA order violated the 
states’ rights provision of the 
U.S. Constitution and raised 
the issue of whether police or 
civilians should control crimi¬ 
nal records. 

"It's a question of the power 
the Constitution gives the 
states," said NASLS president 
Jack Newcomb of Nashville, 
Tenn. He said nowhere is the 
federal government given 
power to tell the states how to 
keep their records. 

"What’s more important 
than the cost is the issue of 
civilian control over police 
data banks," said Robert 
Haughey of Springfield, Ill., 
chairman of the NASIS ad hoc 
committee on the LEAA 
regulation. He cited existing 
public concern over the 
records on private citizens kept 
by the Internal Revenue 
Serice, CIA and FBI.

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Native turkeys to 
be in good supply 


Massachusetts turkey 
growers will raise some 146,000 
turkeys in 1975, and it's not too 
early to place orders for farm 
fresh native dressed birds for 
Thanksgiving Day, suggests 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Food and Agriculture. 

Native Hay State turkeys arc 
plump and tender as they arc 
"broad-breasted whites" 
reared in confined areas on a 
strict turkey ration diet. 
"Range-raised" Western 
turkeys are allow to roam and 
forage, and the exercise tends 
to develop muscle tissues. 

A list of producers selling 
fresh dressed turkeys at the 
farm is available by sending a 
stamped self-addressed en¬ 
velope to Mass. Dept, of Food 
and Agriculture, 100 Cam¬ 
bridge Street, Boston, MA 
02202 . 

Turkeys should be available 
right up until Thanksgiving, 
but to guarantee a certain size, 
phone the farm at least a week 
ahead of time. 

Fresh dressed native turkeys 
at the farm will average 15 to 
20 cents more per pound than 
retail store prices, which have 
been hovering near 69 cents a 
pound. You can be sure that the 
Massachusetts grown bird will 
be fresh, however, and the visit 
to the farm will make a 
pleasant side trip before the 
holiday weekend.

You can 
compare this with top round 
steak at $1.88 a pound, or 64 
cents per 3-ounce cooked lean 
serving; or whole ham at $1.89 
a pound, or 66 cents per 3-ounce 
serving. 

As for how much to buy, each 
pound of whole rcady-to-eook 
turkey should yield 1V« ser¬ 
vings (3-ounce cooked without 
bone), according to statistics. 
But for Thanksgiving Day, 2 
servings per pound is probably 
a more realistic figure. 

Current best buys in fresh 
vegetables arc pumpkins, 
winter squashes such as but¬ 
ternut, Hubbard and acorn, 
broccoli, cucumbers, turnips, 
green peppers and romaine 
lettuce. 

In fresh fruit, best buys arc 
McIntosh and Cortland apples, 
cranberries, grapefruit, 
Bartlett and Bose pears. 

Best values in meat and 
poultry are ground beef, beef 
liver, turkeys, fowl, and beef 
chuck steaks and roasts such 
as under blade pot roast. 

In fish, best buys are fresh 
cod steaks, frozen smelts and 
turbot fillets.

Mrs. Ferrari was fined $50 by 
Lynn District Judge Samuel 
Jaffe Monday for failing to 
remove the 17 signs when 
ordered to do so by the city. 
She said she will appeal, and 
won’t pay the fine until the 
issue is settled. The city says it 
will not enforce the ordinance 
elsewhere until the Ferrari 
case is settled. 

Mrs. Ferrari was disappoint¬ 


ed at her conviction. "They’re 
inside my house," she said of 
the signs. "And it’s not right 
that they can tell me what to do 
in my house." 

Her attorney, Wilbur Cusak, 
argued the law supressed 
expression of political opinion, 
and said, "Soon they'll be 


telling people what kind of 
curtains or wallpaper they can 
have "

One wonders why an unusual 
number of mushroom 
poisoning cases have not ap¬ 
peared in New England this 
season. 

The plentiful rains of Sep¬ 
tember stimulated in October a 
bumper crop of mushrooms. 
The appearance of mushrooms 
on lawns, in woods and open 
* fields seems to have produced 
an unexpected crowd of 
mushroom gatherers, many of 
whom have only a vague idea 
of what they are picking and 
placing in their baskets. 

Recently a woman 
telephoned a conservation 
organization the news that she 
had spent the afternoon picking 
a basket of mushrooms and 
desired cooking recipes. When 
asked what kind of mushrooms 
she had gathered, she replied 
that they were the kind that 
grew in her neighborhood, 
period. The suggestion that the 
mushrooms might be 
poisonous was received 
ungraciously. One suspects 
that she considered it a slight 
on the quality of the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Those of us who have hang¬ 
ups about mushrooms always 
have been mystified by those 
who verge upon hysteria at the 
sight of a harmless garter 
snake but think nothing of 
cooking the mushrooms that 
they have identified them¬ 
selves. So I admit a bias 
against home-gathered edible 
fungi. 

Commercially grown 
mushrooms I eat. But if you 
announce at your cocktail 
party that the mushrooms 
present had been gathered by 
your own hands, my reluctance 
to indulge in the delicacy likely 
will become noticeable. If you 
assured me that you had used a 
mushroom guide to guarantee 
the safety of the mushrooms, I 
would desitate to take a drink 
for fear the mushroom con¬ 
coction had contaminated the 
glass. Mushrooms are 
notorious for changing their 
appearance as they age and no 
mushroom guide records all 
the convolutions. 

While some of my friends 
who eat wild mushrooms take 
the precaution of saving a 
sample in the refrigerator so 
that the doctor can look it over 
if his opinion later seems 
necessary, I am not enamored 
of that system either. The 
trouble with mushroom poisons 
is that only the gentle ones 
make you ill within an hour or 
two. The stuff that really zaps 
people remains dormant for 12 
hours to two days. It does not 
upset the stomach because it 
isn’t working there. Instead, it 
turns the liver into jelly or the 
kidneys into functionless meat. 

Hie poison with the zap 
occurs in Amanita mushrooms. 
Oddly, there are harmless and 
deadly inuslirooms that are 
Amanitas, and many people 
claim they can tell the dif¬ 
ference.

Finally, after three weeks of 
acting like kittens, the Newton 
South Football Team at last 
started to live up to their Lion 
nickname.

, the real reason Newton South 
was able to tic was that 
towards the end of the game 
they had a twelfth player on the 
team, a player by the name of 
Momemtum. He always plays 
a major part in all games and 
he came over to the Lions when 
they lost sophomore tackle 
Paul Cotter to a broken leg. It 
is these three factors which 
played the major role in the big 
South game and if is these 
aspects which need to de 
discussed. 

Hie offense started playing 
well and scoring when it meant 
something instead of when they 
were behind by 3<M) scores. 
You could tell that this was a 
different team from the 
beginning of the game. The 
South passing game, on the 
critical list for the past few 
weeks, came out of their coma 
and showed they were ready on 
the first play of the game. They 
scored on a beautiful, 61 yard 
pass from quarterback John 
Amicangioli to (naturally) 
Greg McKinney. 

South has needed a little 
diversification and they got it 
this week in the form of a 
passing game. But if South 
wishes to continue to move up 
its passing game they must 
find another receiver. Greg 
McKinney is fast with good 
hands and he is a fine first 
receiver. But South’s current 
number two pass-catcher is 
Matt Sabetti and it is just 
impossible for this fine player 
to do everything. Thus far in 
the South season, Sabetti has 
done everything but go into the 
stands and sell programs and it 
just seems logical that South 
should trade some of their 
blocking receivers for some 
players with more speed. 

There are players on the 
South bench with above 


average speed and If Coach 
Kojoyian wishes to extend his 
passing game to take some of 
the pressure off their running 
attack then he must give up 
something. The logical idea 
would be to "pass" up some 
blocking receivers and put in 
some of his speedsters. 
Perhaps Coach Kojoyian 
should start platooning some of 
his receivers much the same 
way Don Shula used to platoon 
his running backs. 

Passing Game Adequate 

Basically the passing game 
is good. It would not do if South 
planned to rely on it, but seeing 
how they Just use it as 
something to loscn the other 
team up, it stems to work. The 
one problem it has is in its 
interception frequency. When 
one goes to the passing attack 
like South does the one thing 
they cannot afford to do is give 
up interceptions. When 
analyzing the South passing 
attack, one has to see not how 
many yards or completions the 
team makes, but, instead how 
effective the passing game is in 
forcing the opposing 
linebackers to stay back and 
respect it. And, although it was 
a windy, rainy afternoon on 
Saturday this is exactly what 
the South passing game did. 

Right down to the final 
march you could see the 
Bedford linebacker with a 
puzzled look on their face. The 
only problem with the South 
passing game on Saturday was 
the four interceptions they 
gave- up. It is those four in¬ 
terceptions which prevented 
South from winning. This was 
especially true early in the first 
period after South had jumped 
out to a quick 14-0 lead. South 
lad the ball once more and if 
they scored now, why you could 
Just see those Bedford players 
sink into the ground. But it was 
not meant to be and 
Amicangioli threw a most 
untimely interception. 

But although that is not good, 
it is a fact of football and 
cannot be avoided. Overall, the 
South passing game on 
Saturday was the best it has 
been In weeks (with the ex¬ 
ception of one half when South 
was already down 3W)) and if it 
keeps it up a passing game of 
this sort can be most helpful, 
both to gain yardage quickly 
and to spread out the defense 
for the runners.

Child-care tax deduction 
threatened by Senate

Elderly and disabled on SSI 
now eligible for food stamps 


"I am overwhelmingly 
distraught that the Senate 
proposed the elimination of the 
child-care tax deduction in 
total disregard of the needs of 
low- and moderate-income 
working families," said Rep. 
Lois G. Pines (D-Newton) 
regarding the recent 
Massachusetts Senate's 
decision. 

"The Senate has not altered 
the deductions to the 
businessman who can deduct 
the cost of his yacht, his 
country club membership, his 
car, his secretary, his office, 
his home office, etc. It has 
chosen to take money away 
from people who can least 
afford to pay — the low- and 
moderate-income working 
people who are eking out a 
living so they can feed and 
clothe their children," Rep. 
Pines said. 

The child-care tax deduction, 
which was sponsored by Rep. 
Pines, was passed in 1974 
"after several years of effort 
on behalf of working families," 
according to the Newton 
representative. The full 
deduction was to be available 
for this calendar year to 
families with a joint income of 
under $18,000 per year. Each 
family could deduct up to $400 
per month for child-care. The 
deduction was to be in effect 
for 1975 (Jan.l to Dec.31) and 
included on the upcoming 1975 
state income tax return. 

According to estimates by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston, the child-care tax 
deduction would account for 


approximately $6 million in 
state revenue. 

"After years of massive 
effort we were finally able to 
secure a deduction for working 
families," said Rep. Pines. “It 
is really appalling to find the 
Senate trying to eliminate it. 

I certainly hope the House 
will not agree to the 
elimination of the child-care 
tax deduction and that the 
Senate will recede from its 
position.” 

According to Rep. Pines, this 
deduction would benefit 120,000 
full-time workers and 70,000 
part-time workers in 
Massachusetts. Over 40,000 
children in child-care centers 
would be helped by the 
deduction. 

"By allowing this deduction, 
the people could better afford 
day care, which would be in the 
best interest of the Com¬ 
monwealth," Rep. Pines said. 
“The elimination of it will hurt 
quality day care. Kids won't be 
taken care of as well as they 
should be, because many 
parents won't be able to afford 


putting them in quality day¬ 
care programs. 

"We want to encourage 
people to seek the type of 
daycare that best fits their 
needs. This deduction gave the 
flexibility that allowed this to 
be done." 


DISCOUNTS ON ALL 
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In a climate of fiscal 
austerity, Sen. Jack H. 
Backman, chairman of the 
Human Services Committee, 
succeeded in making two 
significant changes in the 1976 
budget. 

First, Sen. Backman 
amended the budget to include 
his bill which makes elderly, 
blind and disabled persons on 
SSI eligible for the federal food 
stamp program. 

Backman also succeeded in 
correcting the Welfare 
Department’s budget for 
“Children in Crisis," a move 
which will bring the state 
$750,000 in federal money at no 
cost to Massachusetts. 

The first Backman amend¬ 
ment adopted by the Senate 
allows elderly, blind and 
disabled citizens on SSI to 
receive food stamps under the 
federal food stamp program. 
Since 1973, under a policy 
decision of the Department of 
Public Welfare, elderly, blind 
and disabled persons receiving 
SSI benefits have not been 
eligible for the food stamp 
program regardless of their 
low income. 

Backman stated, "Until 1973, 
Massachusetts had not taken 
full advantage of the federal 
food stamp program, Instead, 
Massachusetts had been 
participating in the federal 
surplus foods supplied by the 


federal government, whereby 
persons of low income received 
allocations of surplus foods 
supplied by the federal 
government. When the federal 
government eliminated the 
surplus food program in favor 
of a food stamp program, the 
elderly, blind and disabled 
persons on SSI were omitted 
from the program by the 
Department of Public 
Welfare.” 

Backman has corresponded 
with Secretary Casper 
Weinberger of HEW and has 
been informed that the state, at 
its option, could make SSI 
recipients eligible for the food 
stamp program. 

Sen. Backman said, "With 
the food price escalation, the 
problems of nutrition among 
the elderly have become 
aggravated. The food stamp 
program for SSI recipients will 
provide our elderly a chance to 
offset some of these tremen¬ 
dous food price increases. 
There is no segment of the low- 
income population that needs 
food stamps more than the 
elderly, blind and disabled.” 

“These two amendments," 
said Sen. Backman, "will help 
both the young and old of our 
society. The Children in Crisis 
program helps fund the 
Children's Protective Services, 
which includes short-term 


foster care, counseling and 
emergency services for abused 
children.” 

"I was pleased that Senate 
Ways and Means Chairman 
James A. Kelly and my Senate 
colleagues were able to agree 
that these two programs were 
vitally needed by our aged, 
blind and disabled, as well as 
our children. It is important 
that advocacy groups write 
and call legislators to make 
certain that these necessary 
amendments are not deleted 
during conference committee 
compromises."

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Canterbury, N.H. Shaker community one of two remaining 


CANTERBURY, N.H. (UP1) 
— Only four elderly Shaker 
women remain to stroll 
beneath the sprawling elm, 
maple and pine trees which 
cover their 900 acres of rich 
and rocky New Hampshire 
farmland. 

When they die, modern-day 
tourists will be allowed to roam 
the lush, quiet hills and white 
wood buildings of the village in 
search of the philosophy which 
kept the Shaker men and 
women happily celibate for 
more than 200 years. 


"If the physical aspects die, 
which they might, still the 
philosophy will never die — 
somebody will pick up the 
torch," says 78-year-old Sister 
Bertha Lindsay. "We are 
planning for it always to be 
here." 

The Shaker community, 
founded in Canterbury in 1792, 
has been Sister Lindsay's home 
since she was eight years old. 

The village now is more of a 
curiosity. 

Of 19 American communities 
founded by Shakers from 


England in the mld-1800's, only 
two remain — one in Canter¬ 
bury and another in Sabbath- 
day Lake, Maine. 

In its early days the Can¬ 
terbury village thrived with 400 
brothers and sisters and nearly 
4,000 acres. Shakers drew their 
flock with no official creed but 
instead stressed equality, 
simplicity, hard work and a 
celibate life. 

Sister Lindsay says the 
Shakers decided in 1957 not to 
admit new members because 


there are no male elders to 
teach new boys. The last 
brother died in 1942. 

The plan to retain the Shaker 
life includes a more than $1 
million trust fund which will 
maintain the community long 
after the sisters have died. 

Now the four white-haired 
women spend their winters and 
summers providing small 
handmade items for their gift 
shop and welcoming visitors 
for the tour of their 20 
buildings. 


Nuclear power can save money claimed 


BOSTON (UPI) — A nuclear 
engineer says if the average 
homeowner used nuclear 
power to generate electricity — 
instead of coal or il — he could 
save $80 a year in energy costs 
by 1985. 

Dr. Ian Forbes, professor of 
nuclear engineering at Lowell 
Technological Institute, made 
his prediction at a meeting 
Tuesday of the Atomic 
Industrial Forum, an in¬ 
ternational organization 
representing the nuclear power 
industry. 

"Nuclear power costs, by 
that time, will be significantly 
below those of fossil-fuel power 
plants," he said. 

Forbes said his estimates of 
power generation costs in¬ 
dicate alternative energy 
sources — such as solar power, 
geothermal power, and wind- 
power — "don’t have a chance 
of being economically feasible 
on the scale of energy 
production that our society will 
need." 

"Unfortunately, a large seg¬ 
ment of the American public 
still believes that alternative 
energy sources will be viable 
and will save us.” 

Earlier, Paul Turner, vice 
president of the association, 
charged critics of nuclear 
power with using "scare 
tactics" and "abandoning any 
claim to responsible technical 
criticism” in challenging the 
nuclear industry. 


He told the more than 200 
conference participants that 
critics of nuclear power have 
largely failed in their efforts 
and arc now afflicted "by a 
depletion" of believable ar¬ 
guments. 


Turner's comments were 
aimed particularly at con¬ 
sumer advocate Ralph Nader, 
who has led a movement for a 
moratorium on construction of 
nuclear reactors. 

"I predict that time is run¬ 


ning out for the critics," 
Turner said, "that within a 
year or two, nuclear power will 
be firmly and irrevocably 
established in the nation’s 
energy and economic pro¬ 
grams.” 


The Green Thumb

Lunar soil vs earth soil: The 
space men brought back to 
earth some moon soil which 
was passed around to various 
institutions for testing. Word 
got around that moon dust had 
a stimulating effect on plants. 
With the crazy climate on the 
moon, we just couldn’t believe 
the story. A Colorado State 
University research team has 
found that lunar soil is no more 
effective for growing plants 
than good garden soil. Their 
tests on moon dust turned up no 
growth-promoting properties 
that don't exist here on earth. 

The moral of this story is: 
the earth is still the best place 
in the world to live. Let’s take 
good care of it. The soil in your 
garden is full of life. If you 
went out and scooped up a 
teaspoonful of it, you'd have as 
many as 5 billion living 
organisms in your hand. Help 
these helpful workers by ad¬ 
ding organic matter to the soil. 
Save your leaves, grass clip¬ 


pings and table scraps for the 
compost pile. Be sure to scatter 
your wood ashes on the pile, as 
it helps to reduce the acidity 
and keeps the bugs busy 
decomposing the rubbish. 

Gardenia notes: The gar¬ 
denia is a tricky house plant, 
but you can make it bloom 
indoors if you understand it's 
nature. First, they like an acid 
soil and one that's constantly 
moist, but not muddy. Suc¬ 
cessful gardenia growers like 
to use a soil mixture of two 
parts compost, two parts peat 
moss, and one half part sharp 
sand, plus one half part dried 
cow manure. To maintain 
proper humidity, they place a 
plastic bag (garment bag) over 
the plants, with a few holes 
punched in it for air cir¬ 
culation. This creates a 
greenhouse atmosphere which 
gardenias love. That’s how we 
get ours to bloom in our kit¬ 
chen. 

Probably the best tem¬ 
perature is about 60 degs. at 
night and about 72 degs. during 


the day. These plants are 
happiest out of doors in the 
summer, in a spot away from 
direct sun. 

Yellow foliage means the soil 
is either too alkaline or they’ve 
been kept too wet. This tropical 
plant must breathe as well as 
drink. Too wide a fluctuation in 
temperature will cause the 
buds to drop. 

Gardeners who live in a hard 
water area may find that the 
alkalinity may cause the 
leaves to turn yellow. Put a 
half of teaspoon of iron sulfate 
in a quart of water and apply to 
the soil surface every other 
week. 

Green Thum Clinic: "We 
kept our Christmas pepper 
over from last year. Now it's 
starting to form buds. Will it 
bear by Christmas?" 

Ans: Yes you should have 
flashy (and fiery!) hot peppers 
on the plant by the time 
Christmas rolls around. Save 
seed from the peppers and 
start new plants. 


The tour includes a museum 
in the old meeting house which 
details the Shakers’ Inventions 
— everything from the square 
broom and clothespin to early 
herbal medicines and the buzz 
and circular saws. 

Sister Lindsay says the 
number of inventions arose out 
of necessity. 

"They had to have things to 
do with," she says. "There 
were people who came among 
us who brought their skills and 
talents with them." 

One devotee of the Shaker 
life is Charles Thompson. The 
middle-aged singer and lec¬ 
turer came to Shaker Village 17 
years ago looking for new 
music for his country and 
western tours. 

Thompson has been here 
ever since with his wife and 
their four sons. 

"I became completely enam¬ 
ored with the people," says 
Thompson. "They had the 
whole Christian principle in 
action." 

He set up the museum in the 
village and spends his time 
restoring the buildings and 
lecturing about the Shaker 
philosophy in the region. 

Thompson has no doubts the 
Shaker life will continue. 

"It will gain its immortality 
on its own," he says. "A little 


group of people dressed like 
Shakers won't do it." 

Sister Lindsay also believes, 
the Shaker philosophy is I 
inherent in the land and thej 
mood which surrounds the 1 
village. Although early 
Shakers are buried In a 
communal plot on the grounds, 
Sister Lindsay says their 
fervor is still alive. 

"What you feel is the 
presence of the wonderful 
people who have gone before," 
she says.

Better Business Bureau warns 
of Bicentennial con-games 


Our nation's Bicentennial 
celebration is under attack by 
"fast-buck-promoters" who 
the Better Business Bureau 
reports are doing their utmost 
to degrade the celebration into 
a "free-for-all of bad taste, 
cheap gimmicks and con 
games.” 

Flagrant frauds ranging 
from "Bicentennial frank¬ 
furters” to Bicentennial 
cruises to nowhere," are ex¬ 
posed in an article in the 
August-September issue of 
Consumers Tribute, based on 
cases handled by Better 
Business Bureaus across the 
nation. 

The magazine cites exam¬ 
ples of bad taste that include 
"revolutionary" come-ons that 
entice with the claim “lose 
17.76 pounds in two weeks, 
guaranteed" or "own your own 
business—our franchises for 
plastic Bicentennial 
mementoes at the historically 


right prices of $1,776." 

The con-men, which seek to 
use the Nation's birthday 
celebration to rip-off the un¬ 
suspecting, include the 1776 
Bicentennial Corporation 
which the BBB of West Palm 
Beach, Florida warns, sold 
distributorships for plastic 
mementoes. The promoters 
have disappeared with In¬ 
vestors money. Investors from 
several sections of the country 
lost money to this con-game. 

A Virginia based company, 
according to the Better 
Business Bureau magazine, 
was taking reservations for a 
"Bicentennial Cruise" which 
was to be made aboard the S.S. 
United States, a luxury liner 
that is in moth tells and out of 
service since 1969. 

Other con-games include 
non-existent arts and crafts 
exhibitions, a road map 
franchises highlighting 
bicentennial tourists at- 


Masquerade balls are 
regulated, but legal 


Have masquerade balls gone 
out of style? Probably, but at 
least, they are no longer 
illegal! 

At one time masquerade 
tells were big money-makers 
for certain organizatioas and 
the state established 
regulatory controls to prevent 
abuses just as today the 
Commonwealth supervises 
beano games. The laws were 
repealed about a dozen years 
ago. 

So if you want to put on a 
masquerade ball, feel free to 
do so! However, please don’t 
wear a face mask on the street 
- wait till you reach the ball, 
was the advice given to a caller 
by the Citizen Information 
Service.

A New England con-game 
tha the Consumers Tribune 
exposes tugs on the heart 
strings of proud parents that 
want to enter their children in 
"Miss Bicentennial" contests. 
The records of the Better 
Business Bureau of Eastern 
Massachusetts indicate that 
Organization Services Corp. is 
behind the contests that cover 
three age brackets of con¬ 
testants. The specific firm 
enlisting parents participation 
and fees is Miss Bicentennial 
Pageant. So far, consumers 
allege there have been no 
contests and the Pageant's 
telephone has been discon¬ 
nected. 

Parents are complaining 
that they have paid their 
money and now cannot contact 
anyone regarding the alleged 
pageants. Both properly 
established operating 
Bicentennial groups in Mass., 
the Mass. Bicentennial 
Commission and Boston 200, 
the city agency, disclaim any 
involvement with the Pageant, 
the BBB declares. 

The on-slaught of the con- 
men and get-rich-quick artists 
was anticipated, and the BBB 
publication relates that 
"Congress has established the 
American Revolution Bicen¬ 
tennial Administration (AR- 
BA) headed by an eleven 
member board. It is the duty of 
the ARBA to coordinate all 
state and federal bicentennial 
programs. 

Thus far, the magazine 
article contends, the ARBA has 
recognized 3,300 Bicentennial 
Committees and over 10,000 
projects and events. The stated 
purpose of the ARBA is to 
"assure that the Bicentennial 
is not commercialized.” No 
firm is allowed to use the 
ARBA logo unless it is within 
pre-stated standards. 
Specifically the firm that 


safeguards the Bicentennial 
logo is Hamilton Projects Inc., 
505 Northern Blvd., Great 
Neck, N.Y. 11021, who was 
commissioned by the ARBA to 
handle the task. 

The Consumers Tribute, 
published by the Consumer 
Affairs Foundation, Inc., the 
educational wing of the Better 
Business Bureau, lauded 
American business which has 
"though Its donations” 
preserved historical 
monuments, supported 
scholarship programs, 
sponsored educational specials 
on television and generally 
supported Bicentennial ac¬ 
tivities throughout the nation.

When the curtain goes up 
November 6 at the Music Hail 
for the Boston Ballet's World 
Premiere production of 
"Carmina Burana," the 125 
singers of the Masterworks 
Chorale will lend their voices to 
the rhythmic exuberance of the 
music. 

"Carmina Burana" marks 
the second collaboration in less 
than three years between the 
Boston Ballet and the 
Masterworks Chorale, 
prepared by Conductor Allen 
lannom. The Chorale includes 
members from more than 40 
cities and towns. 

I,annom, associate professor 
of Music at Boston University 
as well as the Chorale’s con¬ 
ductor, has had a long 
association with Carl Orff's 
famous "Carmina Burana" 
score. In fact, it was Lannom 
who trained the vocal forces 
for the American premiere of 
the work, conducted by 
Ircopold Stokowski, at Sym¬ 
phony Hall in 1954. 

There are several reasons, 
Lannon feels, why “Carmina 
Burana” has achieved 
widespread popularity. "It’s 
awfully hard to find a good 
secular piece for chorus and 
orchestra,” he says. "But 
Carmina is very well written, 
quite unified. Then, too, it has 
folk song elements-that is to 
say, melodies-which are often 
missing in modern works. 
Finally, there is Orff’s superb 
feeling for instrumental color, 
such as in the duet between 
timpani and flutes-a very 
unusual combination.” 

The piece, he adds, has such 
verve that even though not 
written with ballet in mind, it is 
very suitable in that capacity. 

Even so, “Carmina Burana" 
is not without potential snags 
for a chorus, because of its 
rhythmic complexity, the texts 
in old German and Latin, and 
the shifting between two-, 
three-, and four-part harmony. 
For that reason, the Master- 
works Chorale is especially 
qualified for the task, having 
performed the work on five 


previous occasions, with most 
of its members having sung it 
at least once before. 

The instrumental music, 
provided by the Boston Ballet 
Orchestra conducted by Michel 
Sasson, should be no less 
polished. Sasson has conducted 
the piece a dozen times, and 
will be working with three 
soloists whom he describes as 
"outstanding." They are 
Deborah O'Brien, soprano; 


Paul Aquino of the New York 
City Opera, baritone; and 
Wayne Rivera of the 
Metropolitan Opera Studio, 
tenor. 

"Carmina Burana" will be 
presented by the Boston Ballet 
November 6-8 at the Music 
Hall, at 8 p.m. each night.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
natural gas shortages in the 
United States arc a lot worse 
than most people realize and 
surely will result in thousands 
of workers being laid off this 
winter, according to a British- 
born fuel economist. 


Peter Fovargue, director of 
Fuel Economy Consultants, 
Inc., New York, said American 
industry was lucky last winter

ARLINGTON, Va. (UPI) - 
All Harou Hirota wanted was to 
die for his native country, 
Japan. That was 30 years ago. 
Now, all he wants is to live in 
peace in his new country, the 
United States. 

In 1945, flying his Ohka 
(cherrv blossom) kamikaze 
plane, Hirota dive-bombed a 
U.S. destroyer during the 
battle of Okinawa and missed. 
He remembered bailing out of 
his plane seconds before it hit 
the water, and the impact of his 
own body as it plunged into the 
icy sea. 

When Hirota finally regained 
consciousness, he found he had 
been rescued by the American 
destroyer's crewmen. 

At the time, his failure as a 
suicide pilot was particularly 
painful. 

“I was so lucky to be chosen 
an Ohka pilot. That’s what I 
thought at the time. Oh, yes. I 
wanted to die for my country, 
for the emperor. It sounds silly 
...” the soft-spoken Hirota 
recalled recently. 

"You are alive and you’re 
not supposed to be. At that 
moment, I was just grateful 
that I had no family aside from 
an uncle. I didn’t have to share 
my shame.” 

As time passed, so did his 
agonizing embarrassment. 
Hirota, who happened to speak 
English, was assigned as a 
— service boy in the ship's mess 
deck, where he learned to 
"bulk cook in the American 
style.” 

I-ater, after the war, he 
became a cook at a U.S. Navy 
installation in Japan and 
worked at the American em¬ 
bassy in Tokyo. He came to 
Washington in 1965. 

Today, Hirota is a chef at the 
Key Bridge Marriott Hotel 
here and has a wife and two 
children. Still a Japanese 
citizen, he refuses to discuss 
the gaps in his past. Even his 
wife did not know he was a 
kamikaze pilot until two years 
ago, when she discovered a 
flier’s scarf and some wartime 
photographs among his belon¬ 
gings. 

Despite his reluctance to 
talk, Hirota's outlook on his 
unsuccessful suicide mission 
and life in general seems to 
have changed dramatically. 


"I am lucky to be alive," he 
said. “I think I am a good chef 
now. People talk to me more 
about food than war. This 
makes me very happy. 1 just 
want to live in this country in 
peace."

But Fovargue said the 
shortages are real, not an 
exaggerated excuse for a price 
rip-off. He said Frank Zarb, 
federal energy administrator, 
is well aware of the situation 
but it is very difficult 
politically for the federal 
government to take steps to 
impose severe gas con¬ 
servation measures. 

"Sometimes I have the 
impression that well-informed 
federal officials feel Congress 
will be able to take effective 
measures only after business 
and the people have been 
thoroughly frightened by a real 
gas crisis that throws many 
people out of work and costs 
industry many millions of 
dollars," he added. 


that line. They can burn sub¬ 
stitute fuels for many pur¬ 
poses. Up to 25 per cent of the 
residential gas consumption 
could be saved by turning off 
pilot lights and lighting stoves 
with matches. But the big 
savings should be in the 
maintenance and working 
habits in gas consuming busi¬ 
nesses. Gas has been so cheap 
in this country in the past that 
American business wastes 
enormous amounts of it — 
nobody really knows how 
much." 

So, Fovargue argued, what is 
needed first is for industry to 
adopt effective fuel accounting 
— to watch and measure the 
consumption of gas the way the 
use of money is watched. 


WHITTIER, Calif. (UPI) - 
One of the best known names 
among American prisoners of 
war in Vietnam was John 
Nasmyth Jr. That was thanks 
to a sign that his parents kept 
in front of their home in South 
San Gabriel, Calif., for three- 
and-a-half years. 

The sign on the lawn was 
hand-constructed. The letters 
were crude. The message was 
simple. 

"Hanoi — release John 
Nasmyth,” it said. 

Hanoi did release him, along 
with a group of prisoners of 
war, in 1973. Nasmyth went 
home and personally hacked 
down the posts that supported 
the sign. 

He was a fighter pilot who 
had been shot down in his F-4 
Phantom. 

For months after his release 
he was one of the most 
available former prisoners on 
the speech and dinner circuit. 

Nasmyth is now 34, still a 
bachelor. He lives alone in a 
house here and is a successful 
businessman. He buys houses 
at auction and renovates and 
resells them. He also has gone 
into partnership with an old 
friend to form a company 
selling one-ounce silver bars ' | 
bearing images of celebrities. 

And currently he is logging 
hours to obtain commercial 
and instructor pilot ratings. 

Nasmyth underwent ex¬ 
tensive dental work to repair 
damage suffered as a result of 
poor diet while captured and 
from beatings by his captors. 
He has gained back the weight 
he lost during his im¬ 
prisonment. The only visible 
sign of his experience is a 
shrapnel scar on his arm.

"Teacher strikes and 
The Public Interest" 

This fall teacher strikes have 
been a major source of 
discussion and controversy 
among private citizens, public 
officials, and the media, and 
for the most part striking 
teachers have been the object 
of severe punishment by the 
courts and vitriol by the public 
and the press, with little in¬ 
terest in the teachers’ point of 
view. 

In Massachusetts collective 
bargaining for municipal 
employees was enacted in 1965. 
This legislation granted 
teachers the right to bargain 
for wages and working con¬ 
ditions but the right to strike 
was not included. Since that 
time the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association (MTA) 
has been seeking in one form or 
another a limited right-to- 
strike for public employees. 
The latest piece of legislation 
filed by the MTA would provide 
public employees with the right 
to strike only after completing 
impasse procedures, including 
mediation and fact-finding, 
followed by a seven-day wait 
after the factfinder’s report is 
made public. In addition a 
strike would only be permitted 
if it did not endanger public 
health and safety. 

The upsurge of strikes in 1975 
appears to stem from teachers’ 
refusal to sacrifice educational 
quality, particularly class size; 
reasonable financial set¬ 
tlements in today’s economy; 
and their determination to 
insure that intransigent school 
committees bargain in good 
faith. 

Court actions in some cases 
this year, at least in 
Massachusetts, have been 
severe. Nineteen New Bedford 
teachers were jailed and fines 
levied against the teachers in 
that city totalled $100,000 a day. 
Yet a judge in Washington 
called for the resignation of 
school committee members 
who refused to bargain in good 
faith. The only way he would 


enjoin the striking teachers in 
his state was if negotiations 
could be resumed with a new 
school committee. The range of 
court responses to strikes is 
enormous and appears to have 
little to do with the extent of the 
transgression. 

Striking is the last resort for 
teachers. In ten years the MTA 
has negotiated over 3,000 
teacher contracts yet there 
have been only 10 strikes. 
Teachers certainly do not rush 
into a strike, yet teachers need 
limited right-to-strike 
legislation if they are to be 
equals at the bargaining table. 

Granting bargaining rights 
to public employees was a 
great stept forward but it was 
not enough. Public employees 
should have the same rights as 
private employees where 
health and safety are not in¬ 
volved and when they are 
attempting to participate in 
meaningful bargaining. 

The right to strike for 
teachers would establish a 
balance of power on both sides 
of the table. Now the employer 
knows that time and the law 
are on his side and he can stall 
indefinitely if he chooses not to 
bargain in good faith. 

Legislation permitting 
strikes for certain public 
employees has been enacted in 
Vermont, Pennsylvania, and 
Hawaii, and in Michigan 
strikes are allowed when it lias 
been established that the 
employer provoked the action. 

Today in Massachusetts it is 
the teachers who are always 
punished whether or not they 
are responsbile. This is clearly 
unfair and certainly demands 
revision of the present law. A 
law which permits injustices to 
be inflicted unilaterally is not 
in keeping with the democratic 
process. 

Given fair treatment and 
good faith negotiations, strikes 
do not occur, but the right to 
strike would ensure fair 
treatment and good faith, 
conditions which do not always 
exist and which lead to strikes 
if employees are forced to the 
wall.

End of daylight 
saving time brings 
some traffic hazards 


Registrar of Motor Vehicles, 
Robert A. Panora, cautions 
drivers that the return to 
Standard Time last Sunday, 
Oct. 26, may mean that they 
will be commuting to work 
during hours of dusk or 
darkness. 

"To help combat this ad¬ 
ditional traffic hazard, I offer 
the following suggestions,” 
Panora said: 

1. Keep the inside and outside 
of the windshield and rear 
window clean and clear. 

2. Be certain that headlights 
are burning and are clean. 

3. Dim headlights within 500 
feet of on-coming vehicles to 
cut glare. 

4. Don’t overdirve 
headlights. 

5. Keep speed below 55 mph 
or posted speed limits-less in 
bad weather. 

6 . Use driving lights—not 
parking lights-when the 
vehicle is in motion. 

7. Be alert for shadows or 
flashing or blinking lights—they 
may mean trouble. 


8 . Allow extra time for travel 
during hours of dark or dusk. 

9. To avoid stalling in traffic, 
warm up vehicles before en¬ 
tering traffic movement. 

10. Equip vehicles for bad 
weather driving. 


CARACAS, Venezuela (UPI) 
— At 15 cents a gallon it doesn’t 
cost much to “fill'er up" in oil- 
rich Venezuela. The problem is 
how to get an automobile. 

"We have a waiting list for 
some models that’s so long that 
some people will have to wait 
until next year," Chevrolet 
sales manager Armando Her¬ 
nandez said in a recent in¬ 
terview. "We just can’t meet 
the demand since our assembly 
plants are already working at 
full production.” 

The Venezuelan Develop¬ 
ment ministry says car and 
truck production climbed 25 
per cent to 70,848 units during 
the first six months of 1975. But 
car dealers say even that in¬ 
crease seems modest when 
compared to the demand. 

FIAT sales manager Ruben 
Jaramillo said car sales "must 


be running at more than 30 per 
cent over last year." 

"It’s difficult to know why 
the demand is so great, but it 
might be that people are 
buying now because they fear 
prices are going to go up," he 
said. 

Gasoline is no problem in the 
world's third largest oil 
producing and exporting 
nation. It sells for 15 cents per 
gallon for regular and 34 cents 
for high octane. 

The government regulates 
the prices of "popular" cars, 
and these have remained 
unchanged for two years. The 
best selling car in the country 
— one of the regulated ones — 
is General Motors’ Nova, 
selling at $4,730.

Homes use 20 per cent of all the 
energy consumed in the United 
States, according to Commerce 
Department statistics, and an 
estimated 60 percent of that 
energy is used to run heating and 
Tooling systems. 

So whether you're a dedicated 
environmentalist concerned 
about the world's shrinking 
energy resources or a 
homeowner who's fed up with his 
ever-increasing utility bills, the 
message is perfectly clear: 
energy saving must begin in the 
home. 

I^ewis J. Busconi, president of 
the Builders Association of 
Greater Boston, says there’s 
little homeowners can do to 
prevent future increases in 
-energy costs; the era of cheap 
energy is over. However, con¬ 
sumers can take comfort in the 
fact that today's homes are much 
more energy efficient than they 
were a few years ago because of 
new building materials and new 
technology and design in 
homebuilding. 

One of the best ways to reduce 
household energy cost Is through 
the use of insulation. Proper 
insulation is generally a matter 
of placement, quality and 
quantity. This must be deter¬ 
mined by the type of house and 
the temperature extremes in the 
(area. 

Depending on climatic con¬ 
ditions, engineers at National 
Association of Home Builders 
(NAHB) generally recommend 


six inches of attic insulation and i 
inches of insulation between 
wall studs. 

I NAHB engineers also 
recommend that insulation ex¬ 
tend over the top of the top plate; 
behind band joists; over soffits of 
cantilevered floors; around 
cracks in doors, windows and 
odd-shaped cavities; into narrow 
spaces between studs; and 
behind pipes, wires and electric 
outlet boxej in outside walls. 

The bulraer may use any of 
three types of insulation, or a 
combination of these. Blanket 
insulation is made in widths to fit 
between standard joist and stud 
spacing, and it ranges in 
thickness from one to six inches. 
The thicker the pad, the greater 
its insulation or "R" value. 
Blanket insulation may tome in 
rolls or pre-cut "batts,” or in four 
or eight-foot lengths. Many 
brands have vapor barriers 
already applied to one side of the 
insulation. 

I-oose fill insulation is sold in 
bags and is poured or blown 
between the joists, but because of 
its loose nature the barrier 
cannot be installed economically 
in the walls. Therefore, many 
builders use the loose-fill in¬ 
sulation in the attic and blanket 
| insulation in the walls. 

The third type of Insulation is 
laluminum foil. This is simple 
juccordion-pleated layers of foil 
with air spaces in between. The 
(greater the numbers of layers 
land air spaces, the higher the 
!“R" value.

Each season brings^lts 
special chores for the homi 
ner. 

As fall turns to winter, tjie 
home handyman in most 
sections of the country busies' 
himself with outdoor cleanup 
and indoor preparations to 
insure a snug, warm hoose. 

Leaves are cleaned from 
gutters, the roof checked for 
leaks, for conditions that might 
result in a buildup of ice or 
snow. Storm windows and 
doors are installed, 
weatherstripping checked. The 
heating system is serviced. 
The tools of winter — 
snowblowers, shovels — are 
readied. 

There's something that 
should be added to most lists: a 
safety check. 

Pinkerton's, a leading 
security firm, warns that 
winter brings special fire 
hazards, and as many as 5,000 
deaths as a result of ignorance 
or disregard of basic fire 
prevention measures. 

Fire safety, of course, begins 
with a carefully thought out 
plan for escape in the event of 
fire and regular drills to assure 
that each family member 
knows exactly what to do, and 
how to leave the house safely. 

Pinkerton's fire prevention 
training program for its guard 
force offers a number of useful 
tips for the homeowner. 

Special precautions are 
necessary when using fire¬ 
places or portable heaters, the 
firm notes. 

FIREPLACES: 

—Be sure to use a screen and 
fireplace tools. 

—Make certain the fireplace 
has been well banked with 
ashes, and screened, to contain 
dying embers before you go to 
bed or leave the house. 

—Have the chimney checked 
to be sure it is clean and un¬ 


clogged before the first fire of 
the season. 

—Follow instructions if using 
synthetic logs. Use well sea¬ 
soned wood if possible, and 
learn how to lay a fire 
properly. Do not burn trash in a 
fireplace. 

—If you must use starter 
Quid, use it sparingly and 
carefully and keep it far from 
the fire when not in use. 

—Do not leave young 
chi^ren or animals un- 
supijjrvised in a room with a 
fire. j*. 

PORTABLE HEATERS: 
heater off when not in 
use. 

—KeejKheater away from 
curtains and furniture. 

—Be suretyieater is in good 
working order, and equipped 
with automatic jjhutoff mech¬ 
anism in case it tips over. 

—Check for overloaded cir¬ 
cuits, which may cause 
noticeable dimming of nearby 
lights or excessive heat in cord. 

—Electric cord should be in 
good condition, and placed out 
of the way of traffic to prevent 
accidents. 

VENTILATION: 

—Never close windows all 
the way when sleeping with a 
gas heater on. 

—Avoid drafts that might 
trigger or spread a fire. 

—Keep window open when 
working with flammable li¬ 
quids, so fumes can escape. 

Another area of safety 
concern involves burglary — 
the second-fastest growing 
crime in the United States, up 
14 per cent in the first half of 
this year, with suburban and 
rural areas showing increases 
of 18 and 17 per cent respec¬ 
tively. 

Robert J. McDermott, for 20 
years the New York Police 
Department's top burglary ex¬ 
pert, now a consultant to 
Emhart Corp., says October 


through December historically 
are the heaviest burglary 
months. 

He recommends 
safeguarding homes by means 
of an effective lock system for 
doors and windows and offers 
some tips on things that may 
deter a would-be burglar. 

"Time is the big factor; a 
burglar spends as little of it as 
he can," McDermott said. 
"Slow him down, make it 
difficult and he’ll move on to an 
easier target." 

Although a determined bur¬ 
glar probably can find a way to 
enter the average home, a 
secure lock system makes it 
more difficult. So will high 
visibility. Plantings that hide 
first floor windows make it 
easier for an intruder to work 
unobserved. Burglars also 
avoid noise. A window that 
can't be jimmied but must be 
broken or a blaring alarm are 
deterrents. 

McDermott says burglars 
look fqr favorable conditions - 
an uncut lawn, darkened 
house, a quiet house. 
Sometimes a car in the 
driveway will make one think 
twice, or even an open pack of 
cigarettes near a logical 
window of access. Burglars, of 
course, know about automatic 
timers, but they can’t be sure. 
Lights which go on and off in 
different rooms, living room to 
bedroom, for instance, or a 
radio playing, may make the 
house seem occupied when it 
isn't. 

McDermott says decals ad¬ 
vertising the presence of a 
burglar alarm also may con¬ 
vince a thief to look elsewhere. 

A barking dog, too, may 
cause second thoughts. 

"Burglary is a crime of 
opportunity," he said. "Stack 
tlie odds against easy entry and 
the average burglar will pass 
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Wednesday. October }», 1975

Road to 
riches.

HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) — 

A group singirg the Joys of 
urban living says the suburbs 
are about 100 years behind 
cities in at least one respect — 
the absence of history. 

To show off that heritage — 
and to attract new devotees to 
city living — the Hartford 
Architectural Conservancy re¬ 
cently sponsored tours of some 
of the most distinguished 
homes and buildings in Con¬ 
necticut's capital city. 

While some of the 11 
buildings visited were main¬ 
tained or renovated at great 
cost, a few were samples of 
what young families can do 
with old houses, a little money 
and lots of imagination. 

"We wanted to show that 
Hartford is a great city to live 
in, that it has many opportuni¬ 
ties for confortable and elegant 
living within easy walking 
distance of everything," said 
Joseph Marfuggi, director of 
the Connecticut Housing 
Investment Fund, which co¬ 
sponsored the tours. 

While its is widely kjfown 
tliat Hartfordwbafccked with 
imposing architecture like 
Marl? Twain's home, the 
Bhshnell Auditorium and the 
104-year-old State Capitol, few 
realize its streets are glutted 
with fine houses that would 
make graceful urban retreats. 

Hartord was on its way to 
becoming a thriving banking 
and insurance center in the 
1850’s and many wealthy 
families erected splendid 
houses along tree-lined 
avenues such as Asylum, 
Farmington, Woodland, and 
Prospect. 

Some of the houses still stand 
in various states of distinction 
or disrepair, but the city’s 
soaring property tax has led 
many owners to put them on 
the block for below value 
prices. 

An estimated 55 per cent of 
real property is owned by the 
state and non-profit institutions 
such as Trinity College. 
Therefore, the local taxes are 
quite high to accommodate 
those exclusions. 

A 15-room mansion built in 
the 1850’s by the family of the 
originator of the .45 caliber 
pistol, Samuel Colt, is selling 
for $35,000. But the house has 
been allowed to deteriorate 
over the years and it needs 
$100,000 worth of refurbishing. 

A block of Italianate houses 
on Congress Street, originally 


scheduled to be razed, was 
purchased by the city for 
renewal as housing units and 
professional offices. 

The city government has 
pitched in to attract more 
families to Hartford, offering 
homeowners a 10 -ycar tax 
break on value added to houses 
through renewal. 

The buildings on the tour 
were a mix of rowhouses 
refurbished by disenchanted 
suburbanites and tasteful resi¬ 
dential buildings which were 
merely brushed by the ravages 
of time. 

For those with the eye for 
modem, also Included in the 
tours was Bushnell Towers, a 
E7-story concrete and glass 
apartment and commercial 
structure built in 1969 
overlooking the State Capitol 
and 41-acre Bushnell Park, the 
first urban renwal project in 
the United States whose ar¬ 
chitect was Frederick Law 


Olmstead, the designer of New 
York's Central Park. 

One of the houses shown was 
owned by Mary Edwards, a 
landscape architect In her 60’s 
who was bom there. The house, 
on Atwood Street in the city’s 
Asylum Hill area, was built In 
1892 and its unpainted shin- 
glcwork gives it the ap¬ 
pearance of a rustic summer 
cottage. 

Glass doors open from a 
dining room to a sun deck and a 
well-trimmed garden whose 
hedges screen out nearby 
modem apartment buildings 
and large Insurance company 
headquarters.

Their Capitol Avenue town- 
house, which has three marble 
fireplaces and a billiards room, 
was built for executives of a 
company that did not survive 
the automobile age, the defunct 
Pope Hartford Automobile and 
Bicycle Works.

DALLAS (UPI) - Texas oil 
fields are beginning to show 
their age. 

They are slowing down and 
making the driller pay more 
and work harder for his return 
than the prospector In 1901 who 
sank a hole and watched a 
black jet of crude oil shoot up 
that changed the state, the 
nation and the world. 

With that Splndletop discov¬ 
ery a mile south of Beaumont 
near the Gulf of Mexico at the 
beginning of this century, 
Texas overnight became the 
world's petroleum giant just as 
the age of mechanization 
needed it most. The dimensions 
were staggering. 

Within a year that one field 
produced more than the rest of 
the world combined. 

Further discoveries followed 
in thousands of geographical 
formations - until there was 
petroleum production in 211 of 
Texas' 254 counties accounting 
today for 40 per cent of the 
nation's crude oil production 
and more than 37 per cent of its 
natural gas. 

Texas remains far and away 
the leading petroleum slate. 
But a couple of years ago 
production began declining and 


Indications arc the slide Is 
likely to continue. 

The descent is not steep nor 
statewide. The rising price of 
oil has more than made up the 
difference In gross income to 
Texas producers taken as a 
whole. 

But Industry leaders are 
worried about long range 
prospects because, although 
there still are boom areas, 
some fields are entering "old 
age" and loss of the depiction 
allowance has cut back ex¬ 
ploration for new discoveries. 

Oil production Is full bore In 
Texas, no longer restricted as 
it was up to three years ago by 
order of the state railroad 
commission — in effect a 
control on supply and demand 
to the benefit of the industry. 

Now industry leaders say they 
want all the oil they can find. 

But, according to figures 
supplied by the industry-

George P. Mitchell, 
president of the 10,000-member 
Texas Independent Producers 
and Royalty Owners 
Association, says a pattern of 
depletion Is forming in Texas 
oil fields, most notably In East 
Texas: "They are beginning to 
show their age and new fields 
are not that big.” 

But with the price of oil 
remaining high, he said, "there 
are literally thousands of 
prospects to drill for oil and 
natural gas. There have been 
200 prospects 1 couldn't drill in 
the last 25 years because of 
prices — now all are prospec¬ 
tive areas." 

The industry's need of the 
moment, says Mitchell — or 
practically anyone else in the 
business — is the incentive to 
look harder and dig deeper for 
oil and gas. 

"Most of our big discoveries 
were several years ago,” the 
TIPRO chjef*8aid, and to take 
up thfc-sScR the industry must

outlay in an already risky 
business which oilmen say 
diminishes the returns 
reflected In the oil arithmetic 
of multiplying barrels 
produced times an ever rising 
market price and getting a 


higher total every year. 

It's also why they consider no 
less than hostile the act of 
Congress this year by which 
most oil companies lost the 
federal tax break formerly 
granted under the oil depletion 
allowance.

WASHINGTON OJPI) - It 
is illegal in t least 38 states 
a car owner to remove or 
tafcper with pollution control 
dewfeps on his automobile.

FedtSal law forbids 
manufaSirers or dealers from 
removingtbe devices. Once a 
car is oumof their hands, 
however, nSfederal provision 
covers its (Skier. State and 
local regulatiw are enforced 
only spottily. 

Environmental Protection 
Agency officianksay they 
believe the removSof antipol¬ 
lution devices is wring out. 
That’s because maA newer 
cars are equipped witMmtalyt- 
ic converters, tailpipe tkvices 
which trap smog-makiv. ex 
haust. 

Converters make it unn 
sary to have gas-guzzl 
controls on the engine itself, 
was the case with older models 
back to 1968. Both the EPA and 
Detroit claim converter- 
equipped cars are enjoying fuel 
economy that equals or betters 
I levels of pre-control days, 
i Yet a colleague in Spring- 
field, Mo., wrote recently that 
the owner of a 1975 converter- 
equipped Ford told him he had 
switched to leaded gasoline 
and was getting up to two miles 
per gallon more and much-im¬ 
proved performance. A con¬ 
verter will become inoperative 
if the car equipped with it is 
run on leaded gas. 

The same correspondent also 
said a local muffler shop had 
been "advertising an improve¬ 
ment of five miles per gallon 
with the removal of converters 
(for $50, I understand) ... 

‘‘But the odd side to the story 
was that state and federal 
officials we could reach han¬ 
dily in Missouri passed the 
buck on responsbility. 

He said this raises the 
question of incentives to use 
unleaded gas in cars built for it 
when no one enforces clean air 
standards. He added that 


unleaded gas in his area was 
selling for one to five cents a 
gallon more than regular. 

EPA experts contend that 
use of leaded gasoline or 
removal of the converter en¬ 
tirely would have only a 
neutral impact on fuel 
economy. One Ford Motor Co. 
official said he couldn’t see 
how the case cited in Missouri 
could have resulted in better 
gas mileage "short of rebuild¬ 
ing the whole engine." 

Another expert suggested 
that it might be dangerous to 
remove a converter without 
extensive engine adjustments. 

In addition, converter- 
equipped cars have a restric¬ 
tion on the gasoline intake so 
that only the smaller, narrow- 
necked nozzles on no-lead 
pumps will fit. The restriction 
must be removed to use any 
other gasoline, but it is a 
violation of federal law for a 
dealer to remove the part. A 
ibel near the Intake warns the 
ir to put only unleaded fuel 
irilme tank. As long as that 
labej|emains, it is illegal for a 
gas sfl|fgn to put in any other 
kind o 

Of cours®; -Uje label can be 
scraped off. EPA officials say 
there is almost no way to en¬ 
force the law at the gas station 
level in the first place. 

So who does enforce it? 
Taking the Missouri case as 
an example, an EPA lawyer 
said it was against the that 
state's law to drive a car whose 
pollution control systems had 
been tampered with or remo¬ 
ved. A check with the state's 
attorney general and highway 
patrol indicated that such is not 
the case. The patrol, which 
inspects vehicles for safety, 
requires a visual check of 
pollution control systems. If 
something is wrong, the driver 
must get it fixed before the car 
will pass. 

A less definite policy applies 
to converters. The officer in 
charge of vehicle inspections 
said the patrol is developing a 
written policy. It will say that 


converters "if installed” must 
be firmly in place, not leaking, 
and so on. If the converter has 
been removed, he indicated, it 
will be considered "not instal¬ 
led,” and the car will pass 
anyway, assuming everything 
else is okay. 

The attorney general's office 
added that nothing in the state 
law addresses itself directly to 
the converter question, as it 
was written to cover cars in the 
pre-converter era. 

All of which demonstrates 
that thc-re is a rather large gulf 
between laws penned on 
Capitol Hill, and their impact 
at the level where they 8re 
supposed to operate.

"The energy park concept 
appears to offer a way to 
reduce costs and lead times," 
the planners said, "thus bene¬ 
fiting the consumer by holding 
the line on the increasing cost 
of electric service."

Flowering amaryllis adds 
color in winter months 


A great way to add color to a 
house during die winter is to 
have a bright flowering 
Amaryllis, according to 
Horticulture Magazine. 

These exotic bulbs make 
tremendous flowering 
houseplants according to an 
article by Thalassa Cruso in 
the November issues of ihe 
magazine, published inonUily 
by the Mass. Horticultural 
Society in Boston. 

The article points out that 
now is the time to buy these 
bulbs and Uiey should be 
planted in soil mixture and 
slow-release fertilizer so that 
not more than *? of the bulb is 
covered. 

Die pots can then be kept 
beside a furnace or in any 



warm, airy, dark place. When 
the first sign of new growth 
appears beside the long neck of 
the bulb, they should be moved 
to a warm, sunny window, and 
start to water it on a regular 
basis. 

The blooms are large and 
showy - ranging in color from 
whites to pinks and reds. 

Amaryllis like warm living 
conditions, and even with the 
most basic care, a gardener 
can have subsequent years of 
pleasure from the same bulb - 
either indoors or out. 

In addition to Thalassa 
Cruso’s article, the November 
issue of Horticulture also has 
an article on good gifts for 
winter gardeners, from a 
propagating box to an eggshell 
garden; an essay on how to 
design a garden to attract 
birds; and an interview with a 
Vermont couple whose family 
has been making cider since 
.the time before Vermont 
became a state. 

In addition to its feature 
article, Horticulture has 
regular monthly columns on 
indoor, and greenhouse gar¬ 
dening; what-to-do that month; 
reviews of new gardening 
books; new developments and 
equipment for the gardener; 
plus many other features.
